Book 40a. The volume of Proclamations formerly 
numbered 3 is now numbered 12. 


This year was on the whole uneventful. The Parlia- 
ment, which had been prorogued in November, 1675, 
did not meet again till 15 Feb., 1676-7. 


The King went the end of March to Newmarket, 
where at first the ground was too hard for hunting, 
racing or any sport, but taking the air, which he did 
more on foot than on horseback (p. 57), He paid a 
visit to Lord Arlington at Euston from the 8th to the 
10th of April (p. 65), and visited the Duke of Albe- 
marle at New Hall on his way to London, to which he 
returned on the 15th (p. 69). He again visited New- 
market and Euston in October and returned to London 
on the 19th (pp. 348, 371). He went to Woolwich 
on 16 Jan. and to Greenwich on the 25th (p. 510). 
On p. 97 are noticed two sets of satirical verses on 
the King. Certain mathematical instruments made 
for him were by mistake sent to the Downs to Mr. 
Sheeres, who was going to Tangier. On discovering 
the mistake he sent them back to Mr. Chiffinch 
(pp. 128, 131).

(pp. 128, 131). 

A petition of the widow cof Francis Yates, who was 
the King’s guide from Worcester to Whiteladies, 
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desiring a change in the limitations of the fee-farm 
rents granted to her in fee simple, was referred in 
January (p. 523). 


The Queen enjoyed a visit to Euston in September 
(p. 331). 


Of the King’s natural children, Nell Gwynn’s eldest 
son was created Farl of Burford, with remainder to his 
brother (p. 464), and arms were granted to him and 
his brother with a grant of precedence to the latter 
(p. 512). In March the Duchess of Cleveland with her 
sons, the Duke of Grafton and the Earl of Northumber- 
land, sailed from Dover to Calais (p. 25). 


In April it was reported that the Duke of York 
had openly declared that he was a Roman Catholic 
(p. 83). He accompanied the King to Newmarket on 
both his spring and his autumn visits (pp. 54, 357, 361). 


A conversation with the Duke is reported by Lord 
O’Brien (p. 541). - The Duke had been informed by 
Dr. Burnet that the Master of the Rolls had said he 
would impeach him, if nobody else did. The Duke 
desired Lord O’Brien to oppose all motions for regulating 
the succession, for he looked on them as no friends 
to him that should promote it on any pretence what- 
ever. 

A letter in French from the Duchess of Portsmouth 
is given on p. 166, as a specimen of her remarkable 
spelling. 

The powers of the Duke of Monmouth relating to the 
army were extended by committing to him the appoint- 
ment of removals of quarters, the reliefs of troops and 
convoys and the sending of all convoys (p. 316). 


Several documents relate to his regiment in the French 
service, known as the Royal English regiment. In 
November Justin Macarty was appointed lieut.-colonel 
of it in place of Col. Scott, who was superseded on 
account of his health (p. 410). Notwithstanding the 
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proclamation forbidding the King’s subjects from entering 
the service of any foreign prince or state, recruiting for 
the regiment went on in England. A_ correspondent 
at Swansea inquired how he was to act in case any 
of the recruits being raised in that neighbourhood were 
shipped from there (p. 58). A smack carrying over 
28 men for the French service, some of whom had 
been compelled to go against their will, was stopped at 
Rye in April and the men were ordered to appear 
before the Council (pp. 60, 71). 


On the other hand Mr. Clinton was arrested at 
Yarmouth in March for intending to carry over men 
for the Dutch service and was obliged to give bond to 
appear before the Council (pp. 53, 73). The following 
February Sir Robert Cary and two others were arrested 
at Yarmouth for listing and shipping soldiers for Holland 
(pp. 567, 568). 

As has already been mentioned, Parliament met again 
on 15 Feb., after a prorogation of nearly 15 months. 
It was reported that immediately on its reassembling an 
attempt would be made to prove that it had been 
dissolved by the prorogation for more than a year. In 
anticipation Lord Danby wrote to request the attendance 
of his supporters in both Houses on the first day of the 
Session (p. 459). There were great expectations of what 
would take place on their meeting (pp. 476, 503, 523). 
The papers calendared add little or nothing to the records 
in the Journals of both Houses, except as regards the 
committal of the four lords to the Tower, the entries 
concerning which in Jords’ Journals have been vacated. 
On the first day of the Session the Duke of Buckingham, 
the Earls of Salisbury and Shaftesbury and Lord Wharton 
were charged with proposing to the House and main- 
taining that the Parliament was dissolved. The next day 
the last three lords were reprimanded and ordered to 
ask pardon of his Majesty and the House. On their 
refusal they were committed to the ‘lower, and the same 
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course was taken the next day with the Duke, who had 
been absent on the previous day (pp. 555, 556). On 
the 16th the Duke had been at the Mitre tavern in 
Fenchurch Street and that night several bonfires were 
made in several streets in the City. The Duke was 
accompanied to the Tower by William Penn and two 
other Quakers, and by Jenks, the Common Council man. 
Several members of the House of Commons were refused 
permission to visit the imprisoned lords (p. 564). 


A servant at the Rainbow Coffee-house overheard a 
conversation there, in which a gentleman charged some 
members with having voted for the grant of 600,000/. for 
building new ships in return for getting a guinea apiece 
and a dinner (p. 569). 


A week before the meeting of Parliament Dr. Nicholas 
Cary was arrested and committed to the Tower for causing 
to be printed a pamphlet entitled The Grand ‘Question 
concerning the prorogation of this Parliament for a year 
and three months, and his house was ordered to be 
searched (pp. 543, 544). On his wishing to speak to 
the King in private, orders were given that he should 
be brought as privately as possible to Mr. Chiffinch’s 
lodgings (p. 555), and a week later the King had another 
interview with him (p. 565). A committee of the House 
of Lords was appointed to find out the author and 
printers of the pamphlet (p. 563). Another pamphlet, 
The Young Men's Plea for a dissolution, argued that 
all men between 21 and 37, having been under age at 
the last general election, had no representation in this 
parliament, and were therefore not bound to obey the 
‘laws enacted by it and should be exempt from any 
supplies given by it (p. 577). A third pamphlet, 
entitled The Long Parliament dissolved, is referred to on 
p. 628. 


An iuformation dated 4 Oct. describes how the 
Duke of Buckingham came to Edmonton with Major 
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Wildman and others and drank a health to another 
Parliament or a new Parliament and to all those honest 


gentlemen of it that would give the King no money 
(p. 382). 


An account of a visit of Lord Wharton to York- 


shire and of his proceedings there will be found on 
p. 358. 


A memorandum by Sir J. Williamson shows the subor- 
dinate position the Secretaries of State then occupied 
(p. 480). In October, 1675, when the members were come 
to town, two or three meetings were held at the Lord 
Chancellor’s, at which neither of the Secretaries was 
present, nor ever had word of them, till Sir P. Mus- 
grave moved, that, considering that those of the Council 
who were of the House of Commons were those that 
would be first called on in all matters relating to the 
King’s service, it would be necessary they were of the 
meeting, especially the Secretaries, which the Lord 
Chancellor gave in to, so the two Secretaries were 
summoned to come to the meetings, which were held 
once or twice at Sir J. Williamson’s lodgings at Whitehall. 


Several meetings of the Lord Chancellor, the Lord 
Treasurer and the Dukes of Ormonde and Lauderdale 
having taken place about the beginning of June, 1676, 
about the preparations for the Parliament, neither 
Secretary was called to them, till the Duke of Ormonde 
moved they might be added, on which they were 
summoned, as were also the Bishops of London, 
Rochester, and Salisbury. 


Another copy of the libellous letter mentioned in the 
last volume as having been sent to Chester, Nantwich 
and Dorchester was sent to a person at Birmingham 
(p. 6). 

Numerous letters refer to the libellous verses at 
Gloucester mentioned in the last volume (pp 567, 574). 
John Freke, or Freake, who appears to have been the 
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author of the libel, was committed to the Tower on 
May 28th (p. 133), but, as he was acquitted (p. 318), 
proceedings against the dispersers of the libel were 
allowed to drop (p. 334). Freke was one of the persons 
who came to inquire after the Duke of Buckingham 
when he was committed to the Tower, but he was not 
allowed to speak to him. The King, though much offended 
at Sir T. Overbury’s letter calendared in the last volume 
(p. 498), did not see how to resent it on the author 
as it deserved (pp. 20, 56). On 29 March a warrant 
was issued for searching for and seizing the unlicensed 
pamphlets called <A letter from a Person of Quality, 
Two Seasonable Discourses, and The Naked Truth, 
and also the authors, printers and publishers thereof, and 
also two speeches of the Duke of Buckingham and Lord 
Shaftesbury and the printers and publishers thereof (p. 51). 


In April a translation by one Sebastian Bremont of 
Hattigé or Les Amours du Roy Tamerlain or Tanamar, 
was brought to Oldenburg, the Secretary of the Royal 
Society, to be licensed under the authority delegated to 
him in February by Sir J. Williamson. He considered it 
very unfit, not only to be translated, but to be sold in 
French, as looking like a. libel against the King. He 
returned the book to the owner and immediately informed 
Sir J. Williamson of the perniciousness of it, thinking 
that otherwise he would make men shy in future of 
bringing books to be licensed (p. 76). The consequence was 
that Oldenburg returned the authority deputed to him, 
because disquieting suspicions had been impressed on Sir 
J. Williamson concerning his affection to the Government 
and because of the tenderness of the employment and 
the vast time it required (p. 92). More about “this 
unhappy amorous romance” will be found on pp. 80-82. 

Ponder, a printer, was committed for printing a book 
by Andrew Marvell, notwithstanding Lord Anglesey’s 
objection that the offence was bailable, which was 
overruled by the Lord Chancellor (p. 106).

The author of A Letter from a Gent in London 
to his Friend in the Country, an unlicensed pamphlet 
about M. de Luzancy (for whom see the last volume), 


was ordered to be taken into custody and brought 
before Sir J. Williamson (p. 261). 


In August a general warrant was issued to two 
messengers to search printing houses and the shops 
of booksellers and bookbinders and to seize any un- 
licensed books they might find and also the offenders 
and to bring them before Sir J. Williamson (p. 274). 


Marlow, the printer of An Account of the proceedings 
at Guildhall, gave information of a private press kept 
by a solicitor at his chambers in Gray’s Inn (p 296). 


A libellous paper was sent by the post to several 
places showing active malice against the Church and the 
Government (pp. 344, 362). 


It being reported that a Mr. Fawcett was coming to 
Harwich from the Brill with letters and papers of 
dangerous consequence, orders were given to search the 
next packet-boats for him and to apprehend him, if 
found, with all letters, &c., belonging to him (pp. 506, 
506). 

Complaint was made that Roger L’Estrange, the 
Surveyor of the Presses, illegally assumed the power of 
licensing vested in the Secretaries of State, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and others, and that he oppressed poor printers 
and took bribes from the rich, and exacted money from 
the Stationers’ Company and the playhouses, and for quack 
bills and books and for winking at Nonconformist books 
(p. 143). An instance of his oppressive behaviour is 
given on p. 492, though, judging by the titles of the 
books mentioned, they were probably liable to seizure on 
moral grounds alone. 

On the other hand it was alleged that the Stationers 
compounded with vendors of unlicensed books, and 
actually published them themselves (pp. 460, 461). 
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On page 590 are reported L’Estrange’s . proceedings 
with the Stationers’ Company for the better suppression 
of libels, and on the following page his proposals, on the 
granting of which he undertook to be responsible for 
settling the press. 

A great commotion was caused by a statement in a 
newsletter of 4 Oct., that a fleet was about to be sent 
against Algiers under Sir John Narbrough, and _ that 
the Duke of Monmouth was to go as captain of the 
Resolution (p. 358). 

The King was very much offended at the presumption 
of making resolutions for him in Council which he never 
made, and desired that the matter might be inquired 
into, and that all should understand that he would not 
suffer anyone to divulge anything agitated in Council, 
till he shall think fit to declare it (p. 356). It was 
originally supposed that Henry Muddiman was the author 
of the letter, which he denied on being examined before 
the Council, and it finally appeared that the news had 
in substance been written by Yard, Sir J. Williamson’s clerk, 
who denied however that he had dispersed it in London, 
or had been privy to furnishing these letters to the 
coffee houses or to any person from whom they would 
be furnished to the coffee houses. Yard had heard the 
news from persons at Whitehall and particularly from 
some of the Duke’s servants, and thought there was no 
harm in writing it, as it was so public (pp. 363, 368), 

Obscure reports of proceedings in the Privy Council 
against Sir Philip Monckton are given on pp. 145, 194. 
Apparently Sir Philip had been in favour of petitioning 
the King to call a new Parliament and had said that 
Sir Robert Carr would promote in the Common Council 
the presenting of a petition Ultimately Sir Philip was 
on 5 July committed to the Tower for writing a seditious 
and scandalous letter to defame the Government and the 
Privy Council and to raise groundless jealousies and fears 
among the people tending to the public disturbance (p, 207), 
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On 23 August he was released on bail (p. 293). In 
June he sent Sir J. Williamson a long and vivid account of 
the rising at York on behalf of Lord Fairfax on New 
Year’s Day, 1659-60, in which he had taken a prominent 
part, and also an account of his services when General 
Lambert escaped from the Tower and appeared in arms 
in April, 1660 (pp. 174-178). 

In June and July strange reports prevailed of 
incendiaries sent over, as some said, by the French to set 
fire to towns all over England. The first news came 
from York, where the Mayor was said to have received a 
letter from the Mayor of Bristol to the effect that three 
Frenchmen had been taken who confessed to a design of 
burning great towns in England (p.161). The Mayor of 
Bristol denied that he had ever written such a letter, but 
said there was a report of persons taken at Marlborough 
who designed to burn Chippenham and Bristol. There. 
was also a groundless report of an attempt to burn 
Worcester. At Marlborough there was a report that 
persons apprehended in Dorset had confessed that they 
had set Blandford on fire and that others were engaged 
to fire other towns, including Salisbury, the Devizes and 
Marlborough, at which last some vagrants indeed were 
apprehended, but no proof was found of any such hellish 
intention (p. 200). It appeared, however, that a paper 
had been sent by an Alderman of London to the Lord 
Mayor of York (pp. 202, 219) At Nottingham, Derby 
and Mansfield the people were in a great fright, 
the magistrates watching night after night (p. 179). 
There were similar flying reports at Hull and at 
Bridlington (pp. 183, 216), and Sir J. Williamson noted 
extravagant reports from Bristol and Dover (p. 165). 
At Falmouth there was a report that Dover, Bristol, 
Portsmouth, and Deal and several other towns were 
burnt, and that the French King had sent over 50 or 
60 persons to burn all the seaports, so that several 
towns kept watch and ward (p. 185). - 
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Three or four fires, indeed, occurred in Southwark, 
but they seem to have been accidental, except in one 
case where an apprentice confessed he had set fire to 
some wood in the cellar with intention to set the 
house on fire, in order to be freed from his service 
(pp. 165, 173). One witness named Pierce, indeed, 
told a wild story that his master, Capt. Morgan, who 
lived in Somerset House, had set fire to a house in 
Southwark, and that Dowse, a coal-heaver in Clare 
Market, had instigated him to burn houses in South- 
wark (p. 174). On inquiry at Somerset House and 
Clare Market no such persons could be heard of, and 
Pierce’s mother said her son had never been in service 
(p. 186). - Two fires also occurred in East Smithfield 
(p. 181). 


The whole incident shows how suspicious was the 
temper of the people and how easily any rumour, how- 
ever incredible, found credence. 


An instance of the variety of the branches of the 
revenue on which advances were made (See Dr. Shaw’s 
Preface to the Calendar of Treasury Papers, Vol. III., 
p. xlix) is given by the petition of Oliver Gregory 
(p. 133). There were due to him by an assignment from . 
the Clerk of the Cheque, the assignee of Sir Edward 
Griffin, on an order registered on the Hearth-money for 
the Yeomen of the Guard 2,000/7., on an_ order 
registered on the Customs 250/., on an order registered on 
the Wine Acts 300/., and on several orders at large 1,400/. 


On p. 567 is a statement of the debts due on 
1 July, 1674, to Robert Ryves, one of the goldsmiths 
whose debts are unstated in the list given in the above 
Preface (p. xlvii). The debt on orders of loan amounted 
to 2,628/. 15s. 8d., and on tallies and other orders to 
19,820/7., 8s. 6d. 1,9507., lent by Viscountess Shannon 


to the Exchequer and assigned to him, was also due 
to him, 
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On 7 February the Goldsmiths presented a memorial 
to Secretary Coventry stating the King’s promise, 
almost 11 months ago, to settle their debt, and that they 
were now driven to the last extremity, the two years’ 
interest allowed since the stop being all gone, and 
praying him to intercede with his Majesty to cause his 
pleasure so long since declared to be forthwith publicly 
confirmed and actually executed (p. 537). 


The Earl of Suffolk and others petitioned in March 
for a charter of incorporation as the Royal Fishery of 
England (p. 4). The Commissioners of the Customs, to 
whom the petition was ultimately referred, objected to 
various clauses in the draft charter, particularly to the 
proposed exemption from customs of their fish and to 
their request that their foreign-built ships might be made 
free (p. 154).. A year later a new petition for a charter 
was presented, in which some of the former proposals 
objected to by the Commissioners were modified (p. 574). 


Numerous papers referred to in the Index relate to 
the rules for granting passes for ships in pursuance of 
the treaties with Spain and the United Provinces, with 
Sweden and Denmark and with Algiers, Tunis and Tripoli. 
Papers relating to the grant of such passes for Scotland 
will be found on pp. 448, 458; for Ireland on pp. 273, 
465, 466, 467; and for the Channel Islands on pp. 504, 
521, 544, 537. As to the plantations Sir G. Downing 
thought they should have all the rules, &c., for Spanish 
passes, but that they had no occasion for the other 
passes, except Tangier, which might require Turks’ passes, 
He supposed it was not intended to send any rules, &c., 
to New England, they having their own Government and 
doing what they please, and not conforming themselves 
to the laws relating to the Plantations (p. 521). 


Sir J. Williamson noted that fashions run round the world. 
What had grown old in France was brought to England 
as new, and thence passed to Ireland and the West

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Indies (p. 24). When the manufacture of one sort of 
goods was established in England, the French would set 
up another fashion, and, when that too was adopted in 
England, they would change it for a third. Thus, when 
fine cloth was generally worn in England, the French 
brought droguettes into fashion. When equally good 
imitations of these were produced in England, the French 
let them drop (p 19). English stuffs were also bought 
from the weavers and then sold as French at a higher 
price (p. 18). The balance of trade between England 
and France was much in favour. of the latter country, 
the exports from England being only 171,000/. a year, 
of which woollen manufactures came to 63,000/. and 
all others to 84,000/., while from France came linen 
of the value of 507,000/., silks of that of 300,000/., 
and wine and brandy of that of 200,0007. Fine English 
cloths were competed with by Holland, coarse by Silesia 
(p. 19). To encourage English manufactures it was 
proposed that the law for burying in woollen should be 
strictly enforced, that the King should declare his 
intention of wearing only English manufactures, and that 
no warrants for importing prohibited goods from France 
should be granted and that the King’s moiety of such 
goods should be burnt (p. 19). 


On p. 26 are given the arguments of the Company 
of Merchant Adventurers against permitting exportation 
of woollens to Germany and the Netherlands, except by 
them and through their mart towns, and on p. 52 the 
answer of several London merchants in favour of a 
liberty of exportation. 


Numerous documents referred to in the Index relate 
to the ‘contention of the Company for Mineral and 
Battery works that the importation of foreign wire was 
illegal under Acts of Edward IV. and Richard III. 


Still more numerous papers relate to the coinage of 
tin farthings and halfpence, proposed by Elia Palmer. 
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The Master of the Mint objected to the proposal on 
the ground of the impossibility of Mr. Palmer’s performing 
his offers and the easiness of counterfeiting the proposed 
farthings. Notwithstanding, it was ordered in Council that 
the coinage of copper farthings be suspended (p. 130) 
and a report of the Committee for Trade was approved 
of, relative to the coinage of tin farthings, and they 
were ordered to receive a contract from the proposer 
touching the value, fineness and hardening of the metal 
to fit it for use (p. 191). A report in December of 
the Committee of Trade sets forth the terms of coinage 
they considered to be fair to the King, which were 
agreed to by the proposers (p. 453), and on p. 482 
there is a long paper giving the reasons against the 
copper, and for the tin farthings. By certificates given 
on pp. 182, 202, it appears that in the year ended 
Midsummer 1676, 114,445/ds. 80z. of copper had been 
coined into farthings and halfpence, to the value of 
9,6772. 4s, 54d., and from 20 July, 1672, to 22 Feb., 
1676, 492,271lbs. 430z. to the value of 4,252/. 16s. 11d. 

On p. 464 is an account of the value of the gold and 
silver coined at the Mint from 20 Dec., 1675, to 21 
Dec., 1676, being for gold 230,897/. Os. 4s%d., and for 
silver 314,7647. 12s. 832d., the totals coined from 20 
Dec., 1648, to 21 Dec., 1676 being 1,304,830/. 17s. 47%d., 
add 1,419,867/. 17s. 3x%d., respectively. 

The City at the beginning of March was in a quiet 
condition, the dispute about the appointment to the 
judgeship of the Sheriffs’ Court having been settled 
(p 11), as was mentioned in the last volume. At the 
Common Hall held on 24th June, for electing the 
sheriffs, Francis Jenkes or Jenks, a linen draper in 
Cornhill, declared that it was vain to discuss the choice 
of magistrates till care was first taken to remedy the 
many grievances of the City. London had been once 
burnt, and fires were now so frequent that not only 
London, but all the principal places in the kingdom, 
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were in danger. Trade was generally decayed, of which 
a principal cause was the French imposts on English 
manufactures, while on the other hand. the French had 
ruined English trade with Holland, Flanders, and 
Germany by war. They had likewise ruined the home 
| trade by the importation of their silks and _ other 
| unnecessary commodities, so that England lost on the 
| balance of trade with them 1,100,000/. a year. Their 
privateers daily plundered English merchant ships and 
maltreated their seamen to the great discouragement of 
navigation. Worst of all was the just apprehension of 
danger to the King and the Protestant religion. He 
therefore moved that some of the Common Council 
might accompany the Common Serjeant and the sheriffs, 
before proceeding: to any other business, to the Lord 
Mayor and Aldermen to desire that a Common Council 
might be speedily held to petition the King to call a 
new Parliament. At the words ‘‘A new Parliament,” a 
very great number called out ‘“‘ Well moved,’ and several 
spoke showing high approbation and not a word was 
spoken in contradiction. The Common Serjeant then 
expressed his opinion that it was more proper first — to 
determine the election, and then to carry up both the 
election and the message. Many, however, insisted on 
the motion and desired that a message be sent up 
immediately. The two sheriffs then argued that it was not 
fit to carry up the election till after the message. 
Many being still dissatisfied, Jenks then proposed, that, as 
there seemed to be a difference about the time, they 
should proceed to an election and carry up the message 
with the persons elected, which was unanimously agreed 
to. 


The Common Hall then elected the sheriffs and sent 
up an account thereof to the Lord Mayor and Aldermen. 
by the sheriffs and the Common Serjeant as was usual. 
The Lord Mayor and Aldermen then came down, on 
which the Common Serjeant read the names of the 
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persons elected. Then the Common Hall called for an 
answer to their message, on which the Common 
Serjeant said that he had acquainted the Lord Mayor 
and Aldermen with their request, and that the Lord 
Mayor had commanded him to declare he would be ready 
to join with them in that or any other thing for the 
good of the City, and the Lord Mayor and Aldermen 
then left the Court and dismissed the assembly (pp. 253, 
254). 

Two days later the sheriffs, the common cryer, and one 
of the attorneys of the Mayors Court swore an 
information giving particulars of Jenks’ speech (p. 184), 
on which a messenger was ordered to arrest him and 
bring him before the Privy Council (p. 185) and he 
was committed to the Gatehouse, because, so far from 
denying or extenuating his offence, he endeavoured in a 
presumptuous and arrogant manner to justify it ip. 193). 
Particulars of his examination before the Privy Council 
are given on p, 194. On 9 July, the Surveyor of the 
Presses was ordered to search for and seize a pamphlet 
entitled Jenkes his Case and any printed papers 
concerning his late speech, his examination before the 
King and Council and his’ being taken into custody 
thereon with the form of his commitment or relating 
in any way to the said case (p. 215). Bail was tendered 
on behalf of Jenks by four London merchants, whose 
petition was by order in Council referred to the judges 
(p. 232). Jenks was released before the beginning of 
September (p. 313). 


On p. 254 will be found a speech intended to have 
been delivered at the Common Hall held on 20 July, 
and published as a pamphlet, which, after repeating the 
grievances mentioned by Jenks, declared that the 
Protestant religion was in eminent danger. The Papists 
say their day is near, and the English monasteries and 
convents abroad declare they shall have their ancient 
church lands again by the French king’s aid. The 
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price of church lands had fallen by two years’ purchase 
because of the danger of Popery returning. If the 
presumptive heir of the Crown is a Roman Catholic, 
what security can be given that the King shall live 
eight or nine months, and what safety is provided for 
the Protestant religion, if a Catholic possess the Crown. 
May not the kingdom’s case be desperate, if we have 
to wait eight or nine months for the Parliament's 
meeting? The proceedings against Jenks are adverted 
on, and the speaker warns the Common Hall that, if 
they by their silence agree that their members may be 
imprisoned for such innocent peaceful motions, they must 
bid adieu not only to the rights and liberties of the City, 
but to the common liberty of all Englishmen, and 
yield themselves to the wills of a few courtiers and be 
buried in gaol, if they displease them in praying for 
what might be demanded as their right. Had there 
been no other need of a Parliament, this alone would 
have been sufficient reason for them to address for a 
speedy Parliament. A warrant was issued for appre- 
hending and bringing before the King in Council Henry 
Bruges, the printer of the above pamphlet (p. 251). 


Petitions were presented to the meeting of the Common 
Council on 20 October for relief against the grievances 
caused by the great increase of buildings in the out- 
parts of the City, by the privileges enjoyed by aliens 
beyond what was allowed to Englishmen abroad, by the 
importation of foreign manufactures far exceeding the 
exports and by the trading of hawkers and pedlars, and 
also for a representation to the King of their distress 
from the unparalleled impositions of the French king on 
their manufactures and from the taking of English ships 
by the French (p. 377). 

An address im the terms of these petitions was 
carried by a great majority, scarce ten opposing it. Mr. 
Lodes amongst other arguments opposed it, because they 
had invited the King to dinner, which was like giving 
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him roast meat and beating him with the spit, but this 
was not well received and was answered by Sir Thomas 
Player. Jenks spoke twice, but briefly. One of his 
speeches seemed to reflect on one of the Committee 
whose hand was for the Address, but who afterwards 
went to several of the Common Council to _ persuade 
them not to promote it. At last it was agreed to 
present the Address two days after the feast by the 
two sheriffs (p. 388). 


The election of the Lord Mayor on Michaelmas Day 
passed off quietly, Sir Thomas Davies being chosen 
(p. 348). 


In anticipation of the election of the Common Council 
on St. Thomas’ Day the King in Council ordered the 
Lord Mayor and Aldermen to see that the provisions of 
the Corporation Act were strictly enforced, and to exhort 
the wardmotes to choose councillors out of the more 
discreet and wealthy inhabitants, and particularly to elect 
none that had been convicted of defrauding by false 
weights and measures or who had proposed a composition 
to their creditors (p. 449). On the next page the 
names of certain leaders of the opposition to the Court 
are noted, whom it was hoped to exclude by these 
conditions. These instructions were the cause of a 
heated debate in the Court of Aldermen, Sir William 
Turner and Sir Richard Ford arguing against them, 
being unwilling to circumscribe the people at that time 
or to alter the old way of elections (p. 476). 


The Recorder, Sir John Howell, was so baited at the 
Common Council early in 1676, that he thought of 
resigning (p. 11), but would not do so without a present 
of 1,000/. (p. 22). However, he did resign the following 
February, and on the King’s recommendation William 
Dolben was elected in his place (p. 536). On p. 527 
are given arguments to prove that the King always had 
the nomination of the Recorder, and the Lord Mayor 
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and Aldermen the election, but only for form, and that 
it would be inexpedient for the King to allow the City 
to elect, and have himself only the approbation after- 
wards. 


On p. 43 is given a list of the children maintained 
at Christ's Hospital, of the inmates and persons cured 
and deceased during the year at St. Bartholomew’s and 
St. Thomas’ hospitals, of the vagrants relieved and 
persons maintained at Bridewell Hospital, and of the 
lunatics at Bethlem Hospital. The Corporation had 
granted the last hospital ground for the erection of a 
more commodious house, on which the Governors had 
already spent above 10,000/., and 5,0007. more would 
be required to finish it. 


The six trained band regiments of the City were 
mustered in June. ‘They numbered 8,351 men besides 
officers (p. 161). 


Early in March the outside walls of the East 
end and the quire of St. Paul’s had. reached ten 
feet above the level of the ground and the Com- 
missioners were directed to lay the foundations of the 
dome and to proceed - vigorously with the quire and 
principally with the pillars and the middle nave thereof, 
and with the vaulting of the crypt and also to put a 
temporary roof on the said middle nave to protect the 
said vaulting and to provide a place for the present for 
divine service (p. 5). The estate of a person who had died 
intestate and without next of kin was granted for the 
rebuilding {p. 8). 


A table of the tolls on goods transported by the’ Fleet 
river from the Thames to Holborn Bridge was prepared 
by the Lord Mayor and the Court of Aldermen and 
submitted to the Privy Council (pp. 123, 172). 


A grant of the soil of the Thames for 40 feet in 
depth all along the, wall of Arundel House was made 
to the Earl of Norwich, who had obtained an Act for 
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building and improving the ground belonging to Arundel 
House, where he designed to build a residence for his 
family (p. 236) 


A grant in reversion of the office of keeper and 
gardener of the garden in St. James’ Park with the 
garden house and green house there and of all orange 
trees and other trees and greens therein is noted on 
p- 112, and the proposals of the gardener for keeping 
the garden there and for paying all the workmen there 
for 320]. a year were approved (pp. 106, 198). 


The Archers complained that they had been excluded 
from their former liberty of shooting on the Artillery 
Ground (p. 533). 


Numerous papers bear out the complaints of the City 
about the outrages committed on English ships by Dutch, 
Ostend, and French privateers. To take the first instance 
that occurs the Dorothy of Weymouth bound for Nantes 
was boarded by a Biscayer and three Ostenders. The 
Biscayer did nothing, but the Ostenders took 907 pieces 
of eight and 100 pistoles, besides 6 barrels of wine and 
other things, pretending he was their prize, because 
bound from one French port to another. They fired 
several shots at him before boarding, and shot his. pilot, 
a Frenchman, supposed to be since dead (p. 16). 


Notwithstanding the edict of the French king in 
November (p. 404) forbidding any ships belonging to 
the King of England or his subjects to be molested 
by any of his ships of war or privateers on their 
producing the necessary passports, English ships continued 
to be brought daily into St.. Malo (p. 468). 


Farly in March (pp. 20, 25) Sir Ellis Leighton was 
sent over to Paris as secretary to the English 
ambassador to assist him in procuring the release of 
English ships seized by French privateers. He behaved 
corruptly, refusing to act unless he was_ given 
gratuities by the owners, and received various sums

on that account (p. 376). He was committed to the 
Tower by the Council (p. 376), but made his escape 
from the messenger (p. 379). Orders were sent to 
different ports to search for and arrest him (p. 380), 
but he ultimately escaped to Falmouth and thence took 
ship to Bordeaux (p. 433). 


News came in April of the success of Sir John 
Narbrough against Tripoli (p. 65) and also of an 
engagement between him with only his own ship and 
another with four Tripolines to the eastward of Tripoli, 
in which he killed 600 men and pursued them into 
Tripoli. The Government then sent out to treat with 
him and concluded an honourable peace, delivering up 
all the English slaves (p. 67). The beginning of April 
he was lying off Tripoli to receive the money and 
slaves to be surrendered. The peace he had made was 
very much commended by all nations in the Straits as 
very honourable for the English nation in matter of 
trade. Sir John had also wedeemed many Maltese 
slaves, because that island had shown much _ kindness 
to his fleet since they had been reducing of Tripoli 
(p. 99). Sir John returned with his fleet to England 
in September (pp. 324, 339). 


In the Church, Dr. Sparrow, the Bishop of Exeter, 
was translated to Norwich (p. 262). His place was 
filled by Dr. Lamplugh, Dean of Rochester (p. 269). 
It had been originally intended to, appoint Dr. Robert 
Cary, the Dean of Exeter (p. 262). In consequence 
of the poverty of the see Dr. Lamplugh was allowed to 
hold in commendam the rectory of Charlton on Otmore 


and to accept any two dignities and two _benefices 
(p. 413). 


Premature appointments to the deaneries of Bristol 
and Carlisle were made on the reported deaths of the 
holders, who turned out to be still alive (pp. 305, 
477). Daniel Fleming mentions that he saw the latter 
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Dean very well and hearty, notwithstanding that some 
had buried him and had endeavoured to succeed to his 
. preferments (p. 532), 


There was a dispute between the King and the 
Bishop of Durham about the right of appointment to 
the prebends of Durham, which was decided in favour 
of the bishop (p. 420). 


Thomas Danson published a pamphlet entitled “A 
Friendly Debate between Satan and Sherlock,” to show 
the unsoundness of Sherlock’s principles in a book 
entitled ‘A Discourse concerning the knowledge of 
Jesus Christ,” as they afforded the Devil the same grounds 
for his hope of Salvation that they did mankind 
(p. 479). Thomas Parkhurst was arrested and brought 
before the Privy Council for printing the pamphlet 
without a licence (p. 430) and about 400 copies of it 
were seized at his house (p. 429), one of which is 
still among the State Papers. 


The Lord Chancellor having signified on 4 March to the 
Lord Mayor and Aldermen and the justices of Middlesex, 
the King’s pleasure that the laws against Popish 
Recusants and Dissenting: preachers and conventicles 
should be put in execution, Sir John Robinson, the 
Lieutenant of the Tower, caused every justice in the 
Tower Hamlets to be informed thereof. Of the 
preachers in the Hamlets some had already taken leave 
of their congregations and others had promised to do 
so; against the remainder Sir John intended to enforce 
the Oxford Act (pp. 11, 12). 


A few weeks later a report that his Majesty had 
changed his intention was officially contradicted, and the 
Lord Mayor and Aldermen were reminded of the above 
orders (p. 46). 


In February the Lord Mayor was ordered to suppress 
a conventicle held at Pinmakers’ Hall. ‘The King was 
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informed that several merchants and other citizens had 


joined to contribute to the maintenance of a preacher 
or lecturer there (p. 547). 


In May a contradiction of a similar rumour was sent 
to Exeter, and the magistrates there were commended 
for their diligence in putting the laws into execution and 
were desired to continue it, and also to discover, if 
possible, the authors of the rumour (p. 132). 


In September it is mentioned that many Noncon- 
formists were fined and imprisoned for meetings about 
Nottingham and elsewhere (p. 313), and an_ instance 
near Newark is mentioned on p. 308. 


Interference with meetings at Norwich is referred to 
on p. 359. An old captain of Cromwell advised those 
at Norwich to make their meetings as considerable as 
they could and then to resist any that came to disturb 
them (p. 359). 


At Yarmouth meetings took place with the connivance 
of the magistrates during the early part of the year, 
on Thursdays as well as Sundays (pp. 12, 155, 166). 
They were so numerous that a meeting house they had 
built large enough to hold 2,000 was on one occasion 
so full that many had to stand in the street outside 
(p. 155). At a collection in June for the relief of the 
sufferers by a fire at Blythburgh, about 16 miles from 
Yarmouth, where 20 or 30 houses were burnt, 13/. odd 
was collected at the church and 24/. odd at the con- 
venticle (p. 185). In July the great conventicle was 
dispersed by three informers, though the constables who 
went with them pretended they could identify only 15 or 
16 (p. 210). The following Sunday the same informers 
visited tbe Anabaptist meeting and took five of the 
leaders into custody, who were convicted (p. 210). 
These proceedings put a stop to the meetings for a 
time, and caused the Nonconformists to be much dejected, 
so that many of them came to church (pp. 216, 232). 
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_ However, in October, after the new bailiffs had come 
_ into office, the meetings were resumed, but were held 
early in the mornings and with shut doors (p. 359). 


One of the chief constables at Yarmouth, who was 
also a deacon of the Independent congregation, being sent 
to gaol for want of sureties, declared that these times 
would not last long, and that he expected to see it 
otherwise soon (pp. 315, 319). 


The Presbyterians at Bristol were increasing, and had 
set up again a pulpit that had been pulled down (p. 
51). It is stated likewise that the conventicles at 
Gloucester were increasing very much (p. 23). In 
Northumberland, Presbyterians were very numerous, 
multitudes attending the meetings, especially on . the 
Communion days, when there would be two or three 
thousand at least of Scotch and English together 
(p. 431). 


It was remarked that an Anabaptist had his son, who 
was aged six or seven, christened at Deal after the 
rites of the Church of England (p. 289). 


A dispute between Dr. Herault, the minister, and the 
consistory of the French Church in London, was referred 
to the Bishop of London, and his report in favour of 
the minister was ordered by the King to be published 
in the Church on the following Sunday (pp. 120, 198). 


The King’s declaration that the laws should be 
enforced against Popish Recusants has already been 
noticed. Notwithstanding, one of the chief grievances 
intended to be brought forward at the Common Council 
was the danger of the Protestant religion and of the 
return of Popery, the presumptive heir to the Crown being 
a Roman Catholic (p. 255). A book entitled The Great 
Sacrifice of the New Law, by Dimock, a priest belonging 
_ to the Portuguese Ambassador, was printed under an 
~ :alleged licence from the Queen’s Lord Chamberlain. 

' Orders were given for seizing all copies of the book 
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and for the arrest of the publisher (p. 237), and also 
for the arrest of M. Marevile, the secretary to the 
Queen’s Lord Chamberlain, by whom the licence had 
been contrived and prepared (p. 262) On his acknow- 
ledgement of his error he was released on bail after a 
few days’ imprisonment (p. 270). 


The Queen gave permission for searching rooms over 
the stables in Somerset House for Popish and unlicensed 
books alleged to be there (p. 269). 


Sir P. Monckton gave information that Lord Widdring- 
ton’s brother, a priest, was in England, but refused to 
disclose the name of his informant (pp. 147, 207). 


An order in Council was issued in October, in 
consequence of the numbers of people that resorted to 
the Queen’s Chapel at Somerset House and to the 
houses of ambassadors and other public ministers in order 
to hear mass and other Romish services, where the 
ambassadors permitted daily masses to be said, and other 
services to be performed publicly by English, Scotch, 
and Irish priests and sermons to be preached in English, 
forbidding all persons to do so in future, and allowing 
none to attend the Queen’s Chapel but her domestic 
servants. Messengers or others were to watch the 
entrances to the ambassadors’ houses at the time of 
Romish services and to observe what persons went there 
at such times and apprehend them and bring them 
before the Council, or bring the names of those they 
could not apprehend. The Secretaries of State were to 
inform the ambassadors of his Majesty’s pleasure and 
that, while careful of infringing any of their just 
privileges, he was no less careful in preserving his laws 
and keeping his subjects in their due obedience, and 
therefore expected compliance from the ambassadors 
(p. 349). Warrants were shortly afterwards issued to- five 
messengers in pursuance of the said order (p. 386). A 
lieutenant was summoned before the Council in January 
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for declining to assist messengers appointed to watch 
what English resorted to the Portuguese ambassador’s 
chapel at St. James’ (p. 510). 


Lord O’Brien, in answer to the Duke of York’s 
inquiries, thought that the penalties on Roman Catholics 
might perhaps be reduced, but th.t it would be no 
favour in reality, for at the same time the forfeitures 
would be taken from the Crown and vested in other 
hands, so that the Roman Catholics would no longer be 
dependent on the Crown. ‘The Duke desired to have 
them treated as Christians, and as men who had always 
been loyal (p. 542). 


The Principals and Masters of Arts of the Halls at 
Oxford petitioned for a decision of the trne meaning 
of the statute about the choice of proctors, alleging that 
no M.A. was eligible who was of less than 4 or more 
than 10 years’ standing. ‘The petition was referred (pp. 
85, 86). The Principals and Masters sent up a member 
of St. Edmund’s Hall to appear before the referees, but 
the Heads of Houses declined to send anyone, alleging 
that no summons was directed to them (p. 108). It 
does not appear from the Calendar how the question 
was decided. 


The Terre Filii were punished for the scandal they 
had given at the Commencement (p. 235). 


Permission was again requested with the Chancellor’s 
concurrence for the poor commissioned officers to keep 
lotteries during the Act (p. 205). 


An account of the Founder’s Feast at Queen’s is 
given on p. 287. Queen’s men were said to be the 
men for bishoprics now, Dr. Barlow and Dr. Lamplugh 
having just been appointed to Lincoln and Exeter (p. 281). 
The Earl of Anglesey, as a Magdalen man, hoped that 
the able men of Magdalen might not be shut up as in 
a hive, but might have their share (p. 288). 
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There was a robbery of the New College plate in 
November, 1675. The College petitioned for a pardon 
to an informer, to render him capable of giving 
evidence (p. 544). 


The Bishop of Lincoln, while still Provost of Queen’s, 
though very reluctantly and only at Sir J. Williamson’s 
particular desire, allowed a Mr. Wyndham to retain his 
single chamber (p. 521). 


There is less than usual about the University Press. 
The Bishop of Oxford sent Sir J. Williamson a copy of 
Lord Clarendon’s book against Hobbes, and _ thanked 
him for his protection against the Stationers, who other- 
wise would be ever enterprising on their interests. He 
also sent him in October an Oxford Almanac (p. 390). 
Sir Joseph returned his thanks to the Bishop and their 
colleagues of the Press and begged he might not be 
the only one to remain so useless in that excellent 
undertaking (p. 307). 


Orders were sent to the Vice-Chancellor and _ the 
Heads of Colleges at Cambridge that the college 
statutes concerning any academical exercises should be 
regularly performed (p. 7). 


A disputed election to a Fellowship at Peterhouse 
forms the subject of an unusually large number of 
letters and papers. Charles, son of Sir John Otway, 
received the votes of four Fellows including one of 
the Deans, Wogan, the other candidate, receiving five, 
The Master then voted for Otway and declared him 
elected, as one of the Deans agreed with him. Wogan 
appealed to the Bishop of Ely, the Visitor, who 
declared the election null (p. 381). At a new election, 
at which Otway was again a candidate, the other being 
one Binks, five voted for each candidate, one of the 
Deans being for one, and one for the other. The 
Master then referred the business to the Bishop, who 
immediately ordered Binks to be admitted: (p. 382). 
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Sir John Otway appealed to the King in Council and 
his petition was referred (p. 321). A _ re-hearing was 
granted to Sir John (p. 430) and on p. 527 will be 
found the Visitor’s reply. The final decision does not 
appear from the Calendar. 


The Master and Fellows of Christ’s declined to 
nominate John Covell as proctor on the ground of his 
absence as chaplain to the ambassador at Constantinople 
(pp. 242, 243). A mandate to the College was procured 
by Covell’s brother (p. 249), but came too late, as the 
Master and Fellows had elected another person half an 
hour before it arrived (p. 250). 


The Vice-Chancellor was recommended to give leave 
to erect the Royal Oak lottery at Sturbridge Fair, and 
to permit Mr. Perin, master of his Grace’s company of 
actors, to play during the fair (p. 302). 


Sir J Williamson interested himself in the schools at 
St. Bees and Cockermouth in his native county. It was 
desired that the old master of the former should 
resign (pp. 150, 281). He was also concerned in his 
niece’s education, and was informed that there were 
good boarding schools for girls at York and Manchester, 
and also a very good one at Chester (p. 370). 


The following miscellaneous notices seem of interest. 
In March a warrant was issued for a grant of a pension 
of 2007. a year to Rose Cassells, Nell Gwynn’s sister, 
on the Irish establishment (p. 23). 


On p. 24 is a programme of a commentary on the 
Bible by Mr. Davis. 


A grant of timber to Northampton was ordered and 
the hearth money was remitted for seven years to assist 
in the rebuilding of the town after the late fire (p. 27), 
and the undisposed-of balance of the militia money in that 
county was ordered to be applied for the same purpose 
(p. 39). In June a warrant for a brief was issued 
empowering the persons appointed to receive alms in 
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Ireland for the sufferers by the fire (p, 151), in the 
prosecution of which all care and diligence was used by 
the Lord Lieutenant and Council (p. 296). 


On p. 32 is an account of a great horse race at 
Niblingcoats, near Bridlington. ; 


On 30 March on Castledown, just over Catwater 
near Plymouth, were executed a woman and a girl for 
poisoning their master and mistress and their daughter. 
The woman, who was hanged, died without any confession ; 
the girl, who was burnt, confessed the whole, saying 
she was put upon it by the woman. She died very 
penitent. At least 6,000 people went to see the 
exectition (p. 54). 

The spring was an unusually dry one. ‘There were 
complaints of the drought from places so distant from 
each other as Stockton (pp. 60, 63, 69), Bridlington 
(p. 95), Newmarket (p. 57), Lynn (p. 57), Deal 
(pp. 94, 101), Pendennis (p. 57), and Swansea (p. 58). 


The corporation of Thetford requested Sir J, William- 
son, as their member, to contribute to the repairs of 
two of their chief bridges (p. 87). 


In April Dr. Lamphire, the Principal of Hart Hall, 
sent Sir J. Williamson a present of two Thames silver 
grig pies, which were in season only at that time of the 
year. He said they were better than lamprey pies (p. 94). 


On p. 94 is an account of two great fires near Deal. 
At the same place there was a very violent epidemic 
of smallpox (pp. 94, 101). 

In May (p. 107) the Mayor, Viscount Strangford and 
others certified that the Walloon congregation in 
Canterbury, consisting of about 1,500 persons who 
enjoyed the rites, &c., of the foreign Protestant churches 
from whence they first came, were very industrious in 
weaving and other manufactures, whereby they not only 
maintained their own poor but also set many hundreds 
of the English poor to work (p. 107). 
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At Plymouth Col, Piper, the deputy governor, and 
Lieut. Morris quarrelled. ‘The lieutenant followed the 
colonel down stairs and ran him through before he 
had time to draw (p. 109). For this offence Morris 
was tried by Court Martial and found guilty of a breach 
of the 16th Article of War, forbidding an_ inferior 
officer to quarrel with his superior officer, but the 
Court Martial did not give any further judgment, but 
left him to his Majesty’s mercy (p. 342). Morris in 
his petition set forth the services of his father, his 
uncle, and himself in the Civil War, and their narrow 
escape from being thrown overboard by Capt. Swanley, 
the commander of one of the Parliament’s men-of-war 


(p. 341). 


Musters of the militia of Essex on 16 May, and of 
that of Suffolk on some date in 1676 are given on 
p. 115 and p. 587. 


Sir J. Williamson sent 5/. to the distressed Oxford poet, 
Edward Benlowes, who returned his thanks in a Latin 
couplet (p. 139). Payne Fisher, another poet in diffi- 
culties, sent him from the Fleet prison a reprint of 
several of his poems. That in Sir Joseph’s special 
honour he was obliged to defer reprinting till he could 
obtain his liberty (p. 305). 


Near Swansea a fish, 18 feet long and proportionately 
large, was cast ashore. Some thought it was a young 
whale and others a grampus (p. 120). 


Sir Robert Dillington wrote to defend the inhabitants 
of the Isle of Wight from the charge of defrauding the 
customs (p. 134). : 


The 29th of May was observed with great solemnity 
at Lynn (p. 138). 


On 14 June at Stockton there was such a thunder- 
storm and rain as had not been known within the 
memory of man (p. 164). 
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The widow of Sir William Davenant petitioned the 
King for a letter recommending her second son, William, 
who had been three years at Magdalen Hall, for a 
Fellowship at All Souls’ (p. 192). 


Henry Bond was granted the copyright of his treatise 
for finding the longitude by the use of the magnetic 
inclinatory needle (p. 198). 


Dr. Robert South was granted a licence to go with 
Laurence Hyde, ambassador to the King of Poland, as 
his chaplain, with an order that he should retain the 
emoluments of his preferments during his absence (p. 204).: 


A copper gun of Spanish make, weighing 24 cwt., was 
swept and weighed by a Deal boat in the Downs 
(pp. 231, 235). 


There was a great fire at a house in Kingswould 
parish, near IJeal (p. 233). Thirty-two houses were 
burnt at Tiverton, the fire being caused by a vagrant who 
was in an out-house with a pipe of tobacco (p. 233). 


In July there was a very great drought in Yorkshire. 
In the wolds and Holderness people were forced to 
drive their cattle four or five miles to water (p. 2365). 


On the night of 22 July the Expedition, of Plymouth, 
belonging to Sir Nathaniel Herne, while lying in 
Catwater close to the Dutch admiral, a fire-ship and a 
great Dutch ship laden with ammunition, took fire. 
The fire was said to have been intentional in order to 
destroy the Dutch fleet. Several explosions were heard 
on board the burning ship, and fireballs or fireworks 
were observed to rise from _ her, However, the 
ammunition ship managed to put her off, and she 


drifted ashore, where she burnt to the water’s edge 
(pp. 240, 244, 303). 


A warrant was issued for searching for and bringing 
before Sir J. Williamson, Patrick Ker (for whom see 
the Dictionary of National Biography), he having 
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contracted for printing a most seditious and scandalous 
libel entitled A precious and prophetical Letter to Lady 
Irvine (p. 245). Ker, however, escaped to the Brill, 
from whence he wrote to the messenger, entreating to 
send him over a suit of his clothes, and asserting that 
he had used his poesy to repel the imvectives of 
satirists against the nobility of Scotland, mentioning 
The Commissiuner’s Reply, which he had_ written in 
vindication of the Duke of Lauderdale (p. 290). 


An envoy from Russia was on board the packet-boat 
that arrived at Harwich on 30 July, but he did not 
land there, going on to London by sea (p. 258). At 
the end of September Capt. John MHebdon was sent 
as envoy to Russia (pp. 340, 344). A letter of the 
Emperor of Russia to the King about opening a trade for 
Persian silks at Archangel is mentioned on p. 209. 


William Low, the master, and Hugh Davies, the 
surgeon, of the Samuel and Henry, an East Indiaman, 
were charged with poisoning the captain, Simon 
Cumberland (pp. 258, 260). Davies was tried at the 
Admiralty Sessions at Southwark, and was acquitted 
(p. 501). 


Lord Arlington, as Keeper of the Palace of Greenwich, 
was ordered to remove all the horses and cattle from 
Greenwich Park, and to cause all the entrances into 
the park to be walled up, and to receive into it the 
deer that should be delivered to him by William 
Chiffinch (p. 274). In November orders were given for 
removing deer from Hyde Park to Greenwich Park and 
the Great Park at Windsor, and for removing deer 
from Windsor to Albury Park near Guildford, and 
from Albury Park to Richmond Park (p. 419). 


Payment was ordered to the organ builder, Barnard 
Smith, better known as Father Smith, for work done 
to the organ in the Chapel Royal by his Majesty's 
~ particular command (p. 275). : 
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In August an epidemic of fever with looseness and 
vomiting was prevalent about Deal. There was also the 
greatest drought there ever known (p. 285). 


A pass was granted to two merchants of Candia who 
had been made slaves and had lost everything and had 
been obliged to leave, one his son, and one his brother 
in captivity (p. 294). 


At the request of Edmund Halley, the astronomer, he 
was particularly recommended to the East India Company 
that they should give orders that he and his friend and 
their necessaries might be transported to St. Helena on 
the first ship going thither, and that he might be enter- 
tained there and have such assistance from their officers 
as he might need. His object was to rectify and finish 
the celestial globe, in which the stars in the southern 
hemisphere were very much out of their places (p. 314). 


On p. 331 is a warrant for payment to John Blow, 
appointed master of the children of the Chapel Royal 
in place of Pelham Humphries, deceased, and on 
p. 343 one for payment to Thomas Purcell, one of the 
gentlemen of the Chapel Royal. On p. 519 are 
warrants for liveries for William Turner, one of the 
King’s private music for the lute and voice, and to 
Francis- Crayes, one of the musicians in ordinary for 
the violin. 


On p. 350 is a description of the reception of the 
Duke of Albemarle at Plymouth. 


Daniel Skinner, who had acted as secretary or 
amanuensis to Milton, and who was a Fellow of Trinity 
College, Cambridge, declared in October that Mr. Pitts, 
the bookseller in St. Paul’s Churchyard, had told 
him that he had bought some of Milton’s papers and 
that, if Skinner would procure an agreement between 
him and JWaniel Elzevir, to whom Skinner had 
committed the true perfect copy of the State Letters 
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to be printed, he would communicate them to Skinner 
for his perusal; if not, he would himself make the 
best advantage he could of them, so that in all 
probability, Skinner not having procured  Elzevir’s 
concurrence with him, it was by Pitts the late 
surreptitious copy of them had been published (p. 372). 


The following February Dr. Barrow, the Master, 
wrote to Skinner, who in the meantime had gone 
abroad to negotiate with Elzevir about the publishing 
of the letters, ordering him under penalty of expulsion, 
to return immediately to the College, and further 
warning him that, if he published any writing 
mischievous to Church or State, he would incur a 
forfeiture of his interest in the College (p. 551). There 
is a great deal about this Skinner and his negotiations 
with Elzevir in Masson’s Life of Alilton, Vol. VI. 


On 3 Nov. Captain Shepheard arrived at Deal, who 
went to find an island in the North-West, but was 
frustrated in his expectations (p. 400). 


The two Harwich ships that went to Russia were 
cast away on an uninhabited island near the North 
Cape (p. 427). 


In midwinter there was a great snowstorm in North- 
umberland, so that the mails were delayed (p. 462). 


Two works by Dr. Thomas Skynner are mentioned, 
Henry Oldenburg considered that his Elenchi Motwum 
was very ill-printed and the syntax not well observed, 
and questioned whether it was just to brand a_ whole 
nation with the character he gave of the Dutch (p. 487). 
Dr, Skynner himself wrote to Sir J. Williamson about 
his projected life of the late Duke of Albemarle. The 
present Duke had promised to allow him to use all 
the papers that had belonged to his father and his 
secretaries, and the Earl of Bath had likewise offered 
him the use of his papers (p. 525). 


- 
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In January occurs a lengthy narrative of the proceedings 
against the purchasers of Crown lands with forged 
debentures, public faith bills, &c. (p. 494). 


On p. 507 there is a caveat against any pardon to 
John Nevison, of Yorkshire, and five others. This 
Nevison is one of the few highwaymen who have been 
honoured with a place in the Dictionary of National 
Biography. It was he who was the real hero of the 
famous ride to York, popularly attributed to Turpin. 

Another great fire, caused by a man smoking a pipe, 
occurred at a farm in Minster parish in the Isle of 


Thanet (p. 509). 


Sir J. Williamson presented the church of his native 
parish of Bridekirke with a pulpit. It was made by 
workmen in the country, was in several places of the 
back and cover gilded with gold and silver, and all 
coloured over with a brownish ointment. ‘The vicar and 
churchwardens in their letter of thanks specified its 
dimensions, in case he should thiuk fit to accommodate 
them with a new pulpit cloth and cushion, adding 


that they had no Communion plate but a silver cup 
(p. 562). 


The Sheriff of Wiltshire was ordered to continue the 
County Court of Wiltshire at Wilton and not to remove 
it to the Devizes, as he intended (p. 570) 


In February a warrant was issued for the apprehension 
of Edward Goffe, a very disaffected person, who held 
dangerous meetings with others of evil principles, most 
of them armed, in several houses in and about the 
City, and on the same day warrants were issued for the 
apprehension of 16 others (p. 543). In December a 
similar warrant had been issued for apprehending Goffe 


and also one Spragg (p. 457). 


It appears that the principal object of Goffe and his 
accomplices was the abduction of Alderman Sir R. 
Vyner’s daughter (pp. 545, 546). 
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On p. 577 is an account of Edmund Ludlow and 
other English refugees living at Vevay, from Captain 
James Cotter, who had been sent over by Sir J. 
Williamson (pp. 286, 287). 


On pp. 39, 40 are given lists of all the payments to 
be made in Ireland for civil and for military affairs and 
for pensions per annum to begin from 25 March, 1676, 
amounting for civil affairs to 45,9067. 1s. 1ld., whereof 
20,0007. was reserved for uses to be appropriated by 
Sign Manual, for military to 146,260]. 19s. 8d. and 
for pensions to 10,4007. 2s. 3d., making a total of 
202,5677. 3s. Od. It was declared that the payments 
in the civil and military lists should be satisfied 
before any of the payments in the _ pension list, 
and that, if in any year the revenue be deficient, the 
deficiency should fall on the list of pensions, which 
should abate equally, the Countess of Tyrconnell’s only 
excepted, and that no pension in future be added to 
the list, except in case of a vacancy. 


On p. 42 the report on the improvement of Ireland 
which forms chapter 14 in Sir W. Petty’s Political 
Anatomy of Ireland is referred to. 


The Duke of Monmouth was granted the reversions 
in fee of certain leases (pp. 36, 93) and the Duke of 
York, Lord Kingston and Sir Theophilus Jones (pp. 
48, 68, 279) were exempted out the rule forbidding 
any distribution of lands in Ireland for making good 
deficiencies, till the claims and the lands available to 
satisfy them were cast up, aud lands were ordered to be 
granted to the Duke in reprizal of his deficiencies (p. 48), 
and it was further ordered that no lands should be set 
out for reprizals till he was fully reprized and satisfied. 
Notwithstanding this rule grants were ordered, as soon 
as the Duke and Lord Kingston were satisfied, of for- 
feited undisposed of lands to the yearly value of 1,0001. 
to Lord Grandison and Edward Villiers in lieu of the 
Phoenix Park (p. 228). 
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A proclamation was ordered extending the time fixed 
by the Act of Explanation for the enrolment of grants 
or patents, and declaring that the King did not intend 
to take advantage of any forfeitures or penalties caused 
by such non-enrolment (p 49). 


The names of the Commissioners appointed in pur- 
suance of the letters of 22 Sept., 1675 (calendered in 
the last volume, p. 307), to consider the claims of 
persons transplanted to Connaught or Clare, are given on 
p. 450 and a table of the fees payable to them and 
their Sub-commissioners and other officers is given on 
p. 310. In December they were sitting both morning 
and evening and Dubliv was full of Irish in consequence 
of the sitting of the Court (p. 450). 


The contract of Lord Ranelagh and his partners had 
expired at Christmas 1675, but on the one hand large 
arrears remained to be collected by them and on _ the 
other large sums were still unpaid by them. In March 
they presented a petition alleging that, while they had 
during their contract made several payments sooner than 
they were obliged to by their covenants, yet others had 
not been made at the proper times, and expressing 
their willingness to set off the interest due to or 
from them for such payments, but requesting to be 
allowed interest on all payments not comprehended in 
their contract made by the King’s express order (p. 46). 


In August another petition was referred to the Lord 
Chancellor and the Lord ‘Treasurer of England with a 
report of the Lord Lieutenant, which was :—Several 
defalcations appear due to the petitioners by reason of 
allowances to the farmers for losses in the late Dutch 
war and on account of quit-rents remitted besides other 
payments not yet adjusted, whereof they claimed 
allowance as made by the King’s command, though not 
comprehended in their contract. A year longer had 
been granted to them for payment of the remainder of 
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the 12 months’ arrear yet unsatisfied and of the 
10 months’ arrear due to the army and the remaining 
arrears on the Civil List, which there was reason to 
believe would amount to above 80,0007. They had 
also as yet paid none of the 6,076/. due for arms and 
ammunition, and were likewise to discharge part of 
the Duke of Ormonde’s 5,000/. per annum amounting 
to about 1,250/. ‘These sums remaining due would 
near balance, if not overbalance, the payments and 
allowances whereof they desired to be discharged, and, 
as so great a part of their contract remained to be 
discharged, the Lord Lieutenant considered that orders 
for the discharge of the 80,0007. and 10,000/., from 
which they prayed by their said petition to be discharged, 
should be respited till the King was fully satisfied how 
they had acquitted themselves of the other parts of 
their undertaking (p. 265). 


The following February they again petitioned, alleging 
that they were ready to discharge, by means of the 
payments they had actually made and the allowances 
they were entitled to, as much as they could properly 
be charged with, and that the only reason why any 
sums due were still unpaid was that several of the 
funds assigned to them had been, by his Majesty’s 
orders, lessened, extinguished or diverted. The Lord 
Lieutenant was directed to examine such discharge 
(p. 568), and also to assist them in collecting the 
great debts and arrears still due to them (p. 560). 

Lord Ranelagh himself was confined to his house the 
greater part of the winter undergoing a course of 
physic (pp. 401, 416, 433, 472, 519) He complained 
much of the oppression of himself and his partners by 
the Lord Lieutenant (p. 557). Though the date of his 
being created Earl of Ranelagh js given in The Complete 
Peerage as 11 Dec., 1674, he: is always designated 
Viscount in the State Papers: down to at least the 
spring of 1677. 
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On Feb. 13 a warrant was sent to the Lord 
Lieutenant for the final settlement of the interest of 
the °49 officers in accordance with the report of the 
Committee for Irish affairs therein recited (p. 552). 


The new farmers of the Revenue claimed to receive 
by the rules in the Irish Act of Tonnage end Poundage 
4d. per lb more on tobacco exported from England to 
Ireland than on that which came direct from America, 
causing a loss of 12,0007. per annum to the King, and, 
though it was illegal to export tobacco direct from America 
to Ireland, yet it was done by the connivance of the 
Custom House officers. Papers on this subject are given 
on pp. 100, 110, 586. ' 


In April a grant and confirmation was ordered to the 
Corporation of Dublin of the inland customs, called the 
customs of the gates, on things brought into the city 
to be exposed for sale there and for such things as 
were carried out of the city (p. 63). 


The Earl of Thomond made himself so hoarse and 
deaf at a horse race that it brought him into great 
indisposition, but he recovered and was to be at the 
Ennis Assizes (p. 169). He had refused to obey a decree 
of the English Court of Chancery for payment of a 
sum of money, and, to avoid execution, had retired to 
Ireland. Orders were consequently given that he should 
immediately appear before the King to answer his 
contempt unless he satisfied the said debt without delay 
(p. 428). 


The Tories in December were so mischievous on the 
roads between Armagh and Newry that a troop was 
ordered to Dundalk and another to Armagh, and a 
company to Tanderagee and another to Loughbrickland. 
Down and Antrim were pretty clear of them, they had 
been so ferreted the year before (p. 451). 


An encounter with certain Irish murderers is described 
on pp. 472, 473, in which one of them, Brian 
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McAuley, was killed. The petitioner desired a pardon 
for himself and others who were in his company when this 
happened, as they were in danger of being tried for 
their lives, though the said McAuley, besides being 
guilty of murder and being outlawed, was under sentence 
of excommunication for having two children by his 
lawful sister. 

A prisoner in Trim gaol petitioned for a pardon to 
himself and his servant accused of harbouring Fleming, 
a proclaimed rebel, who, the petitioner alleged, had 
come to his house in his absence (p. 569). 

Sir George Rawdon, Lord Massereene and others 
strongly opposed a projected bridge over the Bann at 
Port Glenone between the counties of Londonderry and 
Antrim. on the ground both of the expense and the 
annoyance it might cause to the Protestants in Antrim, 
the Bann being a great security against the Irish im 
Tyrone, Londonderry and the adjacent counties (pp. 548, 
549), 

One John Moyre in December deposed that in 1672 
he had seen a letter from Oliver Plunkett, the titular 
Primate of all Ireland, to the Secretary of the Propaganda, 
in which Plunkett spoke of his success, he having held 
a provincial council, having erected a school, and having 
insinuated himself into the good opinion of several lords 
and persons of quality in Ireland. He desired that the 
Court of Rome should reconcile the Catholic princes 
abroad, who, he heard, were going to war between 
themselves, and that some of them should be induced 
to send an army to Ireland. He prayed the Secretary 
to use his interest with the Archbishop of Aix to per- 
suade the French King to a peace and to invade Ireland, 
in which the writer would be useful, having enabled 
himself to give an account of all the forts and strong- 
holds there and of the ways of taking and surprising 
them, and also of all persons of quality who would be 
usefu) in the war (p. 473). 
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here was an unusually hard frost in Dublin in 
December, so that people could walk on the Liffey 
(pp. 450, 458). In the North also there was the greatest 
snow that had been known for years (p. 467). 


The most interesting of the Irish papers consists of 
the correspondence of Sir G. Rawdon with his brother- 
in-law, Lord Conway, about his domestic affairs and Lord 
Conway's great estate at and about Lisburn. Many 
relate to projected improvements in that town, the 
proposal to fill up the tuck mill dam there and to 
bring water by wooden pipes into the town (p. 333). 
He proposed the removal of the market tolls, which would 
make it the greatest market in the kingdom except Dublin 
(p. 548). ‘Two very handsome houses had lately been built 
there, and Sir George had almost agreed for building 
on a vacant plot with a famous carpenter, a Quaker 
(p. 575). He reminded Lord Conway of his intended gift 
of the churchyard of Aghalee (pp. 497, 561), where a 
fine new church had been built that the Bishop of 
Dromore was to consecrate. 


On September news arrived of the death of Sir 
George’s eldest son, John, a young man of _ great 
promise (pp. 322, 333, 354). Sir George hoped that 
his next son, Edward, might come over in the spring 
that he might instruct him in his own affairs and those 
of Lord Conway and the country (p. 354). His sister 
Mary was learning the base viol, which he had played 
on at Cambridge (p. 561). These . hopes were not to 
be fulfilled. The young man died in Paris in February 
from a wound he received in a _ duel with a 
Yorkshire gentleman (p. 524). The news of his death 
reached Dublin the day after Sir George had written 
the letter given on p. 577, upbraidmg him with his 
neglect in writing to him. 


In Scotland a new Privy Council was appointed in 
July. A list of the members is given on pp. 222, 223, 
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A letter in May, authorizing the Senators of the 
College of Justice to order and rule the advocates 
and others of the College of Justice and to prevent 
and punish al] combinations between advocates and 
especially their refusal to do business with any other 
advocates, marked the termination of the affair of the 
outed advocates about which there is so much in the 
preceding volume (p. 124). 


There were numerous new appointments and changes 
among the officers of the Militia (pp. 135, 462). 


Instructions were given to the Treasury Commissioners 
not to dispose of any of the 12 months’ supply yet 
remaining without the King’s special warrant, and similar 
restrictions were placed on fines and on gifts of ward, 
marriage, relief and non-entry and on grants de Novo 
damus and on changes of holding (p. 138). 


A vast defalcation claimed by the tacksmen’ of the 
Customs was remitted to the Treasury Commissioners for 
further consideration, and it was suggested whether it 
would not be better, instead of farming the Customs, to 
appoint managers for them at reasonable salaries and 
whether the exemption of noblemen and gentlemen from 
paying customs on wines ought to be _ continued 
(p. 516). 


‘Tacks were granted to Sir Charles Arskin of Cambo, 
Lyon King at Arms, of the assize of herring of the 
East seas betwixt Berwick and Kinnaird’s Head, and to 
the Earl of Argyle of that of the West seas from 
Pentland Firth to the Mull of Galloway (pp. 159, 491). 


‘The payment of rewards for the apprehension of three 
preachers at field conventicles was ordered (p. 448). 
Orders were sent to Northumberland to search for and 
apprehend and send into Scotland John Welsh alias 
Hope, a Scotch sectary and pretended minister, who 
frequented meetings in that county and who had been 
attainted of high treason in Scotland (p. 455). He 
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could not be found and it was said that he had gone 
back to Scotland (p. 476). Resistance was made to a 
party of horse sent to disperse a great Presbyterian 
meeting in the South (p. 548). 

Complaint was made to the King by the Spanish 
envoy of levies made in Scotland for the French service 
(p. 499), and by the King’s orders a proclamation was 
issued forbidding such levies (p. 513). 


Appointments were made to the sees of Moray (p. 
318) and the Isles (p. 474). The Dean in the latter 
case was sharply rebuked for having accompanied the 
certificates of election with a regret that the new 
bishop was unacquainted with the Irish tongue (7.¢. with 
Gaelic), which had not been so much as hinted at at 
any former election, nor was there any reason that it 


should be (p. 475). 


The King ratified the articles agreed on between the 
Resident for the affairs of Scotland in the Seventeen 
Provinces of the Netherlands and Conservator of the 
privileges of subjects of that kingdom in the Low 
Countries and the Commissioners of the Prince of Orange 
and the deputies of the town of Campveer for the 
removal of the Scots’ Staple from Dort to Campveer, 
where it had been formerly established (p. 201). 


The King approved of the sentence of the Privy 
Council. against Alexander Milne, late Provost of 
Linlithgow, and signified his pleasure that he should 
continue prisoner as long as they thought fit, his petition 
after his sentence being only an extenuation, if not a 
justification of his insupportable carriage (p. 392). 

On the petition of the Scottish Hospital at Blackfriars 
(p. 391) their charter was confirmed with a grant of 
certain further privileges (p. 400). 

In Guernsey the jurats accused some of the officers 
of Lord Hatton, the Governor, of buying a French ship 
and goods brought in by an Ostend privateer and with 
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meddling with the cargo of another ship that was wrecked 
there. The lieutenant bailly further charged Lord Hatton’s 
lieutenant with affronting him. Lord Hatton’s account 
of these matters is given in his letters calendared on 
pp. 73, 377. A chaplain was added to the establish- 
ment of the garrison there (p. 95). Two privateers, 
one of Ostend and one of Flushing, had _ plundered 
a Bristol vessel between St. Malo and Morlaix. The 
Ostend one came in to Jersey, where the master of 
the plundered ship had procured an order to stop all 
vessels that might come in. She was secured and detained 
in safe custody with her captain till the owners of the 
ship and goods should have time to proceed against them. 
An attempt was made to arrest the Flushing privateer, 
but she got away, though guns were fired at her (pp. 292, 
298, 301, 316, 323, 326). 

There are several notes by Sir J. Williamson of appeal 
cases from Jersey and Guernsey. 


Early in March a vessel from New England reported 
that people there were much frightened by the Indians, 
and did not venture to go a mile out of the towns, 
and that all provisions were six times as dear as they 
were a year ago (p. 38). In June it was reported that 
above 1,000 of the Indians had been killed and two of 
their chief leaders taken, of whom one had been hanged, 
drawn and quartered, and the other imprisoned (p. 154). 
Late in July it was reported that they were still so 
numerous as to venture a battle (p. 251). However a 
vessel that reached England the middle of September 
brought news that, though about nine weeks previously 
the Indians had burnt six country towns, the Governor, 
having made peace with the Eastern Indians, fell upon 
them with the English and those Indians and the 
Christian Indians and killed 1,600 of them. A Sackamore 
taken prisoner was condemned to die and was accord- 
ingly shot by a boy of 10, the son of a Boston baker. 
King Philip was still. at large. A proclamation had been 
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issued calling on the Indians to come in, and about 
300 men, women and children did so in one day (p. 330). 
Their submission was probably caused by starvation, as 
the war had hindered them from planting their Indian 
corn (p. 371). A vessel from New York that arrived 
in November reported the complete discomfiture of the 
Indians and the capture of King Philip and his Queen. 
His head was set up on the gate of Plymouth and his 
quarters on the gates of Boston, and she was burnt. 
Seventeen towns and villages had been destroyed by the 
Indians, and about 2,500 men, women and children 
killed. It was said that the French from Canada 
assisted them with ammunition, &c., that Frenchmen had 
been taken dressed as Indians, that a Jesuit was 
one of their ringleaders, and that they had stirred up 
the Indians both in New England and Virginia (p. 409). 

In April an epidemic disorder was reported from 
Virginia, of which great numbers died. It began with 
a cold, followed by headache, fever and a pain across 
the stomach (p. 74). The first event in the Indian war was 
a success by Col. Washington, who drove a body of Indians 
into their fort, took it and put them all to the sword. 
Elsewhere, however, 200 English had been slain with a 
loss of about 30 Indians (pp. 73, 74). Later accounts 
reported that they had destroyed many families in both 
Virginia and Maryland, and had done much mischief 
(pp. 80, 88, 90, 112, 114, 180, 224, 300, 3837). 
Their tyranny was reported to exceed that of the 
rebellion in Ireland, as they roasted men and compelled 
their neighbours to eat them (p. 122). 


For carrying on the war Sir W. Berkeley, the Governor, 
imposed a tax of 500/bs. of tobacco on every man, 
woman, child and servant (p. 224). ‘This tax caused 
dissension among the inhabitants, those who had gone to 
fight refusing to pay, saying that those who had stayed 
at home ought to pay (p. 204). Nathaniel Bacon, 
whose family had been destroyed by the Indians, desired 
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the Governor to have some force to oppose the Indians, 
and on his refusal raised forces himself and attacked 
the Indians. He refused to come in when summoned 
by the Governor, and on the contrary marched 
against him (p. 216). He burnt Jamestown, committed 
great spoil wherever he went, and imprisoned the Deputy 
Governor and several considerable planters, and forced 
the Governor with his company to retire on board ships 
in the James river (pp. 337, 353, 517). 


To put down the rebellion an expedition of 1,130 
men, with Sir John Berry as commander in chief by 
sea and Col, Herbert Jefferies by land, was dispatched to 
Virginia. Three commissioners were also sent to settle 
the disorders (p. 343). The papers of October are full 
of details of the preparations for the expedition. The 
ships with the troops on board sailed from the Downs 
on 3 Dec. (p. 442). 


On p. 538 will be found notes of the arguments at 
the hearing on 7 Feb. before the Council, of the 
interminable controversy between Massachusetts and Mason 
and Gorges about the rights of the latter to New 
Hampshire and Maine. An account of this controversy 
is given in the Preface to the Calendar of State Papers, 
Colonial, America, &e., 1677-80, p. xii. 


In Jamaica there was a small negro rebellion (p. 15), 
but the island was on the whole in a_ flourishing 
condition (pp. 84, 294). About 100 French and English 
buccaneers from a small island near it intended to 
attack a colony of the Spaniards in St. Dominga. Their 
vessel was cast away and 40 or 50 of them were lost, 
but the survivors attacked with such resolution that the 
Spaniards took refuge in the church. ‘The buccaneers put 
barrels of powder round it and threatened to blow them 
up if they stirred, so they plundered the town and carried 
off much rich booty in a sloop they found there 
(p. 457). 
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Barbados was reported to be in general in a good 
condition (pp. 233, 342, 349), notwithstanding the damage 
done by the recent hurricanes (p. 251). On p. 464 
are some notes by Sir J. Williamson about possible danger 
to the island from the French. Some broken men in the 
government might find a change of masters the easiest 
way of paying old debts. The judges were very corrupt 
and, though named by the Governor, got themselves 
appointed by being elected to the Assembly and making 
themselves troublesome there, an expedient not unknown 
to modern politicians. ‘The members were _ generally 
men of desperate fortunes, 


Thomas Pierson, a former agent of the Company of 
Royal Adventurers, in his petition described the seizure of 
Cape Corse Castle in 1671 by a conspiracy between the Dey 
of the country and Gilbert Beavis, the Company’s former 
agent there, and the subsequent recovery of the Castle 
by Capt. Holditch. The Company having disposed of 


all their property to the Royal African Company, 
Pierson demanded from the two Companies the arrears 
of his salary and compensation for his losses at the 
taking of the Castle, but the Royal African Company 
refused to pay as they had never employed him, and 
the Company of Royal Adventurers refused to submit to 
arbitration unless the other Company joined, alleging 
that the latter were the parties liable (p. 34). 


At the election of the Governor and Sub-Governor of 
’ the East India Company Sir J. Williamson wrote to the 
existing Governor expressing the King’s objection to Mr. 
Childe and Mr. Papillon being chosen for those offices, 
but, the election being already in progress before the letter 
arrived, the King intimated that they were to go on with 
it in the usual form according to their charter (pp. 75, 
79, 81). 


A pamphlet published in June threw imputations on 
the credit of the Company on the ground that the 
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individual members were not liable for the Company’s 
debts, and objected that their patent was a monopoly 
aud illegal. A reply was publisked on behalf of the 
Company (p. 197). 

In September a warrant was issued for the confirma- 
tion to the Company of the Charter of 3 April, 1661, 
granting them the exclusive right of trading to the East 
Indies, and that of 27 March, 1668, granting them the 
Island of Bombay, with certain additional powers, and in 
particular enabling them to coin money in the said island 
and the territories thereto belonging, and with a pardon 
for all offences and transactions before 16 Sept., 1676 
(p. 329). Probably in consideration of this charter the 
Company on 4 Oct. resolved to lend the King 40,0004. 
(p. 353). 


On 16 Jan. a Committee of the Council met to consider 
the differences between the English and the Portuguese 
at Bombay (p. 510), the nature of which is indicated 
by Sir J. Williamson’s notes calendared on p. 552. 


Permission was granted to the Royal African Company 
to treat with the Dutch West India Company about the 
best means of restraining their common enemy, inter- 
lopers (p. 530). 

J. Sheeres sailed for Tangier in May in a vessel he had 
freighted with materials for the mole there (p. 131), and the 
slaves lately on board the Margaret galley were transferred 
to Henry Sheeres, the contractor for the mole, to be 


maintained and employed by him on the work of the 
mole (p. 455). 


Capt. -Makennyie (? Mackenzie), an officer of the garrison, 
who on 19 Sept., 1675, had been taken prisoner by the 
Moors in an engagement, where all under his command 
had been slain, had been released on paying a ransom 
of 1,000 pieces of LKight and handing over 400 guns. 
The Ordnance Office was ordered to supply him with 
the guns required (pp. 162, 163). 
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In August some “gaol birds” were sent to row in the 
galleys at Tangier (p. 304). In January two new galleys, 
the Charles and the James, touched at Plymouth (p. 520) 
and sailed from Falmouth on the 31st for Tangier (p. 530). 


There are many scattered notices of the progress of 
the war on the Continent. 


In April the Prince of Orange marched to relieve 
Condé (pp. 76, 81), which, however, fell before the end 
of the month, ‘The French King then marched to 
Bouchain, leaving the Maréchal d’ Humiéres to cover his 
rear (p. 100), and there were unfounded reports of a 
great battle, in which the Prince of Orange was variously 
reported to have been wounded, killed, or taken prisoner 
(pp. 101, 108, 120, 130). But the principal event of 
the campaign was the siege of Maestricht by the Prince, 
who, after obtaining some successes, sustained heavy losses 
of men and officers, and was at last obliged to raise 
the siege with the loss of his artillery. Numerous 
references to these events will be found in the Index. 


On the other hand the Emperor’s forces defeated the 
French in Alsace. The chief loss was said to have 
fallen on a body of Englisb and Scots in the French 
army, who had been so posted as to bear the brunt of 
attack (pp. 158, 203). Philipsburg, after a long siege, 
was captured by the Imperialists (p. 326). 


The revolted city of Messina, after being reduced to 
great distress by the Spaniards, was relieved by the 
French in February, 1675-6, yet the French held nothing 
beyond gunshot from the town and the Spanish army 
lay in sight of it (p. 62). 

Reports of the battle near Messina between the 
French fleet and the Dutch and Spanish fleets and of De 
Ruyter’s having been wounded reached England in May. It 
was also reported that the Spanish admiral on leaving 
De Ruyter’s cabin the day after the battle was abused 
by the seamen, who would have thrown him overboard, 
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had not their officers prevented them (pp. 118, 120), 
De Ruyter’s death, which followed soon afterwards, was 
much bemoaned in Holland (p. 166). Shortly afterwards 
the French won a decisive victory off Palermo (pp. 217, 
245). In December a Dutch squadron anchored at 
Spithead. On board the Admiral were the bodies of 
De Ruyter and of the Vice-Admiral, who was killed 
when his ship was burnt off Messina (probably a mistake 
for Palermo) (p. 452). 


A Dutch squadron in the West Indies took Martinico, 
Mariegalante and Cayenne from the French. An intended 
attack on Guadeloupe was prevented by the arrival of 
two French men-of-war (pp. 308, 328). 


Farlier in the year the Dutch captured Madagascar 
and all the other places the French had in the East 
Indies. They lent the Governors three great ships to 
bring their men home on condition that the ships might 
be free (p. 57). 


In June the Swedish fleet was totally defeated by the 
combined Dutch and Danish fleets. ‘The Admiral’s ship 
was blown up and the Vice-Admiral’s set on fire by a 
fireship and burnt. Capt. Lee of Whitby, a Swedish 
captain, distinguished himself greatly. He was made an 
admiral and given a gold chain by the King of 
Sweden (pp. 182, 184, 188, 203). On 29 June the 
Danish fleet with an army on board was _ between 
Landskron and Malmo (p. 210). The King of Denmark 
landed with 23,000 meu at Helsingborg without opposi- 
tion, Van Tromp having made a diversion which caused 
the Swedes to withdraw to oppose him (p. 216). 
The siege of Helsingborg was immediately begun (p. 216). 
The Danes were at first successful (p. 239), but 
early in December they were defeated near Malmo 
with heavy losses in men and with the loss of all their 
cannon, ammunition and baggage. ‘The Danes charged 
the Swedish right with their horse, headed by the King 
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himself, and totally routed that part of the army, but 
the King of Sweden attacked the other Danish wing and 
totally routed them. ‘The King of Denmark himself 
escaped narrowly with part of his Guards The Swedes 
were said to have tied their horses in a line as a 
bulwark to their foot. The  Finlanders _ especially 
distinguished themselves by their valour. Many of Van 
Tromp’s men, whom he had landed to assist the Danes, 
were killed (pp. 463, 468, 472, 475). The recapture of 
Helsingborg followed (p. 472). The Swedes gave no 
quarter to the boors in Schonen, the King having 
commanded it for their treachery to him, they no doubt 
having taken the side of Denmark, from which Schonen 
had been severed only some 18 years before (p, 475). 


Bordeaux is described as having suffered much in 
consequence of the late rebellion there, a great many 
houses having been pulled down and the inhabitants having 
suffered much from soldiers being quartered on them 
and fines being laid on them. ‘The new citadel 
commanding the whole city was finished (pp. 57, 122). 


A ship for St. Domingo that touched at Falmouth 
had on board 24 Frenchmen and 20 French women, 
said to be persons of quality who had been banished 
at Rennes for having taken part in the rebellion in 
Brittany. Two of the men got ashore and escaped into 
the country. Several others had been already transported 
(p. 246). 


A Capt. Greenhill, who had been trading at a French 
town in Hispaniola, where were seven French men-of- 
war, was at first treated civilly by the Governor, who 
afterwards seized his ship and took him prisoner. He 
managed to escape on board a Capt. Smith’s ship, who 
sailed and brought him away. Three Dutch men-of-war 
meeting them, Smith and Greenhill were commanded on 
board the Admiral. Greenhill told him how he had 
been treated, on which the Admiral promised, if he would 
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pilot him in where the seven French men-of-war were, he 
would restore him his ship. Greenill did so, and, the Dutch 
coming suddenly on the French men-of-war, they fought for 
four hours till a great thunderstorm stopped the fight. 
Next morning they resumed the fight, in which the 
French Admiral was accidentally blown up. The Dutch 
manned their boats, and in the smoke boarded the 
remaining French men-of-war and mastered them. The 
Frenchmen on Greenhill’s ship, seeing their men-of-war 
taken, set her on fire, so, as the Dutch could not give 
him back his ship, they gave him one of the captured 
men-of-war (pp. 367, 368).

Francis Bellott to Williamson. The vessels I wrote of in my last 
continue here still and several others came in outward-bound. 
Monday came in a French man-of-war of 80 guns from Havre, 
convoy to a large French vessel for St. Domingo. Tuesday came in 
one of Poole from Avera (Aveiro) with oils bound home. Here are 
near 250 sail and more coming in daily, many bound for St. Tuball’s 
(Ubes) and thence to Stockholm &c. A Dutch vessel being in St. 
Malo’s road at anchor bound for Amsterdam, a sloop manned with 
English came by night, boarded her, set the skipper and the rest 
ashore and carried her away. The skipper landed at Plymouth, 
and from thence was recommended to a merchant of this port, 
where he came and made inquiry after such a vessel. This 
merchant but two hours before had an account from St. Ives of 
such a vessel, that came in there. He acquainted the skipper, and 
sent one or two with him, recommending him to some of that town, 
where in fine they secured the pretended English captain and most 
of his men and boat on shore, and went on board and secured three 
more men there, and brought the vessel into the pier and the men 
were all laid into gaol. Wind 8.E. [Ibid. No. 85.] 


Thomas Holden to Williamson. I wrote you last post concerning 
a piracy committed by some Englishmen off Morlaix, which I had 
from the skipper himself last Monday he being then here, and 
having a letter of credit on a merchant of Penryn went there next 
day to take up some money, and telling him how he lost his hoy, 
the Arms of Waterford, the merchant told him about an hour before 
he received a letter from St. Ives that there was a hoy there, that 
had French commodities to sell and that he might have a good 
pennyworth. The merchant and skipper apprehending this might 
be the skipper’s hoy he and a guide took horse and rode there, and 
managed so well that they have secured the captain, who is 
reported to be called Jackson, and soon after manned two boats 
and secured the vessel and all the men being 10. What damage 
they have done to the hoy or what goods they have embezzled I 
shall give account of in my next. :

which the oath is made, and that the name he calls her by is her 
true name. 

10. If a pass be demanded for any foreign built ship bought 
since Jan., 1678-4 and not made free, not only the master but the 
proprietors, or as many of them as possible, are to make oath of 
their propriety in her, and of their respective shares, and state 
when she was bought and for what sum, and who are the rest of the

Opinion of the Attorney-General on the reference of De Witt’s 
petition, calendared in the last volume, p. 572. Stating the rules of 
the law of England regulating the payment of the debts of a deceased 
person.—If one executor be an alien and another an English subject, 
the executor in England may by the said laws be sued as both, the 
appearance of one being the appearance of both and judgment 
against one, judgment against both. All aliens naturalized by Act 
of Parliament are to all purposes as natural born subjects and enjoy 
their rights and privileges. An alien admitted an executor or 
administrator in England on taking the oath duly to administer the 
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estate according to the laws of England cannot afterwards administer 
or dispose of the same according to any other laws different from 
those of England without manifest perjury which is abhorred by all 
laws, nor without being liable to pay over again out of his own 
estate what he shall so unduly dispose of, if he or his estate can be 
found in England. As the laws of England give full credit and 
allowance to the justice of other nations for what is determined in 
relation to the estates of English subjects remaining in foreign 
parts, so itis fit and agreeable to justice and the law of nations that 
estates in England should be determined according to the law 
thereof, and that persons who have disposed or administered estates 
in England according to the laws there should not be questioned in 
any other nation for doing what was done in England according to 
the justice of that kingdom.

I 
wish the rest were so. Itis of great consequence to his Majesty, 
and to the good government of the city and the adjacent parts that 
nobody be in commission either military or civil, but such as are 
faithful and love and affect the government, and will be active when 
any occasion shall happen, the whole kingdom taking measures 
and precedents from hence. In the usurped time of government 
they would trust nobody but such as were thorough paced for 
them. The City is now in a quiet and calm condition since the 
dispute is ended between the Lord Mayor, Court of Aldermen and 
Common Council about the disposal of the judgeship of the 
Sheriff's Court. The Recorder last Common Council was very ill 
used, and baited at by some of the factious party there, which has 
occasioned him to think of resigning. As I am informed, he 
intends suddenly to do it to Sir John King. The Recorder has 
these 18 years behaved as a very honest and loyal person to his 
Majesty’s concerns; I wish he was made a judge. None of the 
justices of the Tower Hamlets being present when the Lord 
Chancellor signified his Majesty’s pleasure of putting the laws 
in execution against Recusants and preachers and conventicles, 
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next day I gave the High Constable a warrant to acquaint every 
justice, a copy whereof is enclosed. The preachers in the Hamlets 
have all been made acquainted with his Majesty’s pleasure ;

They fired several shots at him 
before they came aboard, and shot his pilot, a Frenchman, supposed 
to be since dead. They called on him several times to strike his 
colours, which he refusing, they poured in several volleys of small 
shot and forced his boat to go aboard them.

purpose sent several presents in his Royal Highness’ name to the 
Dey, but they were saved, for Beavis was dead before his arrival 
and so the Castle was delivered up without any difficulty, that 
Holditch was to pay off all the debts and arrears of salaries 
save only the petitioner, whom he was to send over to account with 
them here, which he did, but, when the petitioner came to England, 
he found a new charter granted to divers persons not concerned in 
employing him, nevertheless he gave in his accounts and pressed the 
liquidating thereof, but was sent to the Committee of the Company 
of Royal Adventurers, which made some objections to his accounts, 
whereon he offered to refer it to any indifferent persons to examine 
them according to the course of merchants, and offered to give a 
bond to abide the judgment of such referees, which was seemingly 
consented to by both Companies, but, when the bonds came to be 
sealed, the Royal African Company refused to do so, alleging they 
were not liable to make satisfaction, as they never employed him, 
and the Committee of the Royal Adventurers refused to submit.to 
reference unless the other Company joined therein, alleging that 
whatever was due the Royal African Company was to pay and that 
they had received about 7,500/. from Cape Corse which they had 
no title to till the petitioner’s and the other debts and salaries were 
paid, whereby the petitioner has been put to great charges; that 
nevertheless the petitioner has been compelled to pay to some of 
his private correspondents, members of the Royal African Company, 
great sums for goods of their’s taken from him when the castle was 
surprised, and is now pressed by other members of the now 
Company to give them the like satisfaction, which he is not able to do 
except by the money due to him from the Company, and praying 
that a day be appointed for hearing of this cause and that the 
present Company may not use their charter todefeat the petitioner’s 
right, which he is willing to submit to the arbitration of any in- 
different persons his Majesty may appoint.

St. Bartholomew’s Hospital—There have been cured at the 
charge of the said Hospital this last year 1703, many of whom 
have been relieved with moneys and other necessaries at their 
departure, though the greatest part of its revenues was consumed 
by the late dreadful fire. Buried 181. Persons remaining under 
cure 225. 

St. Thomas’ Hospital.—Cured and discharged this last year 1831, 
many of whom have been relieved with moneys and other 
necessaries at their departures, though great part of its revenues 
was consumed by the late dreadful fire. Buried 122. Remaining 
under cure 246. 

Bridewell Hospital.—Received this last year vagrants and other 
indigent and miserable people, many whereof had clothing and 
other necessary relief and were sent by passes to their native 
countries, 1,124. Maintained therein and brought up in divers 
arts and trades 148, notwithstanding that the hospital and all the 
houses in the preeinct thereof which was the greater part of its 
revenues, were wholly consumed by the late terrible fire, besides 
the great loss since by the fire in Wapping. 

Bethlem Hospital.—Brought in last year distracted men and 
women, 25. Cured of their lunacy and discharged 22. Remaining 
under cure 71. The charge whereof is very great, and the revenue 
of the Hospital so small as not to amount to one-third of the 
yearly expenses thereof, and the buildings are old and ruinous and 
not capacious to receive and contain the great numbers of dis- 
tracted men, for whose admission daily applications are made. 
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The Lord Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council have granted 
sufficient ground whereon to erect a more large and commodious 
house for keeping and curing the said distracted persons, towards 
building whereof the Governors have paid above 10,000I., and to 
finish the same will cost above 5,000/. more, which good and pious 
work cannot be finished without the liberal contributions of well 
disposed Christians.

The King to the Lord Lieutenant. Whereas John Moore, a 
sergeant in the Irish Foot Guards, in Dec., 1666, stricter 
commands being then given concerning the. gates of Dublin by 
reason of some robberies committed there, was commanded the 5th 
of that month to go the first round with the tattoo and to lock up 
the said gates, and did so, till he came to Ormond’s Gate, where 
Nicholas Hill, a private of Moore’s Company, was sentinel, where 
Moore gave order for locking the gate, which Hill not only opposed 
affirming it should not be locked, but in further contempt of the 
said order and of all military discipline assaulted Moore with his 
musket clubbed, and struck his halbert out of his hand, which 
Moore taking up and turning the point towards Hill, he, 
pressing on further to assault Moore, ran himself on the point, 
whereon Moore locked the gate and proceeded on the round, and 
whereas Moore, having notice that Hill was dead of his wound, 
acquainted his officer with what had happened, who committed him 
to the Marshalsea, and whereas the Coroner held an inquest, who, 
proceeding by the strict rules of common law without any regard to 
martial discipline, found the said fact manslaughter, Moore being 
then in restraint and no one appearing for him, and whereas no 
one appearing to prosecute, and the truth of the matter appearing 
to a council of officers, he was discharged, and returned to his duty, 
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and was afterwards commanded to sea, but the Coroner returned 
the inquisition into the King’s Bench, where the Clerk of the Crown 
presented an indictment against Moore for the traitorous murder of 
Hill to the Grand Jury, where, Moore having no notice, it was 
found and process issued thereon, on which Moore was outlawed 
for treason, which was not known to him till lately, and whereas 
he then surrendered himself in order to reverse the outlawry and 
put himself on his trial, but the Chief and other Justices, on 
consideration of an Act called the Statute of Baltinglass touching 

attainders for treason, would not permit Moore to reverse the same, 

and whereas Moore applied last January to the Lords Justices, who, 

| finding the facts to be as alleged, referred the case to all the judges 
of the kingdom, who reported 15 Feb. last that it seemed to them 
the fact by law could be no more than manslaughter, and perhaps 
excusable in martial discipline, but in regard of the said statute

outwards and from all ships belonging to strangers 2d. per ton 
outwards and inwards for the term of 61 years, that it being 
represented by the English House of Commons on the complaint of 
several shipowners of Chester and Liverpool, who made frequent 
voyages to the said ports, that the payment of the said duties was a 
grievance to their trade, and it being reported by the Commissioners 
of the Treasury and others of the Privy Council to whom the 
matters were referred that the petitioners had expended on the 
said lighthouses 2,600/., his Majesty by order in Council directed 
that 5001. per annum be allowed them out of the concordatum money 
for keeping the said lighthouses and by letters patent of 19 July, 
1672, in consideration of the expense the petitioners had been in 
erecting them and of the loss they were likely to sustain thereby 
instead of the benefit intended to the said Countess for her many 
faithful services, and also because the petitioners according to the 
said order in Council had by deed covenanted not to take from the 
ships of subjects any composition money or duty towards maintaining 
the said lights, granted to the said petitioners the sum of 500l. per 
annum for the residue of the said term to be paid quarterly by way 
of concordatum with directions that the said payment be inserted in 
the establishment accordingly as a standing concordatum, and 
therefore, if his Majesty be pleased to continue the said allowance, 
submitting to his consideration either to grant it out of the said 
concordatum money, or, if, he should think fit, in regard the 
concordatums are already so straitened that they can scarce 
defray the necessary expense of the Government, to place it on any 
other fund of the Irish revenue that may be proper, and also that 
the Lord Treasurer had considered the above petition and report, 
and represented that he did not know wherein to direct the said 
payment more properly than whereon it is already placed: ordering 
and directing that the said 5001. per annum be paid to the said Sir 
R. Reading out of the concordatum money allowed by the present 
establishment of Ireland according to the letters patent of 19 July, 
and that the same be placed accordingly on that fund as a standing 
payment.

I acquainted him with your having entirely approved of what 
your Ambassador had done, and for what reasons you had judged 
it your part as the common general mediator to disecountenance any 
separate step that should be offered by any of the parties towards a 
particular accommodation, or anything that might look like it. 
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For example I told him you had not long ago refused absolutely to 
the Elector Palatine your simple recommendation though in never 
so general terms towards the Most Christian King for a separate 
accommodation with that Crown. This, I told him, as your 
Majesty judged fair and equal between the parties and suitable to that 
common confidence that all the parties in war had lodged in your 
hands, when they received your mediation, so, I told him, it was 
what had ever been practised by general mediators in all negotiations 
of this kind. He seeming to differ in the point, I prayed him to 
remember what had been the opinion and endeavours of Sweden, 
when they were mediators at Cologne, as to your separate treaty 
with Holland, how they had resolved to oppose it. The Ambassador 
not willing to remember an instance so much in their disfavour, I 
offered to produce the proofs of it out of my journal of Cologne, 
which I presume, in all humility however, to put into your hands 
in confirmation of your own royal judgement in this point, which 
your Majesty will find by the enclosed is now over by the States 
having given new ones to be interchanged at Gottenburg for like 
doubles from Sweden.

4d., whereas they do apply 
that sum to the order and instructions of his Majesty in Council, 
ordering that as to the freight provision should be made for the 
satisfaction thereof in such moderate proportion as may all come 
within the said sum. As to the error pretended in the account, 
though the repliants have no reason to apprehend there was one, 
they take themselves not to be concerned therein, being only 
owners of the ships, and their sum of 1,340l. 9s. 4d. being 
particularly mentioned to be distributed for the freights with 
equality to each owner. As to their pretending no interest or 
satisfaction for loss of market is considered to them, the repliants 
would think it very happy for their loss to receive but one-third of 
their principal freight, whereas all other interessants have received 
their full satisfaction, which had the repliants received, they had 
received a great deal more than the sums allotted them. Whereas 
they pretend the ships never performed their voyage, and therefore 
would debar them of their freight, the repliants cannot imagine 
they should be so unreasonable as to let the repliants be losers of 
that little freight allowed, they having received all their demands 
in full. 

The repliants therefore again beg his Majesty to reinforce his 
instructions for their relief in the payment of the said 1,3401. 9s. 4d. 
so due to them for freight, and that a day may be appointed for 
them to be heard and relieved.

other harm. We judge the damage to be about 3001. In putting 
out this fire five or six men were desperately wounded with the 
fall of a wall, timbers, &ec. This loss happened to Edward Fellows, 
a good churchman. About the same time in the parish of Ripple, 
about three miles from Deal towards the south-west, another fire 
happened at the outhouse of John Fox, a blacksmith, by the 
carelessness of his wife keeping also a straw fire. The straw 
caught alight of a sudden and burnt down the dwelling-house, 
shop, outhouse and barn to the ruin of the smith, and yet the 
whole value not above 40l., beside the housing which was demised 
by a poor man and was all his livelihood.

The smallpox has been and yet is almost in 
every house ; many have died of them. These two days past at

The Dutch say that 6 or 8 of their men-of- 
war lie to watch the motion of the four French ships in the Downs. 

We have had two. brave showers long much wanted with us and > 
near 8 or 10 miles distance.

Another Act of Excise in 
Ireland says for every lb. of tobacco must be paid ld. The Act of 
subsidy was first made. It is insisted that what is imposed by the 
Act of Excise is not to be understood as included in the 13d. imposed 
by the Customs. N.B. In usage the Farmers have usually taken 
neither 1d. nor 14d. but 2d. If the Act of Excise was since the 
Act of Subsidy, it seems as if the ld. Excise were a distinct 
addition to the 13d. Customs. N.B. Subsidy in the laws of 
Ireland imports all duties created by Act of Parliament. This 
interpretation if carried in favour of the merchants will cost 
12,000/. per annum to the King’s Customs in England. Pemberton. 
—It is allowed by the adverse party that 13d. by the Custom Act 
is subsidy only. Only is referred to subsidy not to the payment, 
not as if that were all that paid any way in all, but only in the way 
of subsidy and 1d. still to be paid by way of Excise as the following 
Act imposed. King.—The Act of Subsidy does not repeal that of 
Excise. The subsidy is to be paid by the importer, the Excise by 
the retailer. Sawyer.—No, the Excise is payable by the importer 
or first buyer. Lord Keeper.—Left to law in Ireland, &c. :

The 
office he seeks to be restored to concerns not only the receipt of my 
profit but is of great importance to the dispatch of justice, and I 
am in law answerable for all his faults, whether of negligence or 
corruption; and I think him in many other respects, besides his 
necessitous condition, unfit for the employment.

They also saw another Dutch fleet outward-bound, about 60 sail, off 
the Lizard, plying eastward, wind §.W., and it is supposed they are 
cruising to sea yet, for on Saturday above 20 sail were seen off this 
harbour, which made as if they would come in, but stood off to sea 
again to save port charges, wind S.W. 

Several vessels bound for Newfoundland are come in that have 
lost both the rest of their fleet and two men-of-war, their convoy.

ever sailed together, being very well officered and all their seamen 
and soldiers in great subjection, for, though they were forced to: be 
much ashore in time of cleaning, where the seamen were enough pro- 
voked, as you may easily believe, when the very captains could hear 
themselves, as they walked in the street, called French dogs (so 
barbarous this town of Shields was to them), yet neither seaman nor 
officer would ever take notice of any abuse, and this carriage so took 
me as I confess I was of their party while on shore, and indeed 
reproved the constables and some of the better sort of inhabitants 
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for not governing those under them better. Now that they were 
rude to a ship or two, as I suppose you or Secretary Coventry 
may have advertisement of from other hands, perhaps my being 
civil may be thought a crime, as I confess it was an omission that 
I did not ask to see their commission, but, if I had known them 
to be privateers, I could do no less than I did, as I hope you will 
answer for me, in case I should be misrepresented, till I come up 
to answer for myself.

This ship has been these six 
weeks in company with three more, the St. Nicholas, the 
Admiral, the Victoria and the Brave, all of St. Malo, which 
have taken two ships with Englishmen in them that had 
English passes. The men they turned ashore at Dunkirk 
and put the ships into that harbour. Besides they robbed 
several other English ships. The aforesaid ships are now 
at anchor in the Shields, where he escaped from them. 
There are three Flemings on board the St. Francis and an 
Englishman and a Scotchman on board the Brave, who 
can testify more than he can, by reason he was not suffered 
to go on board any of the prizes they took. Since thew 
coming to Tynemouth harbour he has heard some of the 
lieutenants say they would use the English worse than they 
had done by reason of some affronts they had received at 
the Shields. When they are at sea, they do not own that 
they belong to St. Malo, but either to Flushing or to Brest, 
and put out either English or Dutch colours.

The 4th he was at anchor in Sunderland Bay, purposing for 
Newcastle, but by reason of the great storm his anchor broke, 
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and he was forced off to sea, and endeavoured towards Tyne- 
mouth haven, but within two or three miles of Tynemouth Castle 
he saw two men-of-war with Dutch colours, one of which fired 
a gun, which he thought had been to salute the other ship, for 
there was no shot in it, and presently he fired another with a 
shot, but it did not reach the deponent’s vessel, nor did he think 
of any harm, nor that these guns were fired at his vessel, where- 
fore he made still forward for the port. Presently a third shot 
came directly across the forefoot of his vessel, whereupon he laid 
her under the man-of-war’s stern, who forthwith sent his boat 
and commanded the deponent on board. As soon as he came 
there, he discovered them to be Frenchmen notwithstanding their 
colours, and though the lieutenants said they belonged to Flushing. 
The vessel he was commanded on board is called the Saint 
Francis of St. Malo. The captain with a strong cane immediately 
began to beat the deponent and gave him three heavy blows on 
his body and arm, and two punches on the body with the end of 
the cane, which were great damage to him, he being nigh 60, 
and the said captain likewise demanded 5l. of the deponent, who 
being frightened and trembling by reason of such strokes forth- 
with delivered what money he had about him, being about 32s., of 
which the captain took 25s., and restored the remainder and 
then sent him on board his own vessel, but the Frenchmen which 
came with him took away by violence out of his ship pork and 
beef which he had for his company’s necessary food. Newcastle, 
6 June.

The information of William Swan, master mariner. Four French

Certainly in time of danger 
their zeal and courage for the defence of the Church will not be 
found, who are known to be no other but changelings, having

Before the 
commissioners issued warrants, it was well-known that the sums 
cast up to 33,6397. 10s. 8d. were cast up short 5781. 15s. 4d., and it 
was discoursed among them that it might be equally borne by all 
the interessents: To defray all charges and gratifications in gaining 
the 35,0001. 263 per cent. was by consent abated by each man con- 
cerned in the 34,238/. 6s. Mr. Tyte being one of the interessents 
received his dividend, and also prevailed with three of the Com- 
missioners to vote him a gratuity of 500/. which the other three 
refused, but Mr. Tyte gave the casting vote in his own favour. He 
also prevailed with the said three Commissioners to vote Samuel 
Missenden 250l., though alleged to be a person so obnoxious to the 
interessents as to deserve nothing from them. The whole loss was 
stated by the Judge of the Admiralty to amount to 38,6391. 101. 8d. 
and the King ordered in Council that for the freight the Hamburgers 
should pay 1,340I. 9s. 4d. to complete the 35,000/., which was done. 
Now, if the particulars given in by the Judge had not come to 
80,000/., the petitioners concerned in the freight could never expect 
any benefit, and so they hope they shall receive no loss but that 
Tyte and Missenden may refund the 500/. and 2501. and the plain- 
tiffs have his Majesty’s order for warrants for the 1,3401. 9s. 4d.

Minutes of the proceedings at the Committee of Trade about the 
fires in London. Several justices and some constables attended. 
Mr. Lenthall said 3 or 4 fires happened since the great one 
in Southwark.

In January Laurence Saunders, a gunsmith, brought to 
him 4 persons, one said to be Capt. Hurst, formerly page to the Duke 
of York, who ordered 60 knives of a size given by the next day, but 
did not come to fetch them; that the Lord Mayor being informed 
examined him thereon and ordered him to apprehend the parties 
who ordered the knives and who had also ordered 12 pairs of pocket 
pistols from the gunsmith, but that he had failed to discover Hurst, 
and that Brown, a cutler, bought some of the knives, to help him to 
sell them off and that the Lord Mayor told him that the knives were 
such as Prince Rupert shot out of his guns.

His master is a tall black- 
haired young man, and has a wife. Dowse, a coal heaver in New 
Market, near Vere Street, set the examinant on to burn houses in 
Southwark afterwards, and he came over the water again at night, 
when the waterman carried him to the watch at the Bankside. 
Dowse gave him a white stick, hollow with gunpowder in it, and 
bade him use it to burn more houses in Southwark, which the 
examinant threw out of the boat, and it made a noise like a 
cannon.

Account of Sir P. Monckton’s services at York. When General 
Moncke declared in Scotland and sent letters to Mr. Bowles, 
the minister, and Lord Fairfax and desired them to get York for 
him, Lord Fairfax commanded Mr. Bowles to communicate 
the business to me and desire my concurrence, and that I should 
engage Sir Hugh Bethell on the King’s account. (Account of 
how Monckton procured Bethell’s adherence.) I told Mr. 
Bowles, Sir Henry Cholmely and several others I consulted 
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with, that all Protestants ought now to lay aside their animosities 
and unite to preserve ourselves, for Lambert would draw the 
Quakers into his army and others under that notion, and would 
then secure all eminent Protestants that were for the King and 
the Parliament, and declare himself both King and Papist and 
so cut off at one blow his Majesty’s friends both at home and 
abroad. This had a great influence to animate those I spoke 
to, to stir. The Quakers gave out their orders, several of which 
were intercepted, to rendezvous at Col. Lilburne’s house in 
the New Park near York on the 5th of the 1st month, where 
Lambert, as he said at York on his passage to Newcastle, would 
be 10,000, with which he would keep his army in obedience, being 
told it might desert him. This rendezvous was luckily prevented 
by Lord Fairfax’s rising 30 Dec. sooner than was designed. 
I earnestly pressed that the General might be advised of Lord 
Fairfax’s intentions, lest his little army shall fall from him in 
the face of so great a force as Lambert had. (Account of sending 
Bryan Fairfax and Capt. Bacon to Moncke with this news, of 
whom the latter was arrested at Newcastle but the former got to 
Moncke at Coldstream.) The news he brought was communicated 
to the army, by which Lambert got knowledge of it and immedi- 
ately commanded away Col. Lilburne to York with 500 commanded 
horse, all picked men, and told him that, if these with 500 foot 
and 120 horse that were in garrison there were not sufficient, he 
should have the whole army, for York he must not lose. With 
Lilburne was a great confidant of Lambert's, Capt. Turner, a 
Jesuit under the notion of a Quaker. They had orders to seize 
Lord Fairfax and the Duke of Buckingham, which forced him 
to rise sooner than he intended, but on his rising he drew off 
Major Smithson of Lilburne’s regiment who brought his and 
some other troops to my lord, which, with the news of my lord’s 
rising with the gentlemen of the country and the horse Lambert 
had sent with Lilburne, not only made him incapable of staying 
at Newcastle, but obliged him to get to York, if possible, before 
Lord Fairfax should seize it. My lord foresaw it was more fit 
for me to stay with Mr. Bowles at York not only to advise with 
him, but to avoid what had like to have lost the whole design, 
for some of the army that joined him highly cavilled at some old 
Cavaliers, though they willingly admitted their sons. He desired 
me to send what assistance I could; which was 20 men well 
armed and mounted whom I sent to Sir Hugh Bethell under 
the conduct of my cousin, Capt. Edmund Monckton. 

On Lord Fairfax’s sending Mr. Bowles word that he intended to 
appear before the city at 12 on New Year’s Day, we advised 
him to attack a postern gate on the south side of the river, and 
we would have musketeers lodged in Sir Thomas Widdrington’s 
house, that would scour the line, so that his men might safely 
come to the gate and force it. 

On my lord’s appearance at the time prefixed, Lilburne caused the 
gates to be shut and disposed every man to his post and sent 
patrols of horse through the streets perpetually. After my lord 
had been before the town two hours, and did not attempt it, 
which was because of the late disorder amongst them about some 
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old Cavaliers, Mr. Bowles said he wondered he did not attempt 
it and asked me what I thought. I told him I feared that, if 
the enemy had not some diversion made by the citizens, my lord 
would not be able to enter before Lambert’s arrival. Bowles 
desired me to send to the citizens to rise, which I did. They 
sent me word they were ready, but would not rise unless I would 
head them. I told those they sent that my appearing might be 
a disadvantage, as the enemy might say it was a Cavaliers’ plot, 

which was not to be owned till the city was in my lord’s possession 

or Lambert’s army totally broken. They being positive they 
would not rise without me; I told them they should find me at 
the Minster, for it was necessary they must rise, and bade them 

repair to the Minster on the tolling of the great bell, and I would 
disguise my being with them as well as I could. I made my 

servants fill their pockets with powder and bullets and went 

with them to the Minster, and caused the bell to toll and locked 

up all the doors but those I told the citizens should be opened for 

them. By the time 60 were come in, some friends of the enemy 

advised the main guard that the citizens were assembling in the 

Minster on which 120 foot came down with their matches cocked 

and lighted and 100 horse. The citizens who were thereby 

prevented from coming to us assembled in two other churches. 


Among those in the Minster was an honest fellow who had a 


blunderbuss. Him I placed as a sentinel outside the south door 
of the Minster, and bade him stand, and I would keep him 
company, and, when the enemy came and began to draw up in 
the little plain within 20 yards of the door, he should present 
his blunderbuss, but by no means fire, and should cry, “A 
Fairfax, a free Parliament,” and they in the Minster should 
answer him with the greatest noise they could. 


I stood within the door and saw the captain come up sword in hand 


and his men following him. As the sentinel presented his blunder- 
buss, I leaped from within and clapped hold of the dog of his 
blunderbuss and stood with my hand on it, by which it seemed to 
the captain and his soldiers I had hindered his firing on them, on 
which the captain asked me the reason of the citizens being in 
arms. I told him I was there by accident, and he had seen I had 
prevented great effusion of blood, for, had it not been for me, the 
blunderbuss would have fired on his men. I said the citizens 
were there to facilitate Lord Fairfax’s entrance, who was at the 
gates with many gentlemen of the country and Major Smithson 
with some troops of the army, to whem his lordship had given 
an assurance of their arrears and of a reward for joining him, 
and that he had sent to the citizens to assure the officers and 
soldiers in the city that they should have the same conditions, if 
they would join him. The captain said, if they might be 
assured of this by my lord, they would join him, and, if 
I would go with him to my lord, that he might receive this 
assurance from himself, he would engage that I should go and 
return with safety, and that nothing should be attempted by his 
men against those in the Minster during my absence, if I would 
likewise engage that nothing should be attempted by them against 
his men. 
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I went to the citizens and told them what was proposed, and that, 
if there were any treachery, I had rather expose myself than any 
of them, and that, if in my absence they attempted them, they 
should retire into the steeple. The many doors in the Minster 
were not to be made good, and, till they were attempted, they 
should keep the guards on the several doors as they were, and 
that door that was open full of their best men, and they should 
suffer no one to see what they were, there being very good 
men and some that had been officers. I then went and told the 
captain that they agreed to what he proposed, and. that I would 
go with him, but that I was so lame I could not without my 
horse, and therefore desired him to let me send a servant to my 
house for one, who with my horse brought me word that my wife, 
who was very great with child, on hearing we were going to fight, 
broke from some ladies who were with her, and ran into the 
street, and had come to the Minster, but that she was carried 
back by force. 

As soon as I was mounted, the captain on foot made a passage for 
us through his foot, but on our approach to the horse, who had 
not seen what I had done, their captain cried, Away with him, 
away with him. I said ‘‘ Hold, I am no prisoner, and I am 
your best friend in town, for had it not been for me, who 
prevented the blunderbuss from firing, as this captain saw, there 
might have been a great slaughter of your soldiers, and had I 
not prevented that considerable body of citizens in the Minster 
from falling on you, they would have beaten you up to the gates, 
and have let in Lord Fairfax, but now by my means you may 
have the same terms as the Irish Brigade have.” On this 
the captain was so much calmed, that I asked him if I might go 
out of my way to see my wife, which he assented to and went 
with me, endeavouring to inform himsely what number were 
in the Minster. I told him they seemed to be considerable, 
as they did to the foot captain on their crying, “A Fairfaz, 
a free Parliament.”. When I went into my house with the foot 
captain, the other galloped away as fast as he could to the port, 
where my lord was on the outside and Lilburne was within. 

When I had stayed a little with my wife, I went on horseback to the 
port, where I found the captain of horse and Martin Lyster, 
Lambert’s brother-in-law, going with a paper of terms to my 
lord, on which his party was admitted in a few hours. Lyster 
went immediately to Lambert, who was that night at Ripon with 
his army, whence he sent 400 horse to reinforce the garrison, 
who came to the gates by 2 in the morning, and alarmed those of 
my lord’s party within but could not enter, on which they 
dispersed, and, as soon as Lyster told Lambert what had 
happened at York, he disguised himself immediately and left his 
army. 

When Lambert escaped from the Tower, he sent Col. Salmon 
to surprise York for him, and by that to gain a reputation to 
his insurrection. I happened to come out of Derbyshire to York 
the night it was to have surprised, in order to which one 
Peveril’s troop of horse was secretly drawn into the town, 
who came in as cavaliers to several inns. The governor, 
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Major Waterhouse, was tempted with 1,5001. and was promised 
a regiment and to be governor for his life. Mr. Bowles called 
me up by 2 m the morning to go to him, and I prevailed 
with him to keep the town for the King, which he did, and by his 
advice I went to Welbeck to Lord Ogle that day, and spoke with 
Lord Castleton and several gentlemen by the way and told them 
what had like to have happened at York, and bade them prepare 
to oppose Lambert, who would rise about Edgehill. Lord Ogle 
wrote several letters to Nottingham, Derby, Leicester and 
Stafford and sent to Lord Clare and Col. Rossiter to meet him 
in Sherwood Forest, where we met them about 10 at night. 
After I related to my Lord and Col. Rossiter how York had 
like to have been surprised, I advised the colonel to draw his 
men, who were quartered at Stamford, further from Lambert's 
intended rendezvous to Lincoln, and to invite thither all his 
own friends and the King’s friends who would keep them in 
obedience. Though it was his marriage night, he went to 
his men and marched them to Lincoln, otherwise they had gone 
to Lambert, which if they had done, and Lambert had had the 
reputation of having York, the General’s army would have left 
him, for, as he was, some were marching and others attempting 
to march from all the quarters in England. 

The first place Lambert appeared in was Welling with 80 
horse only. This place was equally distant, 14 miles, from 
Northampton and Leicester, where both the counties were 
assembled for electing knights. From the first place all the 
electors fled, so dreadful was the appearance of Lambert with 
that inconsiderable force. At Leicester all the electors left the 
the high sheriff, Col. Font (Faunt), save 16, all he could get to 
stay with him.

Besides the magistrates will take no care in it, the rich will not give 
themselves the trouble or lie under the scandal of an informer, and 
the poorer sort dare not undertake it for fear of being ruined, 
meeting with nothing but discouragements, and the Nonconformists 
buzzing in their ears, that, if their meetings were displeasing to 
the King, the magistrates would be checked for neglecting their 
duty, and therefore it was vain for any to concern himself with 
them for he would get but his neighbours’ ill will and trouble and 
expense to himself. Whatever they preach or prate, whenever his

T. Aslaby to Williamson. The master of a ketch of this town 
for Hull from Stockholm tells us he came from thence about 
14 days since and gives an account of the great victory of the Dane 
and Hollander against the Swede. The Swedes were above 60 sail 
and the Danes not above 35. The Swedes had much the better and 
chased the Danes to their own harbour, where they met with Van 
Tromp with 12 Hollanders, and on saluting each other they stood 
off to sea again to fight the Swedes, they having the weather gage. 
The Swedish Vice-Admiral, called the Sword, being in the van and 
in danger of falling into the throng of the enemies, the Swedish 
Admiral, being a ship of 120 guns, tacked to bring his ship to his 
assistance, it blowing hard, and on. his tack overset and blew up by 
some accident of fire in the powder-room, not above 15 being saved 
out of 1,500. The master says the Swedes confess the loss of 12 of 
their best ships burnt and taken. In his passage he came through 
the Danes’ fleet and was on board their Admiral who told him they 
had destroyed 12 of the Swedes. There were in the Admiral five 
deputy admirals, who were all lost. The Admiral who was out in 
their fleet last year, when they were forced in by storm, was laid 
aside on some misunderstanding, so was not in this engagement, 
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but was sent down to command their fleet that was returned after 
the engagement. There was an embargo on the English ships, but 
the then Admiral sent an express to the Court to know the reason 
of it and immediately ordered them to sail. Here are also three ships 
of this town from Norway but they bring no news. Wind S.E.

The master says he saw the 
Swedish fleet, before they put to sea, which consisted of 58 or 60 
sail, and that he was also there, when they came in from fighting 
the Danes and Dutch fleet, but not above 36 sail returned. As the 
Swedes were going to engage the enemy and tacking for the wind, 
their Admiral ship, the Crown of 186 brass guns, having a stiff gale, 
her guns all running to the leeside, overset, and, before she was 
half sunk, fire got to her powder, and blew her up, and next her 
the Sword on the very first engaging was set on fire by Admiral 
Tromp’s fireship, which he took for Tromp’s own ship, whereupon 
their whole fleet was so discouraged, that immediately after they 
ran for it, and, had it not been for Capt. William Lee, a Whitby 
man and one of their captains, fewer of them had got home, for 
which good service the King of Sweden has given him a gold chain 
and made him one of his admirals. Capt. Lee was several times 
on board the ketch after the engagement. Twenty captains and 
five gunners were carried up, which the master supposed would be 
hanged for not fighting. On coming home he met another vessel 
homeward-bound. The master told him, he had been amongst the 
Danes and Dutch fleet after the engagement and had seen six 
great Swedish men-of-war amongst them. Wind 8.W.  [Jbid.

Silas Taylor to Williamson. By a pink arrived here yesterday 
from Gottenburg we hear that it was reported there that the Danes 
had the better of the Swedish fleet.

The Lord Chancellor asked, By whose advice he made this speech? 
He desired no question might be asked him against himself. Lord 
Chancellor: Who was acquainted with what you spoke before he 
spoke it? Jenks magnifies his own loyalty and the City’s. 
The King: I know the City well enough without you, they need not 
your fostering. The King knows their loyalty. Jenks: He 
conceives that every member had liberty to debate whatever he 
thinks for the service of the King and the good of the City. He 
thought this so, and this was so accepted that it passed the Court 
nem. con. It was declared by the Common Serjeant and the two 
sheriffs as the common and just desire and resolution of the Common 
Hall. The King: It is said otherwise by the Sheriffs, and the 
Lord Mayor never heard of it. Jenks: Itis true. It was the Act 
of the Court and carried up to the Lord Mayor as such. It was said 
by the sheriffs that the matter was so, and it was the judgment of 
the Court and there was an answer to it by the Lord Mayor, that he 
would concur in this and whatever else the City would, &c. He 
thinks he might propose it. He did so to the Court of Aldermen. 
He had the Common Hall, and, if he mistakes not, he has made the 
major part of the City to his opinion. He should not go 
from anything he said there. The King: Who made you a 
Councillor to dissolve Parliament? Lord Chancellor: Who advised 
you to it? Jenks: He does notunderstand he is obliged to say, it being 
the sense of the whole Court, he being thus charged, &c. Secretary 
Coventry: How could you know it was the sense before you spoke? 
Jenks: He had it from the multitude. He knows the practice of 
that Court and does not know what that of this is and whether he be 
bound to answer. He thinks that anybody may address for any 
thing that is a grievance, &c. He has done nothing but what 
the law allows. The law allows to address for anything to the King 
that is not against law. Lord Chancellor: The law will tell 
you, whether this be according to law. In the meantime, if you will 
be refusing to say who advised it, who was privy to it? Jenks: 
Desires to be excused from answering. Sir P. Monckton called 
in. The letter of Brocklesby, the minister, to Sir W. Yorke, 
read, giving an account of what passed between him and Sir Philip. 
That the King was the great support of the Protestant religion. 
That it was the thoughts of many, that the King could be snatched 
out of our hands, so soon as the King of France was at leisure, &c. 
That there were 20 gentlemen of quality who could live in London 
in more than ordinary splendour to take care of putting laws 
in execution against Papists, to prosecute priests, and all this 


In another Parliament. That they would need a sum of money 


to maintain themselves, &c. That I should try where to take it up. 
He answered, this design was dangerous. Sir Philip answered, that 
it was very innocent, &c., that the thing designed was only a 
parliament, that the King would not dislike a petition for a parlia- 
ment, &c. Sir Philip confessed, 1, the King’s snatching away, &c., 
2, the 20 men that met, 8, the 6 to present the petition, 4, the King’s 
liking of a petition; cannot say if he said so. That Sir R. Carr had 
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declared in Lincolnshire he would assist in it, to bring the Common 
Council in London, &c., to address. Against-Sir R.Carr. That he 
would not meddle in the information brought him by the two 
Justices; that he would promote the thing in the Common Council, 
i.e. to present a petition.

The Commissioners of the Customs to the King. In obedience 
to the order in Council of 9 June last, transmitted us by the Lord 
Treasurer, with his direction to us to cause blank passes to be 
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printed and dispersed among the officers of the outports appointed 
by the late rules to issue passes and to report why Portsmouth is 
not named, or may not fitly be named among the ports authorized 
to grant passes, we answer that on transmitting the late rules to 
the collectors of the outports they were directed to apply to our 
Secretary for such blank passes as they should think fit, who 
informs us that they have all been furnished therewith by him, and 
that he does not know of any port that wants blank passes at 
present. As to the omission of Portsmouth, on observing that one 
great occasion of obtaining fraudulent passes was the multitude of 
places granting them, we offered the taking away the power of 
granting them from several places, and among them from Ports- 
mouth, for the following reasons :— 

1. Very few or no merchants live there, and the trade thereof is 
very inconsiderable. 

2. By a certificate from our collector there, it appears that 
there are but 11 ships belonging to Portsmouth, the biggest one of 
70 tons, one of 50 and the rest but of 30 and under. Southampton 
being so nigh, this small number might very well be supplied with 
passes from thence. 

8. As the customs there were so little that they did not nearly 
pay the salaries of the officers, we lately moved the Lord Treasurer 
that the surveyor and other officers might be retrenched, which is 
since done, so we have not officers enough there fit to be entrusted 
with this power, considering the great number of foreign-built 
ships arriving daily at the Isle of Wight and thereabouts, and the 
cunning devices daily practised for obtaining fraudulent passes. 

Southampton lies convenient enough for any ships that come 
to those parts to obtain passes, and has a surveyor and other 
necessary officers. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 383, No. 2.]

soon as we receive them. 

As to the cases wherein you desire our opinion, viz., where a pass 
shall be demanded in pursuance of the treaties with Algiers, Tunis

The first had from him 
in small runlets about a hogshead of wine, which was all the 
damage he sustained from both. The Providence took in her lading 
of tobacco at Bush river in Maryland. The Indians there have 
been very troublesome, and the Susquehannas had built a fort at 
the head of the Potomac, and with about 200 of them kept it two 
months, notwithstanding 7 or 800 lay before it, and at last, when 
their provisions were spent, issued out, and most of them 
got away. These troubles hindered the planters getting in 
— ye and made tobacco something scarce this year. [Jbid.

The Governor of 
Maryland, hearing that the Indians had fallen in upon Virginia, sent 
a boat to be advertised of the truth, who returned 21 May last 
and brought word that they had fallen on some of the outward 
plantations, and that they had raised forces against them, and that 
the governor had caused a tax to be levied for discharge of the army, 
on which there was a difference betwixt the inhabitants, for those 
that went to fight would not pay anything, saying they ought to pay 
that stayed at home and enjoyed their plantations, which dissension 
is like to prove worse than the enemy. ([Jbid.

Holman also reports that a Major or Col. Bacon in Virginia, 
having his family destroyed by the Indians, desired the Governor 
there to have some force to oppose or be revenged on the Indians, 
and that, the Governor not consenting, he raised forces and went 
against the Indians, and that the Governor, having summoned 
him to come in and he refusing, was marching against him with 
some forces.

I enclose onr town’s address to 
Richard, Protector, which came from one formerly of their 
Assembly, where you will find several of our new militia officers, as 
our colonel, Sir George England, our major, Bayliff Thaxter, and 
Captain Richard Huntington, besides several of the old Presby- 
terlan gang, that are at present justices and aldermen of our town, 
who are marked with P. There are also the chief of our 
Independents marked with I. In another are the names of all the 
bayliffs and justices from 1661 till now, and how we came here into 
the condition we are in. The other papers are Capt. Clarke’s with 
his petitions and orders of the Board thereon, which orders coming to 
Sir William Doyley’s hands and Robert Suckling’s, his son-in-law, he 
could get no report, though everything was plainly made appear by 
those who were bayliffs and justices the year that Capt. Clarke dis- 
persed the conventicle, but the second order with the annexed narra- 
tive was never examined, there being too many of his friends therein 
concerned, but on the contrary they huffed so at Capt. Clarke, that 
he was forced to let the business fall which had put him to no small 
charge and trouble, and it quite discouraged the friends of the King 
and Church, so that hitherto they have been forced to truckle 
under, and their spirits are so low now that Sir Thomas Medowes 
has left the town, that they are afraid to be seen in my company or 
to open their mouths against any of the said persons, and, if Capt. 
Huntington stand this brunt and come off, the town’s their own and 
the hearts of the others broke, for certainly the impudence and 
false reports of these people and the others continuing in command 
will prevail with them to believe that the Church is going down.

afterwards sent the master away for the Downs. This afternoon 
he was brought ashore in a sea cradle, not being able to stand or 
sit. This relation I had from some of her crew, but write much 
less than what was spoken.

In three weeks or a month he will pay this. January [rent] will 
be paid in May, February in June, and so on.

As to the 
March pay, not one complaint. There will be in the treasury 
enough to pay this party that march into the North. Out of the 
rents now growing due on the farm of the first payment at March 
last, 24,000/. is repaid to Lord Ranelagh as due to him on his last 
farm.

By the declarations 
of some that saw her first on fire, I certainly find it was done 
intentionally to destroy the Dutch fleet, now in the said harbour, 
for within half a pistol shot of her lay the Dutch admiral, a fireship, 
and a ship of 700 tons loaden with ammunition miraculously 
preserved. She fell aboard the ammunition ship all of a light fire, 
which occasioned a sad outcry amongst them all that they were

blazing stars and continued 6 or 7 minutes in their elevation. One 
of the shipkeepers was scalded, another like to be burnt, never the 
like seen in our parts, as I suppose Mr. Tillard will inform you. 
Great watchings are now aboard all ships fearing further mischief.

their rudder several leagues at sea, so with much difficulty they got 
into harbour. They did not call at Jamaica, but say all things are 
in a good posture in those parts. 

The 26th came in here the Dover dogger of London in 6 weeks 
from the Barbados. They say they have been 28 m[onths] out of 
England, and have been several months on the coast of Guinea, 
where they took in 82 negroes and landed them at Barbados 
except 6 or 7 that died in their passage. They sold them at good 
rates. Several ships are there, and sugars are very scarce, so that 
many of them will come home dead freighted. About the Line 
they met a French man-of-war, who was very civil to them. There 
came out in their company only one Bristol man. Wind now 
§.8.W. Three vessels loaden with tin are gone to Rouen and one 
or two more ready, but are stopped on the King of France’s levying 
an imposition of 12 livres a hundred more on tin; so that the 
whole duty is now about 25 livres per cwt.

An Account of the proceedings at Guild-hall at the Tolke-moot 
(sic) or Common Hall, held 24 June, 1676, relating to the City’s 
petitioning for a new Parliament. Mr. Jenks said :—It seems vain 
for this court to be serious about the choice of magistrates, except 
they first take care to remedy the many grievances the City now 
groans under. London has been once burnt, and firing is now such 
a trade that not only London but all the places of principal trade 
throughout the kingdom are perpetually in danger. Such is the 
general decay of trade that, if not remedied, it must ruin the whole 
City, which is conceived to be very much occasioned by the French, 
who have laid such imposts.on our manufactures that we have 
almost lost our trade with France, and they have spoiled our trade 
with Holland, Flanders and Germany by war. They have ruined 
our home trade by the quantity of their silks and other unnecessary 
commodities imported, so that on the balance of trade between 
us and them we lose 1,100,000/. every year. By this means those 
who in Queen Elizabeth’s time might not be suffered to build men-of- 
war are now so powerful at sea as to be able to beat both Dutch and 
Spaniard and they have made themselves in a manner sole masters 
of the Mediterranean. They daily injure and affront our English 
merchants, sometimes in our own ports. Their privateers daily 
take and plunder our merchant ships and strip, imprison and 
torment our seamen to the great discouragement of our navigation. 
What is worse than all the rest is the just apprehension on the 
minds of good men of danger to his Majesty and the Protestant 
religion. 


I have endeavoured several times to bring these things before the 
Common Council, but could not. At the last Common Council 
I desired the Lord Mayor that a Common Council might be speedily 
held to consider a petition about trade, subscribed by a great 
number of citizens of good quality, and he then promised that one 
should be speedily held. But it is a good time since and there have 
been many fires and losses but no Common Council. Therefore 
I move that some members of this Court may accompany the 
sheriffs and the Common Serjeant, before proceeding to any other 
matter, to the Lord Mayor and Aldermen to desire that a Common 
Council might be speedily held to petition his Majesty that he 
would, according to the statutes of 4 and 36 Edw. III., timely call 
a new parliament. 


Scarcely were the words “ A new parliament” pronounced, but a 
very great number cried out “Well moved, well moved” and, 
though none spoke up formally to the sheriffs, yet several spoke 
enough to show high approbation, and no one word was spoken in 
contradiction, which when the Common Serjeant saw, to prevent, 
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as is conceived, others speaking to the same matter, he spoke as 
follows :— 


What had been moved seemed to be the general sense of the 
whole Court. His opinion was that it was not so proper to carry 
up the message as first to determine their election and then carry 
up an account of these and that together. But many insisted 
on the motion and desired a message to be sent up immediately. 
Then one of the sheriffs acknowledged that was said by the 
first speaker was true, but that he had long known Common Halls, 
and believed that the proper work of the day was the election 
of officers and therefore desired the Court would proceed to that, and 
not carry up the message till afterwards. To which one replied that 
that Court was one of the ancientest, greatest, and most powerful in 
the City, and, though the customary business of the day was 
the choice of officers, yet the Court had cognizance of any thing 
relating to the good of the City, and therefore nothing was more 
proper than this, which concerned the preservation of the City from 
utter ruin. 


On which the other sheriff said, that what the gentleman had 
moved was true and not unknown to most of those present, but he 
was of his brother’s opinion, that it was fit not to carry up the 
message till after the election. Many being still dissatisfied and 
calling for a present message to be sent up, the gentleman who 
first moved requested that, since there seemed to be a difference 
touching the time, they would proceed to election and carry up 
the message with the persons elected, which was unanimously 
agreed to. 


On which the Common Hall made their election of sheriffs, and 
sent up an account thereof to the Lord Mayor and Aldermen by the 
Sheriffs and Common Serjeant, as is usual. The Lord Mayor and 
Aldermen presently came down and took their seats in the Court of 
Hustings, on which the Common Serjeant read the names of the 
persons elected. Thereupon the Common Hall called for an 
answer to their message, on which the Common Serjeant, stepping 
forward again, said he had acquainted his Lordship and the 
Aldermen with their request, and that his Lordship had commanded 
him to declare that he would be ready to join with them in that or 
any other thing for the good of the city, and with that the Lord 
Mayor and Aldermen left the Court and dismissed the Assembly. 





Speech intended to be delivered at the Common Hall, held 
20 July (see ante, p. 239). 


After enlarging as in Jenks’ speech on the dangers of fires, the 
increasing power of the French at sea and their outrages on English 
ships and the decay of trade caused by encroachments of French 
manufactures and the impositions in France on English manu- 
factures, it proceeds:—Not only our houses, trades, liberties and 
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lives but our Protestant religion is in eminent danger. The 
Papists amongst us lift up their heads and say their day is 
near, and the English monasteries and convents abroad openly 
declare they shall have their ancient church lands and convents 
again by the French king’s aid. The people are so frighted 
that scarce any man dares buy church lands, and those that will 
run the risk declare two years’ purchase abatement of the price of 
other lands, because of the danger of Popery returning. Is there 
any more than the breath of our king between that and us? If 
the presumptive heir of the Crown be a Roman Catholic, what 
security can be given that the king shall live 8 or nine months ? 
And what safety is there provided for the Protestant religion, if a 
Catholic shall possess the Crown? This being our sad condition, 
what can save this city, but laws fitted by a parliament for every 
grievance? May not our case and the kingdom’s too be desperate, 
if we shall wait 8 or 9 months for the parliament’s meeting ? 


You were lately moved to desire the Lord Mayor to call a Common 
Council to consider an address to his Majesty to call a new 
parliament speedily according to the statutes of 4 and 36 Edw. IIL., 
whereby a parliament is to be holden at least every year, the 
parliament being so prorogued that it cannot be convened within a 
year. Wasa more seasonable and necessary motion ever made? 
How. could a citizen consult his fellows in a more proper place 
and time? How could he move more modestly, than to desire the 
debate of the matter to be had in their lesser assemblies? How 
could he be more studious of peace than to avoid doing anything by 
that numerous assembly, lest it might be tumultuous? What can 
be more innocent than to pray that the citizens’ authority should 
show their case to the king and their thoughts of the means for 
their relief ? 


Yet such a harmless needful motion is now taken by some of the 
king’s Council to be seditious and tumultuous, and your fellow 
citizen and one of your Common Council is made a prisoner for it. 
Our Common Hall is the great authority and power in our City. 
You are instead of the whole body of the freemen, to whom all our 
ancient liberties and customs have been confirmed by the Great 
Charter and by 30 or 40 Acts of Parliament, but, if any of you may 
be imprisoned for mentioning the City’s grievances to you, or for 
moving for an Address to the king according to law, you are no 
more an assembly of any authority or use. Your ancient liberty 
and all the Acts of Parliament are become void to you and all your 
members, if, when you are assembled, you must be dumb. Was it 
ever heard of before, that a member of a lawful assembly was 
imprisoned for making a lawful motion in it, for praying only that 
the king might be moved that the statutes concerning parliaments 
might be put in execution, when need so urgently requires it? If 
it be said that such a motion was not the work of the day, which 
was to’ choose officers, can any be deceived of their prime and 
greatest liberty? To think that the lesser authority of the City can 
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confine the greater to do nothing but what the lesser pleases, were 
to turn the government of the City topsy turvy and make the will 
of the Common Hall inferior to that of the Lord Mayor? In the 
present case less power was exercised than 12 of the Common 
Council have frequently used in demanding a Common Council 
of the Lord Mayor, and this Common Hall was only moved to pray 
it. Had the assembly been only a common meeting of English- 
men, might not any have lawfully discoursed the City’s or country’s 
grievances and dangers, and showed his opinion that nothing but a 
new parliament, speedily called, was likely to relieve them, and that 
it was fit to address the king for it. What can be more modest, 
innocent and dutiful to his Majesty ? 


Even the law of the 18th of this king for preventing tumult and 
disorders in petitioning never restrained any man or assembly from 
petitioning or soliciting others to petition for any thing agreeable to 
the laws established, but allows the Lord Mayor or Common 
Council to address against matter established by law thought 
by them to be grievances ; how then can a motion be criminal that 
a Common Council should address for a parliament, as the law 
requires ? 


If you, the Common Hall, shall by your silence agree that your 
members may be lawfully imprisoned for such innocent, peaceful 
motions, you must bid adieu not only to all the rights and liberties 
of your City, but to the common liberty of Englishmen, you must 
bid farewell to the happy security of our lives, liberties and estates 


by the laws, whereby every man ought to be safe in his person and 
estate, unless he transgress the law, and must yield yourselves 
subject to the wills of a few courtiers and be buried in gaols, 
or otherwise destroyed, if you displease them, though in praying for 
what might be demanded as your right. 


Had there been no need of a parliament being presently called 
before this strange invasion of all your City liberties and all English 
freedom in imprisoning one of your members without bail for doing 
his duty, this alone were sufficient reason for you to address 
his Majesty for a speedy parliament. [Printed. 14 pages. S.P.

His eyes continue so 
bad that he prays your excuse for not writing, but returns you all 
real thanks for granting his petition.

At Appleby the Judges had great patience in hearing a warm 
dispute about the Sessions as to the place and manner of holding 
them. Sir G. F. and Mr. Fleming argued the point of law with the 
Judges, but the Judges appeared the better lawyers, and after a full 
hearing the Judges propounded an accommodation, which was 
readily assented to by me, and at last by the Barony justices, the 
adjournment of the sessions as was stood upon by my fellows and 
myself found to be according to law and a general sessions once 
a year necessary. On the whole matter it is a great ease to my 
mind that the Judges have a clear sight how matters are carried on 
in these counties and how impossible it is for me to act the part I 
have hitherto done in the King’s service without my son’s assistance, 
which his Majesty once thought necessary and promised it to me, 
and, if he had but come into Carlisle in the condition he was 
formerly, a captain of a company, I should not have been 
discouraged, but with all submission have patiently attended the 
knowledge of his pleasure in the matter of Carlisle for the future,

Then Mr, Wyndham, to whom 
I can never be sufficiently thankful, took the business in hand of 
his own accord, got a man turned out for him and procured him an 
order to ride in Lord Oxford’s troop, 23 May, in which he has 
served till now, but has received no pay, notwithstanding his service 
and his charge in providing himself with suitable equipage, and his 
case is the harder, because ’tis probable he might ere this have got 
a vacancy in the Duke’s troop or purchased a place elsewhere at a 
cheaper rate than what it has cost him for himself and horse, since 
he came to England, but he had still hopes of being as freely listed in 
the Guards, as he gave up his place when he came out of Ireland. 

Now, because Mr. Secretary has designed him a kindness, I hope 
he will not take it amiss to be informed thus much of his condition, 
and therefore I desire you to do so. He told me, he could have 
wished him of some other profession, and, though he has been bred

The time may come 
when I may say in your face: I am as honest and loyal a subject 
as yourself, and have freedom to inquire for these things, which 
were not all my own. It was heathenish like, to leave me no 
clothes at all, not these I used at sea. If the reprobate be 
condemned to everlasting fire for not giving clothes to the poor, 
what shall become of them that take both their food and raiment 
from them? However, He that careth for the ravens and clotheth 
the lilies, I hope, will provide for me, and arraign you before the 
Bench from which there is no fleeing. I did not bid you farewell 
at Charing Cross, because one, in whose pocket Mr. William Welsh’s 
letter was, began to forge lies upon me, when you went out, and 
discouraged me by telling me it would go very hard with me, for, 
said he, the King will turn you over to the law, and ordain his 
Attorney-General to pursue you, and I have let several noblemen and 
intelligent persons see this copy, who say it will draw very deep, 
another adding that it will go hard with me for want of friends, as 
justice depended on friendship. My innocence before gave me courage 
and confidence, but, when I heard that I was like to have law with- 
out justice, I was glad to embrace my liberty on any account. I know 
the worst that could have been done was but to have deprived me of 
my poor being, yet my life is not so contemptible that I should 
throw it away, nor so pleasant that I should crack my brains for 
a contrivance to save it. Therefore I will live as long as the Lord 
pleases, notwithstanding, if it were not to cast myself as a stumbling 
block before others to make them guilty of my blood, I could freely 
present myself before my pursuers, and endure all the malice they 
can invent. Had not your hue and cry after me at London been so 
great, you might very easily have found me out, but the echo 
thereof gave me warning to fly. He that gave you power to 
apprehend me could not give you policy to find me, and power 
without policy is like a ship without a helm. I was vexed at first 
that, by my abrupt departing, I had brought you to any trouble, 
and was dubious whether to return and liberate you, but you 
resolved my doubt with an impossibility to perform, since you 
left me neither coat nor neckcloth wherewith to appear in public. 
What I had on was old, being chosen to keep me unknown, that 
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none but a beggar could wear them. The next day, after I came 
from Westminster, I wrote to Sir J. Williamson, by whose command 
you say you took me prisoner, but could not find how to deliver it. 
If I knew how to title him and where to direct my letter, I should 
write to him with as ample a declaration of what I know in 
reference to that sheet, which was the beginning of-all this 
trouble, as if I were in his presence. Mr. Hall, the printer, was in 
suspense whether he would print more than the first section of it, 
which included no reflection, as he can show you.

We have an 
account from Scarborough that last Tuesday there was in that 
road a French man-of-war of about 40 guns and two prizes with 
him, one of them a Dutch West India ship of between 80 and 40 
guns, laden with indigo, sugar, &c., the other a raft-laden ship from 
Norway. Yesterday came here some fishing-boats that came by 
Scarborough, which give an account that the man-of-war and prizes 
were gone. We judge they are gone to the southward. The wind 
now much westerly, and there has been a great deal of rain last 
night.

The 
master reports that a little before he came away there was news that 
a small Bristol vessel, that had taken in there 60 ballots of canvas 
and 50 or 60 half chests of soap, was taken by two Ostend capers, as 
she was going for Morlaix, and having no pass or bills of lading the 
Admiral took from her all the canvas and soap except 7 ballots 
which the Vice-Admiral had taken. After they had taken away the 
goods, the master said he must go along with them, so then the 
Admiral commanded the other to stay by him, before he had escaped, 
and then the other left him in the night and put in for Jersey, but 
the merchant at St. Malo having notice of their being on board, 
immediately got a shallop and went for Jersey, where he met with 
the Vice-Admiral, who had 7 ballots of the canvas with his mark 
on board, and stopped her there. The Bristol man made for 
Guernsey, and, just as she was coming in, the captain of the 
Admiral, being there and ashore, made her out in his glass, and 
made haste to go on board, pretending to bring in his ship to wash, 
and so went to sea, but the Bristol man was so near as to make sign 
to the castle to stop her, which they endeavoured to do by shooting 
several guns at her, but to no purpose, for she got away.

Walter Morgan to Sir Henry Pomeroy. The difference between 
Corporal Emerson and myself isthus. 1 Nov., 1674, I had the guard 
of this town and a little after one in the night went my round and 
found all well. I returned to the main guard, where I found all in an 
uproar, and all but one complained against the corporal, for, not 
being able to tie one neck and heels which they refusing, he broke 
their heads with such an oaken plant as scarce is worn by any. The 
two pieces of the stick the soldiers brought me to see, a third the 
match that tied the soldier who made the difference, a fourth and a 
fifth their broken pates. I told the corporal I thought him too 
severe, and that these men might come to be corporals in time 
as well as he, and that I never did such a thing in my life and 
prayed him to do so no more, and so left him. He said ‘‘ Surely 
my officers knew what they did when they made me corporal, for it 
is twelve years since I was corporal, and I am not now to be 
taught my duty, but know it as well as you,” at which 1 stepped 
back and, being muffled with my coat, struck him one blow with 
my flat hand. He turned up his eyes, biting his tobacco pipe, 
twisting his hands as if he had been troubled with the falling 
sickness and fell on my foot with some three or four drops of 
blood out of his ear. I got him laid on the settle. After a while 
he rose and went to the fire and asked me leave to go home, and I 
sent one with him to light him, after which I never heard of him 
till he was laid out for dead. Then the Governor, without any 
examination before a Court Martial or himself, disarmed me and 
delivered me over to the civil power, who forthwith sent me to prison, 
where I had still remained, had you not bailed me. I hope you will 
labour for my trial at our next Michaelmas sessions.

Lord Granard was horribly nettled at the officiousness of the advice 
given to Sir Nicholas, and, if I rightly understand him, apprehends 
that there was sent to the Secretary a supplement to the report, 
namely a representation of Sir Nicholas’ pretence, whereof he knew 
not when he made the report. Yesterday my lord took notice to 
the Lord Lieutenant that he had received advice that Sir Nicholas 
showed, in every place where he came, a letter written by his 
Excellency’s direction in reference to that business, and reminded 
him how, when he moved him first when the reference came over, he 
told him that, if the thing might be, well and good, otherwise that 
he would desire or expect nothing that might be uneasy to his 
Excellency, being very indifferent as to the success of the matter, but 
that now he was otherwise concerned, namely to vindicate his 
reputation, and that he was not a person going about to encroach 
on any man’s right or interest, and therefore he was resolved 
to push the business of this grant as far as the interest of himself 
and friends could do it, and that he was content there should be a 
full saving to Sir Nicholas in the grant. In the meantime he had 
looked into his pretensions and found them to signify nothing. Now 
he has wished me to enlarge a little on the subject to you and from 
him to conjure you to pursue the effectual obtaining of this, which 
he says you know is as much your interest as his, being that it is to 
be divided between you, and the effecting it will gratify him 
more than ten times the worth of his share. I think it needless to 
observe (it is so obvious from the enclosed and the adjoined proviso 
of the Act) that, when the lease was granted, the King had nothing 
to grant, that, when the decree was passed, if the lease had at first 
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been good, Holywood had the lands, and Sir Nicholas could have 
nothing, that this lease is but for parts of Holywood’s estate, 
225 acres or thereabouts, and ought not to hinder Lord Granard’s 
grant that is to comprehend a far greater estate, specially he being 
content there should be a full saving to Sir Nicholas, but above all 
it’s wonderful how Sir Nicholas comes to concern himself, for he has 
sold his lease to the proprietor, whom by his bustling he so vexed, 
that for quietness’ sake he gave him some composition and took an 
assignment of the lease. Were it a good lease, as it is not, it 
cannot take place till the death of -Holywood and his heirs male, 
and in 17 or 18 years it will expire. My lord seems very much 
concerned, not so much for the advantage of the thing, as, I think, 
to let an uncertain pretended friend see the thing may be done 
notwithstanding any underhand remoras or obstruction.

Mr. Wright and the informant’s wife told him at his coming in 
from the Exchange tavern of what the Duke had said and the health 
he had drunk, and that several coming down out of the room had 
told her of it, that she was glad her husband was not there, &c. 
From that time he has made it his business to inquire who heard 
what passed in order to inform the Secretaries of State, but could 
never find any, till he met with Mr. Parsons to-day, who owned to 
have heard the foregoing words. 

Major Stanion coming to his house about a fortnight since, the 
informant asked his advice, who answered he ought to go to one 
of the Secretaries of State to give information. The informant 
replied that, till he could tell where to fix it, and be able to find out 
witnesses that heard it, he did not see to what purpose his going 
would be. 

He has examined all his own servants, and none of them own to 
have heard the words. 

Mr. Bowty, having been told in the town what had passed, had 
spoke of it at Whitehall, so as to be called on to make it out. Upon 
this Mr. Bowty about 11 this morning sent for Mr. Garway, 
at whose house he was informed the things had passed, to the 
King’s Head in Cornhill, and demanded the truth of it. Garway 
answered that he knew nothing of it but by common report, that 
he must go home to look after his business, but would meet Bowty 
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at Man’s Coffee-house at 2. The informant in his going home 
having met Mr. Parsons and understood from him what the words 
were, &c., with joy told Bowty of his good fortune in having thus 
luckily met with a witness of what had passed, and therefore 
voluntarily offered himself to go along with him. This is all he 
knows of this business, nor does he know of anybody that can say 
anything further to it.

Chicheley, the deputy governor, and several of the most consider- 
able planters, that Sir William Berkeley, the governor, to avoid the 
like or worse treatment, had taken the opportunity of a ship, which 
was in the port, to retire to Mevis, on which the King has resolved 
to send thither forthwith a thousand men to quell these mutineers. 

[On the reiterated complaints of the insolence of the pirates of 
Argier, who have at present 30 men-of-war at sea and much disturb 
our commerce and navigation, having carried in 20 of our ships 
not having new passes, and thereupon have made prize of their 
lading, pretending it belonged to strangers, his Majesty is resolved 
to make war on them, unless they will make ample restitution 
with the charge of setting out this fleet, and has ordered 20 
men-of-war to be fitted out, which will be ready to sail in two 
months, commanded by Sir John Narbrough as Admiral, Capt. 
Herbert, Vice-Admiral, and Sir Roger Strickland, Rear-Admiral. 
But what is extraordinary is that the Duke of Monmouth goes to 
sea in the capacity only of captain of the Resolution, a 72 gun ship. | 

An embargo is laid in all the ports of England and Ireland on all 
ships bound for Virginia, that those people may be deprived of the 
necessaries they receive from hence. 

No foreign posts are come in as yet, so we have no news from 
abroad. 

The East India Company at a general Court have to-day resolved 
to lend the King 40,000/. on his request. 

The Argier pirates took lately the Katherine from Athens and the 
Port Mary, two English ships, who had not heard anything of the 
proclamation for new passes, and put men on board them to carry 
them to Argier, bit they were met by some Portugal men-of-war, 
which retook them and carried them into Lisbon, where they arrived 
just as the ship came thence that brought the news.

We hear not yet of one 
man saved. It then blew hard at 8.W. This morning not so much 
as her topmast seen, all broke and sunk in the sand. Wind §.

Mr. Brooks is not come yet. Mr. Mildmay is very diligent to 
provide money, but Mr. McCartney and he agree not. He would 
have 2 per cent. to London, but we believe we will shortly have 
orders to draw at par. 

If I find myself able for a journey this winter, I think I shall go 
to Dublin before the end of this month, but 72 is a great age, and 
this year has much altered my health for the worse, and I do not 
hope to make any more journeys so far afterwards.

Christmas, and, speaking of volunteers, said he would 
take few or none with him, not to pester his ship, adding that they 
were to wait on his Grace, and desired they might hear from me 
when abroad, and spoke concerning addressing the letters the best 
and safest way. 

That evening and next day I heard the hing: still confirmed and 
spoken so positively, that I did not in the least doubt the truth of 
it, and much less imagined it was a secret that ought not to be 
divulged, seeing it was become the general discourse as well of his 
Grace’s own family as of others.

brought against Sir Ellis, and Mr. Blathwayt was ordered to go to 
the Royal Exchange and acquaint the merchants and particularly 
Mr. Littleton with their lordships’ resolution, which he did next day. 

An account being required from Sir Ellis of his negotiation 
at Paris and to know by what commission he acted and what was the 
manner and effect of his conduct in . reclaiming ships of his 
Majesty’s subjects, he answered that he was employed by Lord 
Berkeley as his secretary, and that at entering on this negotiation 
he found the cases of four ships depen@ing in the Court of France. 
The English merchants employed certain bankers, particularly a 
Mr. le Barr in most cases. At first all cases were heard by the 
King in Council on proofs in paper, none being permitted to speak 
in their own defence, after which a Committee was appointed, who 
only considered and reported the cases to the King in Council, who 
always reserved to himself the determination of all matters in 
private. Mr. Pomponne complained that the English carried on a 
complicated interest with the Dutch. He delivered memorials in 
the cases of every ship, but kept no copies of them or of the letters 
he sent to England. The memorials might be found in the offices 
in France or with Mr. le Barr, and the drafts of his letters remain 
with Mr. le Barr. The French ministers did not answer him in 
writing, and he foresaw the necessity of their returning particular 
answers in writing instead of referring him to M. de Ruvigny, 
which he observed in his letters to Mr. Thynne as a very material 
point. He obtained the freedom of 26 or 27 ships, and never had 
any allowance, so he is 1,200/. out of pocket. He early observed to 
Mr. Thynne the irregularity of the French proceedings by hearing

Richard Bower to Williamson. To-day my goods, that were the 
second time distrained for 5l. for selling coffee without licence, 
were sold at the Town Hall. When another month is out, I expect 
they will come for 5/. more, and so every month, unless my wife 
leave off the trade. I first gave you intelligence about 14 or 15 
years ago, and let her sell coffee for the better gaining of intelli- 
gence, for retailing which I have from then till now agreed with 
the Excise Commissioners year by year for the King’s duties and 
have their receipts to show. When his Majesty by his proclama- 
tion of 29 Dee. last put by all coffee houses, I caused her to leave 
off, till he granted a dispensation to 24 June, which time being 
expired, I caused her to leave off again, till he granted a further 


time till next Christmas. The first dispensation only dispenses 


with those persons to retail coffee, who at the time of the pro- 
clamation of 29 Dec. were retailers, provided they entered into 
recognizance in the form therein inserted, and in the last order 
his Majesty refers to the previous proclamation and to the same 
conditions and securities as are therein mentioned. Now I 
conceive my wife, being an ancient retailer, ought to have the 
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benefit of his Majesty’s grace, recognizance being given as the 
‘proclamation requires and security being given for the King’s 
dues, notwithstanding all which our magistrates will grant 
me no licence for retailing the said liquor and I can have no 
reason for their denial but my letter of 12 June. My adversaries 
therein mentioned have engrossed the concernment in their hands. 
Sir George England and his son-in-law, Mr. Thaxter, that was one 
of the bayliffs last year, are now Justices, and two of his sons are 
made, one one of our Bayliffs and the other a Justice. The other 
Bayliff is Capt. Huntington, whose son-in-law is also brought in for 
a chamberlain. I went yesterday to Mr. Bradford, who was one of 
the Bayliffs last year and is now a Justice in course, with Mr. Abel 
Wright of this town to swear the enclosed information, but he would 
not give him his oath, and his reason was that he should offend the 
other magistrates, so I must not expect common civility from them. 
They not only deprive me of the King’s favour, but they have 
erected a new coffee house, being one of Sir George England’s 
relations. I enclose a certificate under the Town Clerk’s hand that 
I have entered recognizance.

Here is come in a ship, one Greenhill commander, from Hispaniola, 
where he was trading in a French colony. The Governor, having 
traded with him for about 200/. and treated him very civilly, on a 
sudden sent several men on board him, who dispossessed him of the 
ship, and would have murdered the commander, but one of them had 
more pity on him and brought him prisoner to the Governor, after 
which he escaped and got on board one Capt. Smith. There were 
seven French men-of-war then in that port. Capt. Smith set sail 
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and brought Greenhill away. At sea they met three Dutch men-of- 
war, who commanded Smith and Greenhill on board the admiral. 
Greenhill giving an account of how he was served at Hispaniola, the 
Admiral told him, that, if he could pilot him in, where the seven 
French men-of-war were, he would give him his ship again, which 
accordingly he did, and coming suddenly on the French men-of-war, 
before they could land any guns to fortify the shore, they fought with 
the French four hours in the afternoon, after which was very 
much thunder and rain, which made them defer fighting till 
next morning, when they began the fight again for 4 or 5 
hours, in which time the French Admiral, by accident, was blown 
up. In thesmoke of the fight the Dutch manned their boats and 
laid the other six Frenchmen on board, and after a short dispute 
mastered them. The Frenchmen on Greenhill’s ship, seeing their 
men-of-war taken, set fire to the ship, and went ashore. Since the 
Dutch could not perform to give Greenhill his ship, they gave him 
one of the French men-of-war, who had 18 guns. They first took 
out 14 and left him only 4. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 386, No. 48.]

I am accountable to 
you by his Majesty’s command as to the letter called Muddiman’s 
letter, which spread in the town the news of a fleet being preparing 
for the Mediterranean, &c. Wednesday last Mr. Muddiman was 
examined on it before the Council and absolutely denied to have 
written any such thing, but offered to do his best to find out from 
whom those letters were furnished to the coffee houses. Accordingly 
he is at work, and I hope we shall at last have the whole mystery 
discovered. Already so much appears as that indeed the substance 
of that news and for the most part in the very words was written 
by one in my office to his correspondents by the posts of Monday 
and Tuesday nights, the 2nd and 3rd, at which, you may believe, 
I was not a little surprised. I immediately took his examination, 
which is enclosed, and dismissed him my service, till he has abided 
his Majesty’s or the Council’s censure for his crime, to which I 
humbly leave him. But however he has made himself sufficiently 
criminal by his voluntary confession for having writteni that news 
abroad, he absolutely denies having dispersed it here in town, or to 
be privy in the least to the furnishing of those letters to the coffee- 
houses or to any person from whom or by whom they could be 
furnished to the coffee houses, which is a point that mainly concerns 
his Majesty's service to have found out for breaking that damnable 
trade for the future. I hope we shall be able by some engines we 
have at work to go very far towards finding out that whole 
mystery. 

The Flanders mail is just come in, and such part of that packet 
as you may not have in yours I send here, if you think them worth 
his Majesty’s reading. The other larger paper is a copy of one 
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left for me this evening by the Virginia agents, being an account of 
the state of things there on 10 Aug. as brought by Evelin’s ship, 
which, you may remember, has been long expected, and to which the 
agents have still referred us for a full and distinct account. ([S.P.

imprisoned and am still bound to good behaviour, next I am put 
by my trade, whereby I should provide bread for my wife and 
children, then my goods are taken and sold, and lastly I am 
threatened to be ruined and made to fly the corporation. Besides 
justice is so locked up from me here, that I cannot have a voluntary 
affidavit taken on my behalf, nay my adversaries threaten those 
that set their hands to the certificate 1 sent you, and our minister 
whose hand is to it, is called rogue, raseal, and knave. If you 
have any respect for the welfare of the Church and State, let me 
beg I may have a hearing as soon as possible, lest it be too late, 
for they could not be so impudent as they are here, if some 
mischief were not hatching elsewhere. In the meantime let me 
beg you to procure me liberty at least to retail the mum, cider, 
coffee, &c., in my hands, that 1 may be able to provide for my wife 
and children.

I never questioned the passes of the Susanna or that 
he acted for her without sufficient recommendations, nor can [| 
say but she was a real English concern, and for the other two I 
think it no prudence to go about to prove them Dutch. Yet he 
might have employed his time better than to have suffered so 
many real English-built ships to be confiscated. I never reported 
anything prejudicial to Mr. William Welch’s concerns, knowing 
Sir Ellis to have committed a great absurdity in preferring a paper 
to the Board so full of falsities. 

I was so far from acting anything to Mr. Skin’s prejudice, that at 
his coming to Dunkirk my brother, in my absence, gave him all the 
assistance he could. Sir Ellis makes another large story of an 
account, [I suppose that of Mr. James Littleton. The gratuity 
therein mentioned was 800 pistoles. He says he had nothing 
thereof, yet Mr. Barr in his letter of 15 May lays out that 
the nature of the little old gentleman’s horse, meaning Sir 
Ellis, was not to move or go longer than he was followed with 
gilded spurs. Sir Ellis alleges I had 1,600 livres for my 
share, therefore I have desired Mr. Littleton to produce my 
account to the Board wherein it appears I had only 150 livres for 
my care and disbursements, and, to answer that more fully, I shall 
call all the merchants present, and the whole nation that ever had 
any reclaims pass through my hands, that, when their ships and 
goods were confiscated, I never charged or received a farthing for 
my pains or disbursements. On the contrary I have given a 
considerable sum among poor distressed taken and plundered 
seamen. 

Sir Ellis says I have wounded the King’s honour and the reputa- 
tion of the nation, but it will now appear he has done it himself in 
a very great degree, he having declared that the King’s letters were 
of no value, saying sending me the King’s letters is postage of waste 
paper and signify no more than an old gazette and that the 
Secretaries of State write more like children than statesmen. 

He says he never had a penny from me nor from anyone else, 
which will now be proved to the contrary, and also good sums have 
been made good for him to Mr. William Barr. 

He desired me to present to Secretary Coventry his great zeal 
and success in merchants’ affairs, but says I did it contrary and 
indeed with reason, when he had suffered 14 English ships to be 
confiscated, and got free only the three suspicious ships as he calls 
them. 
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He says he never received nor desired any gratuity from any, 
yet Mr. Barr’s letter of 17 July says he had spoken some golden 
words and promised Sir Ellis a gratuity, and, when I came to Paris, 
I treated with him and bargained for that very ship for 100 pistoles, 
but, whether the sum was not great enough for his expectation, he 
could not get his release. I understand he has promised to make 
restitution to others of some moneys he had taken, that they might 
not appear against him. 

Sir Ellis told Mr. Kerry there must be a sum of money in his 
business, though he had already given him 20 pistoles in advance, 
for it was to be distributed among three dukes and a bishop, so he 
will also have a fling at the French Court, against whom our 
merchants cry out of injustice, though in reality I fear it will 
appear to be occasioned by Sir Ellis’ neglect and exacting of great 
sums, before he would appear in their behalf. [83 pages. S.P.

Though the examina- 
tions pretended to have been taken there have had so much credit 
as to bind him to an appearance here before their Lordships, 
yet, when they shall hear the whole matter, I conceive those 
examinations will not be taken as proofs in cases where the Jurats 
that took them, if any were taken, have made themselves parties 
and accusers, and, if they have examined any witnesses, it has been 
contrary to their own law, which requires, when witnesses are to be 
examined against any, he should be called to make exceptions 
against them and to cross-examine them and to produce others on 
his part, none of which was observed, nor any notice given him of 
such intended examination, which if he had had, he might as well 
have taken exception to the judges as to the witnesses, for no man 
there is to be judge in any case wherein those nearly related to 
him are concerned, as divers of those Jurats were to the lieutenant 
bailiff. All I crave for is, that he may have a full and clear hearing, 
and, as I should be sorry that any officer that serves under me 
should suffer by the animosities that are so frequent there, so I 
would not countenance any that would be guilty of any breach on 
the civil government.

In the meantime 
the Duke of Monmouth sent a letter recommending Sir Otway, 
which I communicated to the society three or four days before the 
election. In the interval a party was formed for Mr. Wogan, whom 
his chief friend had a little before represented as defective both as to 
his learning and temper, when he was making friends to obtain a 
mandate for the other fellowship, to which Sir Bentham was elected. 

At the election were the Master and 9 Fellows ; the tenth, who 
had declared his intent to vote for Otway, was by a very unhand- 
some artifice kept away. The Master and four Fellows, of whom 
Mr. Witty, one of the Deans, was one, were for Sir Otway and five 
for Mr. Wogan. I read them that part of the 10th Statute, which 
in case of difference at elections orders the business to be 
determined by the Master and the two Deans without delay, and 
that part of the 56th Statute, which, in determinations reserved to 
the Master and Deans, orders that the decision of the Master and 
one Dean should stand. I then, having Mr. Witty’s judgement 
agreeing with mine, pronounced Sir Otway elected, but he, not 
being at hand, was not then admitted. 

Mr. Wogan and his party then appealed to the Bishop of Ely, 
the Visitor, who deferred his decision till he came to the College, 
which was 29 June. He then convented the Master and Fellows, 
and said that at his first considering the statutes he was of the 
Master’s mind, but that by conference with lawyers since his 
judgement was altered. He therefore nulled the election, and 
judged that without the Master’s consent there is no election of a 
Fellow, and that, without the consent of the major part of the 
Fellows, or else on disagreement without the consent of the two 
Deans agreeing with the Master, there is no election, and he 
assigned the next day for a new election. 
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30 June according to his order we met for a new election, at 
which were present the Master and ten Fellows, of whom five voted 
for Sir Binks and five for Sir Otway, and one of the Deans was for 
the former and the other for the latter. Recurring then to what 
his Lordship had said before, I found my vote would be insignificant 
and that I had not power to pronounce either elected. I therefore 
dissolved the meeting and sent an account of it to his Lordship, 
adding that I conceived the business was devolved to him. 

His answer dated the same day came to me early next morning 
with an instrument under his hand and seal commanding the Master 
and Fellows on sight thereof to admit Sir Binks into the vacant 
fellowship, but in his letter he willed that, before I acquainted the 
Fellows with the instrument, to desire them to let him understand 
whether they did not believe that the business is in this case devolved 
to his determination. ; : 

At 9 that morning I called a meeting, at which appeared the five 
Fellows that had voted the day before for Sir Binks and but one 
besides. I soon perceived that the sending of the instrument, which 
was brought by Sir Binks, was known in the College before the 
meeting. 

To the question in his Lordship’s letter the five answered 
affirmatively, the sixth dubiously for a while, but then agreed with 
the rest. After this the instrument was read and Sir Binks admitted 
in obedience to the Visitor’s strict command. [S.P. Dom., Car. II.

I received yours of the 10th 
and am very sorry the general expectation of having exchange at 
even hand here deceived us so far as to keep your 500/. so long, 
that it now comes to much more than six weeks ago. Of a sudden 
exchange rose here to 5 per cent. by reason of some guineas that 
came over in specie. Many merchants and others here are 
disappointed in the sudden enhancement, and expect it will grow 
lower, but I durst not venture further on any such expectation and 
beg your pardon for my omission hitherto. Sir George writes to 
you this post. He is here since Wednesday last. He has some 
money to remit to Mr. Cratford, but forbears awhile in expectation 
of a cheaper market. 

Last Thursday I sent for you by the Diamond of Chester a pack 
of the best friezes I could get in Dublin and a runlet of Drogheda 
usquebaugh. The friezes’ bill comes to 27/. 17s. 10d. but John 
Lillburne kad a suit of frieze, which, if you will not allow, I will 
make him pay for it. The bill of the usquebaugh comes to 51. 3s. 6d. 
Here is another letter from Mr. Mildmay in which are bills for 
200/. from George McCartney, in all bills for 700/., and I pray you 
to give me an account of receiving them as soon as you can. 

I have shown Mr. Bodurda your letter as far as it concerned him, 
and he promised to write to you. I wish Lieut. Bolton came over 
soon to see if he may retrieve his cheque. I thank you for your 
care of my small concern with Sir John Champante. 

One year’s creation money is due to you, Michaelmas, 1675, 
which I can no ways get from them. I got the two last gales since 
the new farmers came in, and have got half a year’s salary ending last 
Michaelmas for your cousin Gwynn, and send him a bill for it. I 
send a copy of the letter which Mr. Bodurda and I would have 
Capt. Thelwall sign in answer to the Secretary’s queries about the 
postponed pay. We cannot tell yet what will come of all their 
queries about that and other things, but the troops and companies 
that want December pay keep a stir about it, among whom are your 
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troop and company. June warrants are now signed but how soon 
we shall get the pay, I know not.

The said case. The said Lady Elizabeth lived under the care of her 
brother, the Earl Marshal, till her marriage about Sept., 1674, 
and believed she was kept by his charity and that her father had 
made no provision for her, but after her marriage she and her 
husband discovered that she was entitled to a share in various 
properties of great value under her father, and on the death of her 
mother, the Countess Alathea, toa share in a cabinet of precious 
stones, jewels, pictures and other rarities which cost about 
50,0001. Various applications, given in detail, were made to the 
Earl Marshal and the Marquis of Dorchester and the Earl of 
Peterborough, the surviving trustees of the settlements made by 
Henry, Earl of Arundel, under which the Lady Elizabeth claims, 
but without result. The petitioners exhibited a bill for relief 
in Hilary term 1674[-5] against the Earl Marshal and the 
trustees for relief and also presented to the House of Lords 
a petition (calendared in the Ninth Report of the Historical 
MSS. Commission, Part II. p. 60) for an order to the Earl 
and the trustees to answer the said bill and to waive their 
privileges, which petition was dismissed. Before the Parliament 
sat again (in Oct. 1675), the Karl proposed and the plaintiffs 
agreed that the matters in dispute should be referred to four 
referees who first met before last Michaelmas term. (Then 
follows a long account of the proceedings before the referees and 
the difficulties caused by the Earl.) At the last meeting of the 
referees, which was after Trinity term last, the Earl declared 
that he did not conceive the matters in difference could be 
determined by way of reference or otherwise than by a court of 
judicature and that it was his opinion that the reference should 
be determined and said he was sorry it had been continued so 
long as to lose Mr. MacDonnell the benefit of four terms, and, 
the referees agreeing, the reference was determined. 

Before the reference was determined, a Lord, one of the referees, 
proposed to the Earl that out of the profits of the lands contained 
mm the fine therein mentioned he should allow to Mr. MacDonnell 
so much as he, the Earl, should conceive must be due to his 
sister, and leave the rest to be determined by a Court of Equity. 
The Earl answered that he did not think it advisable to pay any 
money to enable Mr. MacDonnell to maintain a suit against 
him after the reference was determined, and that he expected 
after Mr. MacDonnell had tired himself with spending some 
seven years in suit, he might probably think fit to propose 
the acceptance of something in the lump without insisting on 
particulars.

patent to Brussels and received a new one from his present Majesty. 
This gentleman was willing to retire from England and, while 
I stayed there with him from ’57 to 60, God restored his Majesty, so 
I also returned with him. If you wish for an interview with me, 
Sir Edward Walker knows where I am staying. In such doubtful 
circumstances it would be well to test the friendship of the 
New Englanders.

The Master and five of the Fellows 
resolve to choose Otway, the other five set up Wogan, a person 
unqualified by statute as being admitted Inceptor in Arts, out of 
mere opposition. The 28th was the day of election, when the 
Master and four Fellows elect Otway, the fifth being under restraint 
and in custody of the adverse party, the other five choose Wogan. 
The Master, finding a parity of suffrages, consults statute 10, which 
devolves such an election to the Master and two Deans, and then 


Statute 56, which interprets the Master and one Dean to have the 


whole power of the Master and both, and then concurs with one 
Dean for Otway, pronounces him elected, and makes an Act of it 
under his own hand. 

The manager of the adverse party forthwith hectors the Master, 
saying they appeal to the Visitor, to whom the Master gave an 
account of the whole affair in writing, and soon after the major 
part of all the Fellows, six in number, certify the Visitor under 
their own hands, that they assert and corroborate the said Otway’s 
election, to prevent his intermeddling in a business wherein he is 
not by statute concerned. 

This original paper was delivered to the Visitor by Sir John 
Otway, and a true copy is now in the hands of Sir Edward Walker, 
the sum whereof is to assert the validity of the election on two 
several points :— 

1. On Wogan’s inability as an Inceptor, which makes all his 
suffrages null and void, for the statute is clear we must elect a 
Bachelor, and the College practice as clear and inviolate where a 
royal dispensation did not interpose; we know not one instance to 
the contrary. Those two produced at the hearing were both 
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fallacious, however it was thought otherwise, for Horne was none 
of our foundation, but of Dr. Warkeworth’s, whereof we never had 
a Fellow before or since, and Glanvile was so far from being an 
Inceptor, that he was Moderator in the Bachelors’ Schools after 
his election ; an Inceptor indeed he was a year after, when he was 
admitted perpetual Fellow, which is the fallacy. This is matter of 
fact. 

2. Upon the devolution of the election on discordance to the 
Master and two Deans by statute 10, and to the Master and one of 
the Deans by statute 56, for, however that statute may be forced by 
others, we, who are sworn to keep that among the rest and so have 
most reason to study its true meaning, have always been and are 
still of opinion, that the plain and genuine sense thereof is, 
that, wherever our statutes speak of the offices of the Master and 
Deans jointly, not severally, there the Master and one Dean have 
the whole power of the Master and both. This is the sense of the 
Master and major part of our Fellows as to Otway’s first election. 
[S.P. Dom., Car. IT. 886, No. 214.] 


John Hatcher to Williamson. The expectation you gave me 
of having seen you in these parts this summer has hitherto prevented 
my troubling you with a letter. Last post I had notice of my being 
in the bill of sheriffs for this county, an office I had thought myself 
very secure from, since I have not been thought worthy ta be in the 
commission of the peace, but, when I consider how I have been 
treated in other matters, it does not seem so strange to me that Lam 
put on this office or anything else that may be burdensome or 
chargeable tome. But my request is now to you, not as formerly 
to keep me off from being sheriff, but on the contrary to promote my 
being on, for, we being in our county, as in several others, under an 
agreement for sheriffs, I can defray the charge for 500I. less than I 
could, were that agreement set aside.

I since saw a letter from 
one of the chiefest of that ship, viz., on the coast of Spain in sight 
of Cape Paul (Palos), we saw 8 Algiers men-of-war, who, finding we 
had not the new pass, put on board us 32 Turks picked out of all 
the ships as unable for service, being sick, lame or dismembered 
persons, who went with us rather as passengers than otherwise. 
They likewise put on board bread and water for them. Ordered by 
the Turkish General to go to Algiers to prove that our ship and men 
belonged to England, they neither abused us or took anything from 
us. But the day following, 6 August last, we met with a Portuguese 
man-of-war, which fired three guns at us. Then went our super- 
cargo on board with our chief mate, both of whom they kept as 
prisoners with their boat’s crew. Then they sent their launch on 
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board us and carried away all the Turks, stealing what small things 
they could lay their hands on, carrying our captain away with 
them, leaving one on board to command in his room, for the Turks 
put no commander over him. As soon as they came to Gibraltar, 
where they met two more of their men-of-war, they took out all the 
rest of the men except the purser, gunner, and doctor and one boy, 
sending others in their room. Thence they carried us to Locus 
(? Lagos) without the Straits mouth, where they met three more 
men-of-war. Then were we sent to Lisbon under the command of 
the Vice-Admiral and three more ships, and were kept three weeks 
as prisoners, not an Englishman suffered all that time to speak to 
them, and after strict examination they dismissed them. The 
commander and most of the men came home passengers, and they 
keep the ship and merchandise.

They say the French from Canada assisted the 
Indians with ammunition, &c., and that Frenchmen have been 
taken in Indian habits, and that a Jesuit is one of their ringleaders, 
and that they have stirred up the Indians both there and at 
Virginia also.

complain of any wrong in the said distribution, you are to 
endeavour that justice be done them and send me an account of 
your proceedings.

6. You are to take care that the regiment be duly accounted 
with for their half-pay for this last campaign according to the 
capitulation, and no captain is to receive any part of such half-pay 
till his company be completely provided for and care is to be taken 
that both subalterns and soldiers be justly accounted with and 
receive their due. 

7. You are to move M. de Louvois that one battalion may 
be allowed to remain in garrison when the other two march into the 
field, which favour has not been denied to any of the great regiments, 
for want whereof the regiment cannot but be in a weak condition, 
and he promised me that we should be gratified herein for the 
future. 

8. You are to know of M. de Louvois the King’s pleasure 
concerning recruits this year. In case any be intended, it must be 
moved that the money be immediately ordered for it, and you are to 
send for the officers which are to make them, whose names you 
have in a list, and are to procure for them two months’ pay by 
advance towards defraying their journey, and dispatch them 
immediately to England, that they may have time to effect their 
business. 

9. Thecaptains appointed to make their recruits are to be allowed 
each to choose what lieutenants they think most fit to help them, 
and are to be instructed that what men they raise are to be equally 
distributed in the regiment, and whoever shall be negligent and 
omit carrying over the men he undertakes for must expect to be 
reformed in the first place. 

10. You are to dispose of the vacancies of subalterns, but 
provisionally only, and no one is to be confirmed in his command, 
till he has my approbation and the nomination of captains.

It is said there is as much saved of the ship and goods and the 
master made 1501. of it. 

The 27th came in here the Bachelor’s Adventure of London with 
wine and brandy from Bordeaux bound for Dublin. They came out 
the 24th with about 100 more sail, about 30 Eniglish, the rest 
Bretons. They had bad weather. He parted from them off Scilly 
and believes the English are passed up the Channel. 

Two French men-of-war are cruising betwixt the Lizard and the 
Land’s End. One of them commanded the master of a small Irish- 
man, which came from France, on board, and sent some of his men 
on board her, and kept the master so long on board that the wind 
blew so hard that he could not get on board his own ship, by which 
means she was cast away at the Mount’s Bay.

In her voyage after passing 
the Sound she was met at sea by a Brandenburg caper, whose 
commander seized her, and whilst at sea took out of her by force 
all her lading except the salt, alleging that the same, as being bound 
for a place at enmity with the Duke of Brandenburg, was contraband, 
and carried the ship to Colberg, where they kept all her company by 
a guard on board her as close prisoners for 27 days without allowing 
them sufficient of their own provisions on board for their main- 
tenance, and by their own wills as laws condemned and sold both 
ship and lading, which were really worth 1,200/. sterling first cost, 
without allowing any of the prisoners to appear out of the ship to 
plead against their unjust and illegal proceedings, which has 
already brought some of the interessants to great indigence, because 
their interests in the ship and goods have been kept from them so 
long as since 10 June last, which will prove their utter ruin, if the said 
ship and goods with the damages be not speedily made good to them, 
as they ought to be, for they were altogether ignorant that the said 
goods or any part thereof were contraband at Stralsund, as is pre- 
tended, and they never yet understood that ships and goods of his 
Majesty’s subjects were or could be seized and condemned for 
going to any place at enmity with another, when both the places 
are at peace with this kingdom, as is the above-mentioned case.

Answer.—The practice must not carry 
it against the express words of the Charter. The Common 
Serjeant.—1. The yearly choice of a mayor on Holyrood Day is in 
the Commonalty of the city by all the charters. 2. The choice ofa 
mayor on the death or removal of a Mayor in his year is expressly 
in the Burgh moot by charter of Edw. IV. On the death of 
Mr. Stanley, the late mayor, they proceeded to make choice of an 
honest man, and did choose him, but the tumultuous part came, 
and, breaking open the door, with the rabble chose another. As to 
practice, no case has been found but one about 40 years ago, and in 
that case the Court of Burgh moot choose one Masterson [Noted, 
proved by an old man, N. B. quite otherwise testified (?) by another 
old man.| Mr. Finch.—They used vehement threats against the 
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aldermen that were regularly to choose. They threatened those 
that served them with the summons to the Board, particularly 
Mr. Hill, the pretended mayor. Objection—The words are that 


. such election be per cives in such a Burgh moot, therefore, say 


they, the Commonalty have right to come there and choose. 

The Earl of R~scommon and the clerk of the cheque. Earl 
Roscommon took .rom him the additional encouragement allowed 
him by Lord Fauconberg in consideration of his new additional 
trouble, &c.

Whereas for the 
encouragement of the trade of that kingdom and for preventing in 
future the abuses and inconveniencies formerly occasioned by 
subjects owning the ships and goods of foreigners concerned in the 
present war, we have settled rules for granting passes to ships 
really belonging to that kingdom in pursuance of the treaties with 
our allies as we have already done here in England, we now enclose 
the rules for granting passes there pursuant to the treaties with 
Spain and the United Provinces, which also serve against French 
men-of-war and privateers, with the forms of the bond to be signed 
at receiving such passes and of the oaths to be made and the 
certificates to be given by the persons concerned in granting or 
receiving such passes, all which rules and forms are to be printed, 
leaving the necessary blanks, and competent numbers of them are 
to be sent to the ports where passes are to be granted. Edinburgh 
being the only port mentioned in the first of the said rules, we leave 
it to you to appoint such other ports as you shall think most con- 
venient, wherein we recommend it to your special care to give such 
directions as may be most effectual for preventing the fraudulent 
procuring of passes for any ships or goods wherein any foreigner 
concerned in this present war has any interest. You are also to 
issue a proclamation, as was done here, declaring when all passes 
granted before this regulation shall be void, the form of which is 
enclosed with the forms of the passes and of the register for passes, 
which also are to be printed, but care is to be taken that the size 
as well as the form of passes enclosed is to be observed and 
that it be printed on parehment with the necessary blanks 
and used as directed in the said rules. You are likewise to set 
out the limits of each district for granting passes, that every 
person may know whither he is to repair for his pass, and to 
prevent granting double passes. You are to intimate to all the 
ports that no passes are in future to be granted but by the 
Lord Provost of Edinburgh at the port of Edinburgh and by the 
chief magistrate in the other ports appointed by you. You are also 
to settle the fees of the officers concerned in granting passes and to 
cause a paper to be posted up in each Customhouse to direct where 
passes are to be had and what fees are to be paid for them, the 
form of which paper is herewith sent to be printed. 

We expect in a few days to settle the rules in pursuance of the 
other treaties, after which we will soon send them you.

The tin farthings shall begin to be 
current next Lady Day, when they undertake to have farthings, 
pence and halfpence coined to the value of 10,000/. and 10,000/.

As to the great victory of the Swedes, he tells us that it is about 
three weeks since the Danes had an account of the strength of the 
Swedes army, being upwards of 20,000, which they could not pass 
without a fight, and, their army not being above 9 or 10,000, they 
encamped in a wood. The Swedes drew up their army to give them 
battle. The Danes charged the right wing of the Swedes with their 
horse, the King of Denmark being at the head of his troops, and 
absolutely routed that part of the army. The King of Sweden 
charged the left wing of Danes and totally routed them, very few 
of their foot escaping, 5,000 Danes being slain, and the King him-- 
self escaped narrowly with part of his Guards, and is reported to be 
wounded. Four thousand Swedes were slain, and several of their 
principal officers taken prisoners. The Danes lost all their 
baggage with 40 great guns. The Swedes give no quarter to the 
boors, but kill man, woman and child, the King having commanded 
it for their treachery to him.

Sir John Carter to the King and the Privy Council. Answer to 
the petition and complaint of William Williams, clerk. Williams 
was never a member of either University or ever pretended to 
study Divinity till of late years, nor took any degree till a few 
months ago, when on a false pretence that he was Fellow of Jesus 
College, Oxford, he obtained a recommendation to the University 
to admit him to the degree of B.D., in order to which he was 
admitted to the degree of M.A., but the degree of B.D. is since 
denied him, on discovery that he had spent more time in law- 
suits than in studying divinity, having been a private gentle- 
man’s servant, and afterwards a solicitor in the Courts of the 
Marches at Ludlow, till he was turned out of the Court for several 
great misdemeanours. He then got to be an attorney of the Great 
Sessions and then an attorney of the Court for the Honour of 
Denbigh, whereof the respondent is steward, where he continued 
till about 10 years ago, since which he took Holy Orders and was 
first presented to the vicarage of Northopp, Flintshire, which he 
exchanged for the parsonage of Llandulas and the vicarage of Aber- 
gele. The parsonage of St. George (worth about 40I. per annum) 
becoming void, the respondent, not being then able to find one that 
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would accept so small a living, procured Williams to hold it under 
sequestration, which he did for about eight years, but in May, 1675, 
clandestinely procured himself to be presented thereto, which 
presentation becoming void for want of his being instituted and 
inducted in due time, the respondent obtained from the present 
Bishop of St. Asaph a recommendation to the Lord Chancellor of 
Mr. Morris Evans to be presented, which was done, and the Bishop 
was attended with the presentation by the respondent, and his Lord- 
ship promised that institution and induction’should be given to 
Evans next day, and instruments were drawn and signed and 
sealed by his Lordship, which his secretary showed to the 
respondent, but refused to deliver them to the use of Evans. 

To prevent any dispute between Williams and Evans, the church- 
wardens the week before Easter locked up the church doors and 
kept both out, and locked up in a chest in the church the pulpit 
cloth, altar cloth and cushions, which were all bought by the 
respondent at his own charge and never yet given by him to the 
use of the said church. The respondent believes that the church 
books, most scandalously said to be locked up by him, remained in 
the church till they were carried away by Williams’ servants, who 
several times riotously broke open the door, Williams having then 
no right to the church or parsonage. 

On notice of Williams’ title on his last presentation the respondent 
immediately ordered the church-wardens to send the keys of the 
church and chest to his house, which were delivered to his wife, 
long before the respondent had the least intimation of this complaint, 
so that, had he not then and for four months past been absent from 
that and all the rest of his cures he might have read the service and 
performed his duty without troubling his Majesty and the Board 
with his petition, composed only of malice, scandal and falsity, the 
respondent never pretending any title to the parsonage. 

The respondent never hindered or dissuaded the people from going 
to church or Williams’ curate from reading service or doing his duty 
either in church or churchyard, as appears by certificate under the 
curate’s hand, who is present and ready to attest the same, though 
Williams and his wife have used several arts to persuade him to 
swear the contrary, telling him they would look on him as Sir John 
Carter’s friend more than theirs and much more to the like effect, 
tending to subornation, Williams threatening that, if he would not 
swear it, he would send away his mare, which brought him to town, and 
make him walk home, and he has since discharged him of his cure. 

The respondent confesses that, had he known that Williams had 
designed to procure a new and third presentation, he would have 
opposed it to the utmost of his power, not out of malice or revenge, 
but out of zeal for the honour of the Church and his own, his 
family’s and his neighbours’ souls’ health, well knowing that 
Williams is not able to perform his duty in three parishes, all with cure 
of souls, being’a man of very mean learning and of a scandalous life 
and conversation, having been often seen drunk in the said parishes, 
and having several outlawries, extents and executions against him, 
by means whereof he cannot live in the parish and perform his 
duty, for which reasons the parishioners of St. George have 
unanimously petitioned the Bishop for his removal. He is a person

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of an unquiet and litigious spirit, and has extorted from the poor 
what they ought not to pay, and by his outrageous prosecution and 
threatening has forced many from their habitations, and he gives his 
curate not above 61. per annum, so that his wife and children are 
necessitated to beg for their livelihood. 

The respondent therefore prays that his Majesty and the Board 
may be pleased that his witnesses now present be called and heard, 
that he may clear his reputation, and that the said Williams, 
appearing to be what he is here represented, a scandal to the 
Church, may be removed from the said parish of St. George and 
make the respondent such reparations for his great travel, charge and 
most unjust vexation as his Majesty and the Board shall think fit.

Reasons against the Copper Farthings and for the Tin Farthings. 

The great care of our ancestors was that the value of our exports, 
should exceed that of our imports, and then the overplus would be 
money. In 1640 the Parliament looked on the copper farthings 
then in use as a grievance, because the metal being foreign and 
going here as money contributed to the overbalance ‘of trade, and 
they were therefore laid aside. Since then a copper farthing has 
always been rejected till very lately. 

The farthings now in use are a far greater grievance than the 
former, because those, being very light and of less value than these, 
did not consume so much copper nor went socurrent. These being 
cried up to be near the intrinsic value, it makes them more accept- 
able, and yet they are not above half the intrinsic value, so other 
nations may, and, it’s feared, do stamp them and bring them in in 
great abundance, so that this kingdom loses not only the value of 
the copper unnecessarily imported but all that the stamp makes 
them above the intrinsic value, and, if this farthing be continued, 
it will insensibly draw all the money out of the nation. 

If there were no other metal for making farthings, there might 
be a little colour for this of copper, but tin is a far better metal. for 
the purpose and is not only the commodity of this kingdom but the 
king’s own, for he has the pre-emption of all the tin, which he here- 
tofore let to farm for 12,0001. per annum rent. ‘This farm is lost 
for want of occasions to consume the tin, and, if farthings may be 
made of tin, the farm would be restored, the grievance of copper 
farthings removed and the subject not deceived, for these may be 
made of intrinsic value. 

(Answers to the four objections to tin farthings, viz., that it is a 
soft metal, and easily counterfeited, may be debased by lead, and 
will be easily worn out, and that, if the copper farthings be 
suppressed, it will be a great loss to the holders, and, if called in, to 
the king.) 

The benefits by the farthings are:—1. It will restore the tin 
farm. 2. A farm is the only thing that can encourage the miners 
to dig tin, for then they shall be sure of a certain and great price 
for it. Now it grows lower every day, and in conclusion will not 
be worth their labour, and so they will probably leave off digging 
in Cornwall as they have done in Devon, where the greatest 
quantity was heretofore dig gged, and now little, if any. 38, The 
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farmers will see it be well made, whereas now, being corruptly 
made, it becomes a drug beyond the seas and not half the value it 
was in the time of the farmers. 4. It will sell for double the value 
abroad and consequently bring double the custom. 5. Its being 
advanced in price will help the balance of trade. 6. It will turn the 
commodity of tin into money, for the farthings, being of intrinsic 
value, will be, for as much as it goes, as good as silver, and, if all 
the commodities of England could be turned into money or, as tin 
will be, into a ready way of exchange, it would be a great increase 
of trade and enriching to the nation, for silver itself is but a 
commodity and being stamped into coin at an intrinsic value 
makes it readily taken in exchange for any other commodity, and 
so would a tin farthing be, if made of intrinsic value, and, whereas 
the copper farthings draw out of the kingdom their equivalent in 
money, the tin ones will advance the kingdom so much money as 
they amount to. 

A copper farthing cannot be made of intrinsic value, because the 
King of Sweden can at his pleasure make that metal higher or 
lower in value, for instance, since his Majesty has been making 
copper into farthings, that King has raised it 20 per cent., so by 
these copper farthings England not only loses the money the 
farthings amount to by the unnecessary importing of so much 
copper for that use, but pays 20 per cent. more for the copper for 
which there is necessary use than it did before this copper farthing 
was made.

Those that will not comply are not only discouraged, but, 
if any advantage can be got, then they must suffer, and be 
reproached behind their backs, though as far from truth as the 
other actings in many particulars are from justice. What is at the 
bottom of all this Iam no more able positively to say, than I am to 
do, as I have done, for preventing inconveniences, almost all my 
faculties being incapacitated by age and infirmities but will to 
discharge my duty, which I shall perform in strictly charging you 
to make known to your friend all the particulars you have met with 
in your observation while you were in the country, which I suppose 
will evidence clearly the truth of the above.

Shortly after the last 
prorogation I told you I had represented my sad condition to his 
Majesty, my salary as commissioner for prizes being extinct by 
the peace, who told me he would take care of me and would permit 
your lordship or Sir R. Carr to remind him of me when an oppor- 
tunity offered. 

I have been arrested without leave either from his Majesty, the 
Duke of Monmouth or Lord Craven or any other I know of. His 
Majesty ordered the plaintiff and sergeants into custody by the 
Lord Chamberlain’s warrant till I should be discharged. The 
plaintiff is now discharged by the Justices of the King’s Bench on 
bail, having first an Habeas Corpus and the usual process of the 
court allowed him by the Lord Chief Justice, whereby he is dis- 
charged and I am kept in custody, 
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1,000/. will pay all my debts, save what my estate is mortgaged 
for. His Majesty orders half my pay towards payment of my 
debts, having eight children and myself to maintain and but 765i. 
per annum to live on, for I never yet mustered a man that had not 
his pay paid to himself. For these three years I have not had one 
mouthful of food for my children or myself, but from his Majesty’s 
bounty. As I was one of the first to engage in his late Majesty’s 
and continued till this day in his Majesty’s service, so now I suffer 
in the vindication of his prerogative. I pray you to lay my case 
before his, Majesty, and to assure him I must inevitably starve in 
prison, if not relieved by his bounty, and that my children must 
work or beg. I do not hear yet of above 300I. actions laid on me.

Derby, with the 
wastes called Mil-Hey pasture or moor, parcel of the Duchy of 
Lancaster and Forest of Duffield, which were enjoyed by them till 
about 1635, when by information exhibited by the Attorney-General 
of the Duchy it was suggested that the said wastes were concealed 
from the Crown, that in 1688, on the hearing of the said suit, 
Edward Low, the petitioner’s ancestor, by his guardian produced 
the said letters patent on which the livery and seisin were found 
not duly executed, whereby they were adjudged defective, that the 
matter was referred to the Chancellor of the Duchy, who ordered a 
bill to be prepared for granting the said manor and part of the said 
lands to the said Low and that a decree should pass by consent that 
his Majesty should improve and hold a moiety of the said Mil-Hey 
pasture and moor, that 15 Aug., 1639, the late King granted his 
part of the said pasture and moor to Richard Nevill in fee-farm at 
351. per annum, who, finding the said rent to be greater than the value 
of the lands, never entered thereon, and never paid any of the said 
rent, that since at a trial at law and hearing at equity the livery and 
seisin were found to be good, so that the petitioner is advised he has 
a good right to the said waste and ought to enjoy the same, as he 
and his tenants, notwithstanding the said patent to Nevill, have held 
the same without any claim or disturbance, but that lately Thomas 
Eyre by process out of the Duchy Court has seized the said wastes 
into the king’s hands for arrears of rent due on Nevill’s patent and 
has a promise of a grant thereof at the rent of 5/. per annum till the 
arrears be paid, which in effect is a perpetuity, for the said arrears 
and penalties exceed the value of the inheritance of the waste, and, 
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forasmuch as the said commons adjoin the petitioner's lands and 
will, if let to any other, be prejudicial to him and his tenants, 
and the petitioner being willing to give Mr. Eyre a reasonable 
compensation for his charge in prosecuting the King’s interest, and 
since the petitioner faithfully served in the late wars and was 
plundered, sequestered and imprisoned and some of his brothers 
were slain, praying a grant of the said debt and premises till the 
arrears and penalties be satisfied and a reference of the petition to 
Sir Robert Carr, Chancellor of the Duchy, for determining the matters 
thereof and passing such a grant as may secure the petitioner in 
the enjoyment of the premises.

diligent performance of that trust has been owned to his Majesty

The Mayor of Stamford having 
sent up an account under his hand and seal of office that he had 
according to his power by the charter of the town elected Viscount 
Campden. to be their Recorder and petitioned his Majesty for his 
approbation of him, this instrument lay here three days, and his 
Majesty judged that he could not with justice to the services and 
sufferings of that lord refuse declaring his value for-his person and 
his esteem of his parts and qualifications fitting that or greater 
employments. This his Majesty had done some days before your 
letter came or any other objection was made against the election, 
nor does his Majesty pretend to decide the questions that are or 
may be made concerning the election. The words of the charter 
and the opinions of the judges must decide that point. He has 
only declared his satisfaction of the qualities and merits of the said 
Viscount without pretending by it to abet the least injustice to 
anybody, much less to yourself.

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Being at Hull about Christmas there were near 20 sail loaden 
and loading for Holland, and I was informed that most of the corn 
was bought for Holland, so that the Hollanders receive the advan- 
tage of the bounty by the Act for exportation of corn. We have 
had a considerable quantity of corn.shipped off here and like to be 
more, but I think not any but what is really his Majesty’s 
subjects’. It’s my opinion that, if the bounty moneys were taken 
off the next sessions, it will not at all hinder the exportation 
thereof. [S.P. Dom., Car. IT. 390, No. 18.] 


Anthony Thorold to Williamson. The morning of the 6th 
arrived here the Thomas and Mary of this place, which left the 
Canaries about a week in November last with three others bound 
for London. At their coming away the French fleet of 36 sail lay 
mostly off the Grand Canaries. ‘Those islands being in the best 
posture of defence they could, they had been there about a week 
before these barks came from thence, but had made no attempt on 
the islands and their design was not known. 

The vintage at the Canaries this year is not so good as might be 
expected either for quantity or quality, many ships as well as ours 
(this and another we expect to-day being a week since arrived at 
Penzance) not being above half loaden. The reason is, they had 
much rain a little before the gathering, which made the vintage 
and loading of wines late and those that came away take in their 
wines boiling being new pressed, and others for want of loading 
stay till the rack vintage, yet the price is so high as 20l. per | 
pipe. The master says they had news from the Barbary coast of a 
peace with Sallee. Wind at W. and by S._ [Jbid. No. 19.] 


Hugh Acland to Williamson. Wind N.E. with fair and mild 
weather, which we have wanted much of late. [Ibid. No. 20.] 


Francis Bellott to Williamson. The wind last week being for 
the most part 8.W. few ships came in here, only last Friday came 
in the America of Flushing of 16 guns and 25 men. The reason 
she is so ill manned is that he has sent his men home in prizes. 
Also the Hope of Flushing bound for-the Bay to lade fruit. The 
rest of the outward-bound ships are still here with the East India- 
man.

Thomas Holden to Williamson. The 5th came in here a Dutch 
caper, the America of Flushing.

Several vessels are now in port homeward-bound and some bound 
for France, but, the wind having been for several days at S. and 
§.E. with foul weather, they could not put to sea, but the wind now 
is coming about to the west but very calm, so that, if it holds and 
blows a little fresh, the homeward-bound ships will put to sea this 
afternoon or to-morrow.

secondly that he is informed by letters from Edinburgh and else- 
where that in Scotland men are clapt up in prisons and detained, 
till they can have an opportunity to send them away to France. 
These complaints we have thought fit to communicate to you, and 
to renew our positive commands that, as we are confident you have 
not given the least authority for making levies contrary to our 
treaties and to that neutrality which as mediator we will keep, so 
you be careful that no men be levied or sent out of Scotland by any 
connivance whatsoever. Our pleasure therefore is that you emit a 
proclamation commanding that none of our subjects nor others 
within that kingdom levy or transport any men out of Scotland on 
any pretence whatsoever into the service of any beyond the sea now 
in war, and that you straitly require all the magistrates and officers 
of the Customs in all the sea ports to be careful that this our 
command be punctually obeyed. And, because the second branch 
of the complaint is a higher insolence, reflecting more on our 
authority, you shall diligently enquire if any men have been or are 
kept in prison in order to their transportation that you return us 
the names of such as you find guilty, that they may be exemplarily 
punished, and, if you find any men in prison for that end, that you 
immediately set them at liberty.

Note.—The rules in England for granting passes direct them to be 
granted only to English-built ships or foreign-built ships made 
free, whereas by the rules for Jersey and Guernsey they may be 
granted to ships built in England, Ireland, Jersey or Guernsey or 
foreign-built ships bought before 1 Jan., 1678[-4], although not 
made free.

We are not 
satisfied with those grounds, especially that which flowed from the 
miscarriage of the former tacksmen, for which we see no reason 
that we should pay so much, nor does the argument from the 
quarterings at Bordeaux seem convincing, especially if wines were 
loaded at Bordeaux and carried to Holland. We observe that you 
give no positive opinion, and therefore we remit it back to you to 
examine the whole matter, and to propose to us the sum you think 
just be abated for this year, that we may declare our further pleasure. 
Yet, because we judge it very hard that for many years we have 
been constantly troubled with defalcations, it will be worth your 
pains to try if so considerable a branch of our revenue may be 
secured from further pretences to defalcations, and, seeing that the 
way of letting the customs and excise of foreign commodities by 
roup has given the ground of so much trouble for so many years, 
and that the law allows no other way for letting of that farm (if 
you do not find a way for ascertaining the customs and excise), we 
know no remedy but that managers be appointed with reasonable 
salaries for receiving those duties, of which we find a vast advantage 
in this kingdom, and, if there be not a positive law for freeing 
noblemen and gentlemen from paying customs and excise for 
wines, which certainly must lose the custom of much wine more 
than they use, it seems to us reasonable that without exception all 
wines and other commodities, which are new, pay their duties of 
custom and excise equally with merchants who are to sell them, 
which is the constant practice here, where nothing is free but 
wearing apparel or old goods which have been used before and 
books imported or exported. We desire as speedy an answer as 
possible that our final orders may go to you in time before you part.

The day 
before he arrived Bacon had burnt Jamestown. The governor, Sir 
W. Berkeley, with what company he had with him about 100 to 150, 
most or all the considerable persons, and what soldiers the governor 
had were on board the ships and sloops in James River. The 
commander of this ship further reports that Bacon’s forces were 
about 4 to 500 men, amongst whom is not one considerable person. 
Bacon does great spoil where hecomes. This commander remained 
in James River ten days. Thence he sailed to New Providence, 
saying that the governor was resolved in a very short time after his 
departure to sail for Rappahannock or York. This ship was to return 
from New Providence to Virginia to load tobacco for England, but, 
considering the danger he should be in and that he had no hopes to 
purchase tobacco, made him alter his design and load brazelletta 
wood at New Providence for England.

These winds are very contrary for them 
and ’tis feared many will suffer, and most for want of provisions.

The Bishop of Ely’s case as Visitor of St. Peter’s College. The 
Bishop did nothing as to nulling Sir Otway’s pretended election 
and in order to Sir Binkes’ admission, but what the College was 
and is still well satisfied with. By falsely applying a statute 
concerning offices and exercises of the Fellows, which are left to be 


regulated by the Master and Deans, Sir John Otway pretends his 


son was statuteably elected by having the Master and one Dean for 
him, though the statute of elections punctually requires the con- 
currence of the Master and the major part of the Fellows, and no 
other sort of election has ever been heard of. 

Though the Bishop might have supplied on the first nullity, he 
gave the College leave to try again, but by their not being able to 
agree they in a manner asked him to supply, and readily received 
and admitted (1 July, 1676) the person he sent them, and he has 
enjoyed the fellowship above this half year. This power, which 
Sir John Otway at the last hearing unexpectedly questioned and 
which the Bishop now desires to be heard to, the College does not 
think an encroachment on their liberty, but readily own under their 
hands, being sensible it may be made out not only by the statutes 
but by the practice of the College. Had the Bishop no right except 
as Visitor, he has not taken on him more than would be and is 
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allowed him in other colleges, and he may justly pretend to that in 
his own college, which he can do at St. John’s, where the foundation 
is royal and the statutes made by royal power only. 

This power the Bishop may justly claim as an undoubted 
privilege or property attending his see, St. Peter’s being founded by 
a Bishop of Ely out of the bishopric, so that whatever power the 
founder had, the present bishop may claim, and according the 
Bishops of Ely have all along enjoved the same power as the 
founder, so as to make and interpret statutes, dispense with 
unstatuteable elections, supply lapses &c., all which can be proved ; 
the bishops call the house their house, and are not by virtue of the 
statutes constituted Visitors but become so jure fundatoris. The 
Bishops of Ely have reserved to themselves such power in this 
College that no one is admitted but by their mandate, no one 
expelled but by them, and, let the persons expelled think themselves 
never so much injured, they swore at their election never to appeal 
from or trouble the Bishop, directly or indirectly by themselves or 
others. It is the Bishop’s college and so far at his disposal. 

This oath Sir Otway, not being admitted, never took, and therefore 
gives the Bishop this trouble, not caring though the Bishop be 
deprived of his right, so he get but a chance in a new election. 
The Bishop is bound to defend the rights and privileges of his see.

heirs, Eleazar being also in like great processes with 10 or 12 
other creditors for considerable sums, for which Eleazar, being the 
ablest advocate or lawyer in that Court, could never be brought to 
account or payment. In 1669 Eleazar died leaving Thomas le Mar- 
chant, junior, his son and heir principal, who to defeat the claims of 
the said Thomas le Marchant, senior, and other creditors, sold in 1671 
all his interest in the said estate to the said de Beauvoir and Gosselin, 
two of the most considerable men of those professions, who soon 
obliged most of the creditors to compound their demands at very 
low rates and intended to have dealt with the said Thomas le 
Marchant, senior, and the rest of the creditors in the same way, 
though the laws of the island and the orders of the Privy Council 
will be clearly against such purchasing of debts and litigious rights 
by persons of their professions. In consequence of this sale de 
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Beauvoir and Gosselin brought an action against Thomas le 
Marchant, senior, craving an order to seize his goods and arrest 
him for the arrears of 23 bushels wheat rent, but were refused it. 


- Notwithstanding this the Court 27 November, 1675, granted to the 


said pretended purchasers an arrest and seizure of the goods of the 
said Thomas le Marchant, senior, for payment of those arrears, 
from which he appealed for the reasons therein given, 7 Nov., 1676, 
and the 15th summoned the said parties who entered their appear- 
ance 2 Jan., 1676[-7], with arguments at length in support of 
Thomas le Marchant’s contention and extracts from the laws of 
Guernsey against purchase of debts, &c., by judges, advocates and 
attorneys within the limits of the jurisdiction in which they are 
officers, and quotations of orders in Council against buying of 
ae in these cases.

King. The soil and the Government of New England 
granted to the Governor and Council of Plymouth, and they had 
power to grant the soil, but not the government. 19 Nov., 1628, a 
grant to the Massachusetts of the soil from the Council of 
Plymouth. 1629. The Massachusetts obtain a grant from the 
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King for establishing a government, &c., and by this they 
challenge the government in all the tract limited by that grant, so 
the question is whether the debated lands be included in this

Memoranda in Lord O’Brien’s writing. Feb. Tth.—Lord 
Pet[erborough] told me that Legge was to be made a lord, and 
that Lord Duras assisted him in it, but that Mr. May, &c., were 
much concerned at it. He also said that the D[uke] was assured 
by Dr. Burnett that the Master of the Rolls declared the D[uke] to 
be the author of all our misfortunes, and that, if nobody else would 
impeach him, he would. My Lord told me the D[uke] sent to 
Lord Shaftesbury to desire him to know of the Master of the Rolls, 
if he had said so, but that he denied it, and Lord Shaf[tesbury] bid 
him not to apprehend it from any. I that day acquainted Mr. 
Secretary and Sir Christopher Musgrave with this, but named not 
Lord Pet{erborough] to Sir Christopher. 

Feb. 9th.—I told this to Sir Thomas Ascott, Sir Allen Brodrick 
and Sir Kingsmill Lucy, but named no parties, but that the 
D[uke] was told so. Afterwards Mr. Neale came in, to whom I 
spoke the like, and he said he had heard of it before. However I 
and all said we would oppose it. Afterwards came Sir Foulke 
Lucy, and, as I went home with him in the coach, I named the 
parties. 

Feb. 10th.—I told it to Mr. Atkins of Lincoln’s Inn, but named 
not Lord Pet{erborough]. About 1 this day Lord Pet [erborough], 
by note, desired me to be punctually at 7 at his lodgings, which I 
did, whence he carried me to the D[uke] close by the gallery door, 
and, as we were going thither, we met Sir Alexander Fraser, who 
looked after us. The D[uke ]} asked if I had spoke to that lord to 
know whether he intended anything in Parliament against him. I 
said Lord Cavendish would not, but, said he, you said last 
night a lord would. I begged his pardon in telling him I had 
said that I heard the Master of the Rolls would, but that I 
mentioned not a lord, and that I then declared I should oppose it, if 
moved by any, to which all assented. He said, he heard I did, and 
thanked me for it. He desired me to oppose all motions whatever 
for regulating the succession upon any account, for he looked upon 
them as no friends to him that had or should advise or promote it, 
let the pretence be what it will. He recommended to me the 
getting the additional excise renewed. I told him, it’s possible it 
might succeed the better for the king now settling a recompense to 
the Bankers out of the other branch of the standing excise. He 
asked me if they would give money for ships. I supposed they 
would, 5, or 600,000/., so that Lord Ormonde, Lord Bedford and 
such sort of men might see the laying it out. Well, said he, so 
they be built, and stopped, but again said, they must consider the 
guns and other apparel, and that it would take up much time in 
the preparation of them. He asked what they talked of France or 
of war with it. I told him, I found the generality of them 
unwilling to engage in any war, for that we are yet sore. He said, 
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Well, let them prepare ships, and be first in a readiness before they 
talk of that, and that then he should be as forward as any, but 
that, before that was effected and money raised, he should ever 
oppose it. He asked me, what would become of the Roman 
Catholics. 1 told him, I supposed they might reduce the penalties 
to a fifth or sixth of their whole estates, but that I found most 
fixed to fall on them and most of the other Dissenters. He told 
me, he would have [them] used as Christians, and such who to a 
man ever stuck fast to the Crown. I said, therefore they would 
pretend this favour of reducing the penalties, whereas indeed it 
would produce the contrary, for they at the same time pretended 
to take the forfeitures out of the Crown and vest them elsewhere, 
thereby to cut off their dependency on it. He seemed to be much 
surprised and desired it might be opposed, for, said he, it’s never to 
be suffered. He said, he heard the country gentlemen come up full 
of complaints for the falling of rents and decay of trade, and 
particularly of the woollen manufactory. I replied, that nothing 
contributed more to it than the prohibiting of the Irish cattle, to 
which he agreed, and said it was an imprudent Act and brought on 
by a foolish heat betwixt two persons, but, said he, attempt to 
repeal it. I said, I durst not move in it, for, if I did, it would 
obstruct it, but hoped his H{ighness] would. He said, he would, 
and so dismissed me with promises of all kindness. I went after- 
wards to Lord Pet{erborough| where was nobody but Lord Clare. 
I told them what had passed. Lord Pet[erborough] then declared 
that, if after this sessions I was not amply rewarded, he would to 
the D[uke] and whole world declare I had reason to repent it for 
ever. 

Ash Wednesday, Fonseca told me that he saw they would fall 
on them and, said he, that will raise all. 

March 2nd. To Monsr. Fonseca, that Major Overton had since

If he hear not of it soon, I think to send it to Dublin, where 
bills are now at 8 per cent. (Concerning the death of William 
Stephens, that had 3 offices, with suggestions as to how they should 
be filled.) He farmed the customs of the markets and fairs for 
which John Totnall had 801. a year, viz., 20/. for himself and 101. 
for your lordship’s rent. I suggest the customs should be quit, 
which would make this market famous and the greatest in the 
kingdom outside Dublin. The butter trade was very great here 
last year, but there was much grumbling at taking 1d. a hundred, 
and threatenings to carry it to Belfast and the like in other 
commodities. A book must be kept for tolling turfs and cattle 
according to law and the pedlars and butchers may pay for their 
stalls, which would pay your rent of 10/. and I wish John might 
have 201. allowed him otherwise and this proclaimed a free market. 
(About his endeavours to settle the differences between the next 
of kin of Quarter-master Hunckes, but he doubts they will go to law.) 
He bought the tenant right of a house in which he and his sister 
lived. Mr. Dobbs, the lawyer, claims that his land in Castledobbs 
belongs to him after the expiration of an old lease. I shall take care 
your lease of Aghadavy come to no hands, but such as will husband 
it and improve it. 

As to what you wrote in yours of 16 Jan. concerning my son, I 
have said already what my thoughts and desires are, that I would 
willingly be better acquainted with him before I die and would 
have him come with his brother to me in the spring for 2 or 8 
months and then to return together for Italy, which perhaps may be 
a service as well to you, by acquainting him with your affairs and 
mine and with his sisters’, yet I shall deny myself and submit to 
your better judgement in this. 

Lord Massereene opposes very much the building of a bridge 
contrived by the justices in the four lower baronies in regard both 
of the charge of building and repairing it, and I join in opinion with 
him that it will not be for our safety in caseof war. He sent me 
this letter to you, and has written to the Earl of Donegall not to 
consent to impose it on this part of the county, which is so distant 
and has so little use of it. Perhaps at these assizes I may find a 
way with the justices to forbear the project, or may stop it by 
petitioning the Lord Lieutenant and Council.

Donegall and your Lordship, I would not yield, and offered to 
join in a letter to your Lordships to that effect, but could not 
prevail, whereupon I have thought it needful to give you this 
trouble, which I have desired Sir G. Rawden to transmit to you 
with the state of the case as to the bridge. In my opinion it 
may be of great hazard, especially if any troubles should here- 
after arise, the Bann being a great security hitherto from the 
Trish in Tyrone, Londonderry and the adjacent counties, and 
so, if this pass and new proposed bridge be surprised, it will be 
the greatest annoyance imaginable to the Protestants inhabiting 
this side.

The King to the Lord Lieutenant. Warrant. Whereas the Com- 
mittee for Irish affairs have presented their report dated the 3rd 
instant in the case of the °49 officers as follows:—We have in 
obedience to the order of 14 July last repeated by the order in 
Council of the 31st past examined the case of the ’49 officers and 
find it to stand thus. (Recital of the warrant of 19 June, 1675, 
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giving instructions as to the distribution of such parts of the security 
of the said officers, and of the commission appointing trustees for 
managing the said security, both calendared in the last volume, 
pp. 170 and 364). The said trustees applied to the Lord Lieutenant 
for his instructions in several particulars, wherein he, not having 
had his Majesty’s orders, transmitted the said particulars to Secre- 
tary Coventry with his observations thereon, and we, finding that 
he had thoroughly considered the whole matter, concur with his 
proposals, and therefore offer that the following instructions be sent 
to the Lord Lieutenant for the final settlement of what concerns 
that interest : 

1. That the Lord Lieutenant issue a commission to the persons 
he thinks most fit to compound with the possessors of any part of 
the “49 security which is not yet discovered and the benefit of the 
discovery not yet allowed to any persons by the trustees and to agree 
with them for the mesne profits thereof, and for your Majesty’s 
right and title thereto under the Acts of Settlement and Explana- 
tion, at such rates and for such sums to be paid to the use of the 
"49 officers as the said Commissioners shall think fit, yet so that no 
such composition be conclusive, till approved by the Lord Lieutenant. 

2. That where discoveries have been or shall be made of any 
part of the ’49 security, and the discoverers allowed the benefit 
thereof, the commissioners may have power to sell the same for the 
highest price obtainable, or else with the discoverers’ consent to 
compound with the present possessors thereof. 

3. That all such other parts of the said security that appertain 
to or shall be recovered by the trustees with the help of any 
discoverer be likewise sold at the highest price. 

4. That on all such compositions and sales they are to certify 
the same to the Lord Lieutenant, showing the lands so compounded 
for or sold, the money agreed to be paid thereon, the quit-rents due 
thereout, and any provisions made for satisfaction thereout to 
discoverers or for improvements satisfiable by the said Acts. 

5. That the Lord Lieutenant may be authorized on the parties 
producing such certificate and an acquittance for the moneys payable 
by them to grant a warrant for passing letters patent according to 
such certificate. 

6. That, in regard the rents to be reserved out of this part of 
the ’49 security not yet distributed is like to prove an additional 
revenue, there being now no quit-rent for the same, and that some 
of the security, &c., to be discovered will not answer the full quit- 
rent payable thereout, the Lord Lieutenant may have power on 
any sale or composition of any part of the said security not now 
charged with any quit-rent to abate the quit-rents that by the said 
Acts are to be reserved thereout, as the case shall appear, provided 
always that some increase be made of the present rents thereof, 
and that no such abatement be made without the consent of the 
farmers of the revenue, so as to avoid any demand for defalcation 
by them by reason of such abatement. 

7. That the commissioners may have power to administer an 
oath, and at their desire commissions may issue in any cases where 
they find it necessary. 
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8. That the commissioners may have power to distribute all 
the money to be received belonging to the said security amongst 
the °49 officers concerned in the 100 lots made on _ the late 
distribution of their security with power to them, with the appro- 
bation of the Lord Lieutenant, to issue any of such money for their 
necessary charges. 

9. That, as all particulars necessary for the settlement of this 
affair cannot now be foreseen, the Lord Lieutenant be authorized 
to give such further orders, rules and directions as_ shall be 
necessary, and the said commissioners observe such instructions as 
they shall receive in this behalf. 

We approve of the said report, and accordingly our will and 
pleasure is that you or other the chief governors of that kingdom 
for the time being observe the instructions therein proposed, and 
we authorize and require you to issue such commissions and do all 
other things necessary for putting the said instructions in execution, 
and in accordance with the ninth instruction to give such further 
orders &e. as shall be necessary, and the said commissioners are to 
observe such instructions as they shall receive in this behalf. And, 
whereas several lands in Ireland, being of greater value before the 
rebellion, were mortgaged to Protestants for more than they are now 
really worth, and the rents do not amount to the interest of the 
mortgages, so that the said officers have not nor are likely to use 
their power of redemption, nor the Protestants like to improve for 
fear they should, and are unwilling to purchase the pre-emption, 
though at a very inconsiderable rate, for fear of subjecting their 
lands to a quit-rent, which by the said Acts they would in such 
cases be liable to, we empower and authorize you to invite in the 
Protestants, who hold lands mortgaged to them for more than or 
equal to the value thereof, and where the rents do not exceed the 
interest of the mortgage money, and to give them the encourage- 
ment of passing letters patent for the right of redemption on pay- 
ment of some reasonable crown rent, and our further pleasure is 
that the letters patent lately passed in conformity with this rule to 
the Earl of Burlington and Cork for the redemption of several 
mortgages and those lately passed in favour of Thomas Adderly,

Feb. 15.—Then the House was moved that those Lords that 
proposed the question whether the Parliament be in being 
or dissolved might withdraw, and after some time the said 
four lords were named as lords that should withdraw, upon 
debate of which and whether the words these lords are to be 
charged with should be set down in writing, it was agreed as 
follows :—That the crime charged is for proposing to this House 
and ascertaining and maintaining that this Parliament is dissolved. 
The further debate was adjourned till to-morrow. 
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Feb. 16.—The House entered on the adjourned debate, and it 
was resolved that those four lords should withdraw. Then they 
debated what was to be done concerning the offence charged on 
them, and first agreed concerning the Duke of Bucks, that he should 
be called in and make an acknowledgement at the bar in these 
words, I do acknowledge that my endeavouring to maintain that 
this Parliament is dissolved was an ill-advised action for which I 
humbly beg pardon of the King’s Majesty and this most honourable 
House. Then the Duke being sent for by the Gentleman Usher of 
the Black Rod, he after a little time returned and reported that he 
could not find the Duke in all the rooms about the House, where- 
upon the lords ordered that he should take him into custody and 
bring him to the bar to-morrow morning. Then the House agreed 
on debate that the Earl of Salisbury should be called in and repre- 
manded and ask pardon of his Majesty and the House, which he 
refusing to do, they committed him to the Tower, and the like was 
done to the Karl of Shaftesbury and Lord Wharton in their places, 
who all refusing to answer were sent to the Tower for disobeying 
the judgment of the House. 

Feb. 17.—The Black Rod this morning acquainted the House 
that he had conveyed the three lords to the Tower, and had been 
at the Duke’s house to inquire for him, but his servants could not 
give him any [news] of him, having not seen him since yesterday 
morning, upon which they ordered : That, in case the Duke render 
not himself this noon, his Majesty be desired to issue a proclama- 
tion for stopping the ports and apprehending him, wherever he 
should be found, and bring him to the Tower, there to remain a 
prisoner, till he should be delivered by due course of law. 

The Duke coming in and going to his place was ordered to with- 
draw, and then the Usher commanded to bring him to the bar, 
whither being come and kneeling and then standing up again, was 
told what apprehensions the House had of his fault. and the words 
of submission being given into his hands, he told them that, if he 
had offended his Majesty and this House in any thing he had 
uttered, he asked their pardon, but could not ask pardon for 
thinking or speaking his thoughts, and so refused to make the 
submission, and, being withdrawn, he was ordered to be committed 
to the Tower during the pleasure of his Majesty and this House.

He was born in Ireland and his father~in 
Westmorland. Perhaps he is the better liked here that Major 
Stroud and he are at distance. The Major is about to remove his 
wife and family to Trim. It may be the quarter-master’s being 
here may hasten it. He has no wife nor family but still attended 
his colours. In this and other matters the major has been too 
busy and forgets his obligations for your kindnesses. At your 
return here you will see two very handsome houses built last 
summer by Quarter-master Wrightson and Sergeant Rogers before 
the new court wall, and there are plots for two or three more. I 
have almost agreed for building on one with John Darley, a famous 
carpenter, a Quaker, and calling to mind that Gregson’s stately 
fabric was undertaken on your motion I think, if, when you write to 
Mr. Mildmay, you would invite him to build, he would undertake 
it in emulation of your former receivers, Adath : Lethes:,ahd 
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Magee, and with his own money and not with yours, as did Magee 
and Lethes with yours and mine, and express your desire of 
handsome buildings in the sight of your house here. Richard 
Close forgets his father’s rise here and will lay out nothing to 
beautify the town, and, finding a tenement ruinous between Ralph 
Smith’s buildings on the hill and his tenements, not in his lease, 
I have demolished it and fetched the gravel for the walks, and the 
hill is almost levelled where I intend to place the butchers’ stalls 
that encumber the street and market place, which will enlarge it 
for the corn market and make room to draw up a body of horse on 
occasion. I give you this account. that, in case any should move 
you for a lease for it for building, you may not consent, and I hope 
also to have a timber market shortly, and for that end am making 
a timber-yard to divert the trade from Belfast and to prevent the 
stealing of wood thither. Mr. Harrison has placed his own clerk 
here in William Stephens’ place, and till May, that the year may 
be up, John Tottnall suffers his widow to take the toll and customs, 
so that you may consider of making it a free market in the 
meantime. 

I hoped to defend a long Chancery suit prosecuted against Sir W. 
Petty and me by Mrs. Aston for a rent charge of 1201. per annum 
out of Kinnelarty, pretended to have been ssttled on her by a deed 
from Patrick McCartan, father to the first of her four husbands, 
which deed was lost. She therefore sued us in Chancery and by 
an order for a trial in the King’s Bench obtained a verdict against 
us, having procured several fresh witnesses that swore largely this 
time twelvemonth, when I could not attend in Dublin, being then 
in great affliction, and Sir William being also in England. Last 
Michaelmas term we had three hearings, which was very chargeable, 
and preferred a cross bill of discovery and hoped, and so did our 
counsel, to have a dismiss on urging of several cases that the loss of 
a deed for a rent charge was the loss of the rent charge itself and not 
relievable by law or equity, which was long argued but prevailed 
not. A decree is passed for the arrears since the bill was filed 
above four years since, and for 120l. to be paid hereafter during 
her life without any abatement of the quit-rent, which is above 201. 
per annum. I employed Mr. Farewell to assist Sir W. Petty this 
last term, as, the weather being ill and my health not good, I 
thought it not safe to undertake another winter journey. We think 
it very hard measure in the judgment and so do our counsel, but 
what remedy? To appeal into England will be as bad and as 
chargeable as to submit to it here. I shall be damnified 500/. at 
least for my share of what is past and costs already and the 
greatest part of the annuity besides hereafter. I suppose you may 
guess a reason why I had no favour, and I believe also I have fared 
the worse for my partner. 

Mr. Neill has, I believe, given you an account of the sad 
accident, the burning of Lady Clanbrassil’s house, and the fright 
he and your servants were in. I hear the Countess of Donegall 
will come to Dublin next term, which I mention to remind you to 
perform a visit, before she come away from London, to her and 
Lady Gowran. I suppose you have employed Patrick ere now to 


*, inquire into that information of Fr. Oberyes. We are all well here, 
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but I am so interrupted by widows and such as live on alms and the 
severity of the collectors of that duty and a late proclamation 
restraining certificates to be given for them only to 5 justices in 
each county, that there is a great cry of the poor thereof. We hear 
the Lord Chancellor has compounded with the Farmers to be paid 
his son Hill 2,000/. to quit his share, but I hear not he is secured 
to be indemnified, if they fail.

Sir William Meus, on the death of Sir Robert Worseley, resolved 
to stand for Newtown, but Sir Robert Holmes set up his brother, 
Sir John, against him, and, to weaken Sir William’s interest, 
endeavoured to throw contempt on him. 

80 Oct. last, Sir William was, in the usual manner, which is to put 
three names into a hat folded up anda child to take out one, 
chosen Mayor of Newtown and immediately sworn, and had 
the seal, evidences and writings of the corporation delivered to 
him, which he, for their better preservation, carried, as other 
Mayors formerly did, to his own house. 


Neat day Sir Robert Holmes, as Governor of the Island, sent to 
Sir William to deliver up his commission as colonel of the 
West Medine regiment, on complaint as expressed in the 
warrant, of the burgesses against him for carrying the seal, 
&e., out of town. 

Next day Sir Robert sent another warrant requiring Sir William 
to appear next day at Newtown and bring the writings with him, 
that so he might proceed to do justice, but Sir William had 
gone to London on business. 


The same day Sir Robert sent a warrant to the Town Clerk to be 
at Newtown on the 2nd, where at a meeting those who met 
disfranchised the Mayor in his absence. 


On the 2nd, Sir Robert as Captain and Governor of the Island, 
sent a warrant, declaring Sir William to be disfranchised from 
any privilege or right as member of the corporation, and 
commanding his house to be searched for the said seal, éc., 
and for their delivery, if found, to Henry Dore, wheelwright, 
the preceding Mayor. 

On the 8th Sir John Holmes and other pretended burgesses 
petitioned the King and Council to have the seal, éc., returned 
to the corporation, and for an order for electing a new 
Mayor. 


On the 10th Sir William petitioned the King and Council, com- 
plaining of the above proceedings, and desiring that those 
concerned in them might be sent for to answer them, which was 
granted, and a day of hearing appotnted. 


The 24th, on hearing of the difference, it was ordered that Sir 
William should carry back the said seal, &c.,; and deposit them 
in some safe convenient place within the said borough, where 
they are to be kept under Sir William’s care in a chest whereof 
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he is to have the key during his mayoralty, which order was 


punctually obeyed. 


On 15 Dec., contrary to the said order, Sir John Holmes and 
others met in an assembly, as they term it, and elected Henry 
Dore Mayor in the room of Sir William, whose mayorship and 
inburgesship they alleged to be made void by their former order 
of 2 Nov., and clapped another lock on the chest, wherein the 
writings were kept, to debar Sir William from coming at them 
without force, and also created and swore Richard Crew 
constable. 


Sir William being advised by his counsel that it was impossible 
for him to have any redress in any court of judicature time 
enough to prevent the illegal choice of a burgess by the legal 
mayor and his party, it was adjudged the most proper way for 
Sir William on the .first opening of the present session to 
petition the House of Commons that no writ might be issued for 
the said borough, till it had been heard by that House who was 
the proper officer or mayor to whom it ought to be directed. 
Howbeit a writ was immediately issued and Sir John Holmes 
with one employed by the Under Sheriff of Southampton for the 
purpose went down on Saturday, 17 Feb., and by himself and 
his own party returned himself burgess for Newtown, and on 
Thursday morning following sat in the House, no notice being 
ever given of the writ either to Sir William or to the major part 
of either the old or the new burgesses. 


Sir William therefore desires that his Majesty would redress these 
wrongs, he having forborne to use the most advantageous means 
to relieve himself for fear anything in his case being made 
public in Parliament or elsewhere might make too great a noise.

per annum in the 3d. per lb. on the tobacco sent from England to 
Ireland. 

On tobacco imported into England is laid 2d. custom and 
additional duty, and on that imported into Ireland by the Act of 
Tonnage and Poundage 1d. per lb. and by the Excise Act 1d. per lb. 

On tobacco exported from England is repaid 14d. per lb. which 
the merchants are willing to pay again in Ireland, which will make 
up 2d., which is as much as was formerly paid or demanded. The 
new farmers in Ireland pretend that by the rules in the Act of 
Tonnage and Poundage they have a colour to take 3d. per lb. more 
on tobacco exported from England than from the plantations, 
which are, “ that all wines and tobacco imported into Ireland from 
England or Wales pay so much only in subsidy as on the exporta- 
tion thereof from England shall be repaid of the tonnage and 
poundage and additional duties paid there.”’ 

The merchants say they ought to take 4d. less, for both the tax 
of tonnage and poundage and that of excise are subsidies, and, it is 
said, pay so much only in subsidy as shall be repaid for tonnage 
and poundage and additional duties, for that both are subsidies. 
The merchants further say, that they ought to take 3d. less, for in 
obedience to the law they of England discharged their tobacco in 
England and paid the other 14d. there. The English merchants, 
who obey the law in bringing their tobacco first into England, say 
that, if they pay what is demanded, they would pay above 2d. more 
than they of other places who violate the law, viz., 4d. per lb. 
more in England, the same in Ireland, the fees, &c., for landing it 
in England 4d. per lb., and the like for lading it again for Ireland, 
making 2d., besides the freight to Ireland which is 4d. more. The 
farmers may say that no tobacco can come to Ireland directly from

! the plantations, but must come to England; otherwise, the ship 
and goods are seizable. The merchants say that nevertheless they 
of Ireland and New England and some from Virginia have and do 
come, by consent and without any seizure, for none can make a 
seizure but the Custom House officers, who in Ireland are the 
farmers’ servants and dare not seize, it being their masters’ interest 
to have all they can brought in there.

Report of L’Estrange’s proceedings with the Stationers’ Company. 
For the better preventing and suppressing of libels, 14 July last, he 
delivered to the Company the heads of two by-laws to the following 
effect. 1. No member of the Company shall hereafter print or 
cause to be printed any book, pamphlet, portraiture, picture, 
or paper; whereto the law requires a licence, without such licence, 
nor shall any member henceforth conceal the printing, binding, 
stitching, publishing or dispersing of any such book, &c. as afore- 
said, but shall disclose the same to the Master and Wardens of the 
Company within three days after the knowledge of such offence 
committed with the names of the offending persons. The said 
by-law to. be read to every freeman at the taking of his oath and to 
be printed with the oath and a printed copy thereof to be forthwith 
delivered to every member of the Company, dealing in the 
Stationers’ trade, that no man may pretend ignorance, and all 
discoveries to be entered in a book kept for that purpose, whereof 
L’Estrange is to have a view on demand. 2. Whereas the said 
Company have in themselves a power of inflicting certain punish- 
ments on their own members as denying of stock work, taking 
away pensions, calling in their money from such as are indebted to 
the Company, sequestering their shares in the English Stock, &c., it 
is desired that these punishments be inflicted in case of transgres- 
sion. 

The Company, 14 July, 1676, passed the following vote: Ordered 
that the intended by-laws and particularly the papers now delivered 
into Court by Mr. L’Estrange be the first business debated at the 
next general Court, at which every member of this Table is ordered 
to give his attendance. 
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Towards the end of last September L’Estrange called on the 
Company again to know what they had done in pursuance of their 
said order, when the Table passed a vote allowing the first particular. 
As to the second, they suggested the inequality of the punishment, 
that it would not reach a tenth part of the Company, and that 
they had made provision sufficient in other by-laws already, but, 
L’Estrange pressing them to a resolution one way or another, that 
he might have some ground for a report, they promised to send 
him the vote of the Table in two days on that point, but he has 
received nothing from them since. 

One thing the Company alleged seems to be of great weight, 
which is, that the greatest part of the libels complained of are 
dispersed by members of other companies, who yet exercise the 
stationer’s trade, and the Stationers’ Company have no authority 
over them. (See ante, p. 461.) This is true, and the press can 
never be regulated unless all dealers in books be subjected to the 
same rule and inspection, which may be done by turning them over 
into the Stationers’ Company, to which end the matter may be 
recommended to the Lord Mayor, the Aldermen and the Common 
Council with the governors of each Company. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 
391, No. 96.] 


L’Estrange’s proposals. To become answerable for the press he 
desires: 1. That his servant may be sworn a messenger of the 
Chamber, L’Estrange giving security that he shall only act in the 
business of books, and not in any other duty of a messenger nor 
take any fee as a messenger. His reason is, that many times he is 
called up at midnight or on such a point of time that in a quarter 
of an hour the opportunity is lost. On this suggestion to the 
Attorney-General he advised this expedient, the law positively 
requiring that the search be made by a messenger. 2. It will be 
needful for him to have a sufficient deputy to be approved by the 
Bishop of Canterbury or London and a Secretary of State. 3. It 
would be of great advantage if L’Estrange himself were put into 
the commission of the peace, provided that no other duty of a 
justice might be expected from him, for he might then examine on 
oath and sift all such cases, better than it is possible for any other 
man to do, who is not versed in the way. The above propositions 
being granted and L’Estrange’s former allowances made good, he 
doubts not but to settle the press without further charge to his 
Majesty. [Ibid. No. 97.]

Whereupon their Lord- 
ships assented to the necessity of having Calendars prepared, and 
empowered the Master of the Rolls to ‘tone such steps as might be 
necessary for this purpose.
